ihewtt. Tlus PbUintut had a Sifter as dear to him 
as I was to D$rantes, She was a Widow of about 
twenty Years of Age, and had a Son two Years old« 
which ihe was fo paffionately fond of^ that her whole 
Care was in the bringing him up; living altogether re- 
tired, receiving no Vifits, and fparce fe^n by any body 
but her Brother and her own Domeftics. So melan- 
choly a Life, (to dilTuade her from which, (everal At- 
tempts had been made, tho' in vain) was a fenfible Af- 
ili6tion to Philintus : He was gay, gallaQt aod a great 
Courtier himfelf, and i:ottld not bear'his darKng Sifter 
ihould deny herfelf thofe Pleafures he had fo great a 
Reliih of himfelf. — Refolving, therefore, to make one 
lad Effort to draw her from a Solitude, .which to him 
would have been fo irkfome, and prompted, perhaps, 
by Sentiments which he did not think proper at that 
time to declare ; he requeued, that Dor antes and I 
would make her a Vifit in this Retirement ihehad 

chofen. 
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chofen. As miich a Lover of it as (he wa^ he^iajd/ he 
was very fiire ihe would receive us with that Civility 
the Rank we held in the World, and in his Efteem, de- 
iJsrvM ; and it may be, added he, the Converfation of 
the charming Be/i/a may induce her to come into the 
World, again, if it were only to reap the Advantages 
an Intimacy with her cannot but afford. 

My Brother confented with Pleafure, and my Com- 
plaifance for him made me find no Difficulty in it. Hi- 
therto I had not perceived* that Pbiiintus had any other 
Sentiments for me than thofe of Friendfhip, the very 
great one he had for my Brother authorizing the Re- 
ipe6ls he paid me; and as nothing in the World could 
be more amiable than Pbilintusj I had a moft tender 
l^fteem for him, without believing that my Heart would 
gp.fu^er. Wewere in this Situation of Mind, when 
we ijct out to vy&t jir/e/fu^ which was the Name of 
PbiitHtus^s Siller. During the Journey, my Brother 
deiir'd him to give us a Defcription of her, but could 
get nothing out of him but thefe Words: T^u pall fee ^ 
. and you Jhall judge. The Silence he obferv'd whenever 
(on Purpofe. to draw ibmething from him] we told him 
we doubted not but fiie was.handfome, and the volun- 
^ry Retirement ihe had made from the World, gave 
us ah Opinion fhe was defoimM ; and that, confcious 
of her.ImperfeAions, it was her Prudence which made 
her avoid appearing in a Town florM with Beauties. 
Prejudiced with thb Idea, we defifled alking any 
farther (^eftions.

it was the Idea which we had formed to ourfitlves of 
hfcr^ whtclLCOntcibutedto.ourAdfniratioD, orwiiethfir 
it wai only the natural ESe& of che Charms of thi& 
beantifiil Widow, but both of ne were £eiz*d with an 
AftoniihmeBt which rendered it hn|X2fiiUe for fiune 
Moments, for as to pay thofe Clviy ties wuhich.were her 
Bae» PbiiiitUu^ who heed^iy obfery'd our Looks, 
ffl[w. th^ Cunfafion we wei« in with a fecret Sati^o- 
tion; but diffembling his. Thoughts at thatTime^ he 
took me by the Haod^ and prefented m« to his Sifter, 
who, by the Reception ftie gave us, difcovered (he had 
5VS great a Share oi Wit as Beauty ."---i-!-i>^r<a*/« was. 
ftxcharm'd and tiranfporflad with ev.ery thing hefaw, 
that he h^ not Words to e3q>re& hinodidf ; and never 
dkl.I fee him at io great a Lofs befbre.-r-In fine^ he 
frU paiEonately in Love, and, wholly unable to concedb 
it, hie ipoke to me of it the thisd JDay after oot' Afirt*. 
val in. that agveeaisJe Place, and defir*d me to hint id to 
Bhiiintusi hjs Pafilon having* alib p/^ic-d' him wkha 
Timorottihera wiuch ceixder'd him. incapable of being 
his own Advocate.

JRS,^Sil£ gave Orders about h^r little Son 
with all imaginable Tendemeisy Vf;h6x9 ftie lovM with a 
Fondncfs exceeding that which is ordinarily to be found 
in Mothers; and I beUeve would never have confenced 
toaJecond Engagement, if flie had not been prevailed 
upon byfome con^derable Advantage, which D0- 
ra/ttes. oiFer'd; to yield- to him. . 
: A^i* tilings being ready for our Departure, we were 
(en£bly aife^ed at the extreme Sorrow of Arfefne^ in 
parting from the young Or/ames^ for- fo the lovely 
Babe was caird; a thoufand Times we fhatch'd.him 
from her Arms, and ihe as often clung to him again : 
A Torrent of Tears accompanied the tender Things 
ilie iaid to him, and her Grief leem'd to rife to fuch a 
Height, ihMt Dorantes and all of us begg'd her (o take 
him with. her. But her Heafon getting at length the 
better of her Fondneis, (be would not coi^ent, jadging 
the Change of Air might do him a Prejudice, which 
her Katies and Embrace^ could not repair. The Wo- 
men, : who had the Care of him, Areauoufly opposed 
his being removed on this Scores fo that fummoning 
all her Refolution, ihe threw herfelf into the Coach» 
and made a Sign heihonld be taken from her Sight. 
We followed her immediately, and fet out melancholy 
enough for Perfons who .thought they .had fuch ReaioA 
to be contented. But it feem'd as if that Sadnefs which 
pofleft*d us all« 9xA which at Mc was only occafion'ct 
by the Sight oiJtrfeJke^ was a Predi^ion of thofe.Mif- 
fntisiies which we were too iboB tjo fall into. 
. ifwR^££i/£appaarMaorechearfiilasfhea]]proa^- 
cd the Town s ihe faid a thonjand obl^ing Things to- 
Dorantis and me ; and I was fo extremely c^rm'd with 
her, that I thought my (elf no lefs happy in being ally'd 
to her, than my Brothier did in becoming her Hnf«- 
band. • Philintus having no Honfe in Town, his Sifter 
WM prevaii*d oa to make ooia.her Uomct, before the 
^ Cere- 
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Ceremony of Marriage Ihould give her the Title of 
Miftrefs of it — and the intended Bridegroom being im* 
patient far the compleating their WiSies, every thing 
was preparing for the Celebration of both Nuptials 
with all the Expedition imaginable. . 

At length the Eve to this great Day arriv'd, but it 
came only to overwhelm us with a mortal Affliction : 
Arfefne was on a fudden feiz'd with fo violent a Difor- 
der, that fhe was oblig'd to uke her Bed. You may 
be fure there was no AiTiflance wanting ; but, notwith- 
ftanding all the Care that could be taken, her Didem- 
per became mortal in lefs than twelve Hours : She her- 
felf was the firft who perceiv'd it, and caufing Dor an- 
tes and Philintus to draw near the Bed, where I before 
was fitting, holding her in my Arms ; I fee, ftid fhe, 
that Heaven will not fuiFer me to enjoy the Happinefs 
you are preparing for me. I affure you, added fhe, 
taking his Hand, I fhould have laid myfelf under an 
agreeable Law of contributing every thing in my Power 
to your Felicity \ but iince that cannot be, transfer to 
my dear Child the Tendernefs you have for me, and 
give me the SatisfatUon of believing, that in lofing a 

Mother, he fhall gain a Father -^r 1 alfo beg, 

that vny Death may not retard the Marriage of BeUfa 
and Philintus. In fpeaking this, fhe embraced me ten- 
derly, and making her Brother approach ftill nearer tp 
her, fhe. took our Hands, and join*d them : Remem- 
ber, refum'd ihc, a Siiler, who dying lovpe, you with 
an Ardour b?yci)d what is ordinarily found among Re- 
lations.. Phiiinius and myfelf wer^ almpft drown'd iii 
Tears, but the Condition of Dorant€s was terrible ; I 
thought feveral times he would have expired before 
her : He continu'd on his Xnees at the,Bed-f)de, hold- 
ing one of her Hands, without being able to fpeak one 
Wor4; but the Defpair which appeared in JiisFace^ 
gave n^ejuft Caufe to fear the EfFefts. That amiable 
Lady finding herfelf at the Point of Deaths and troa< 
bled Ijeyond'Meafure at the Sight pf his* Grief, loofjng 
her Arm from him, threw it round nis Neck j Fare- 
wel, my dear Huftand, faid Ihe,. I beg you will rc-

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move from hcnce^your Sorrow foftens me too much 
—remember that my laft fireath conjm'es yoa to live, 
for the fake of him who I prize far above myfelf.-*— 
She then made a Sign that we Ihould all retire, being 
defirotts ofpafling her few remaining Moments with 
her Cook&r, vmo was all this while waiting in tlie 

Koom.- Dorantei was carry'd away in a Swoon — 

Thilititus followed him^ endeavouring to mitigate the 
Tratifpoits of his Grief.— As for me, I know not by 
what Mieans I was conveyed to my own Apartment, 
where fome time after I found myfelf on my Bed, near 
which Pbilintus fate in great AfHi^ion ; and it was not 
without Difficulty he forced himfelf to tell me, that 
Arfefm Was juft .expired, and that her whole Body was 
• coverM with the Venom of her Difeafe, which no Re- 
medies had die Power to throw out. I immediately 
thought of my Brother ; but he afTurM me that he was 
furrbunded by Friends and Servants, who were ufingall 
the Means they could invent for his Confolation. I 
went to him, and found him in a Condition the mod 
deplorable that Grief has Power to reduce one to — ^ 
and it was near a Month before we could obferve the 
leaft Abatement of it — and if then, he feem^d to have 
thrown off fome Part of the Violence of that Anguifli 
with which at firft he was fo fiercely agitated ; it was 
only that he might enable himfelf to execute the Com- 
mands of that lovely Perfon whofe Lofs had occafion*d 
It. By her lafl Words, he was made Guardian of her 
Son, and PofTeiror of his Eftate till he ihould come of 
Age : He therefore fent dowii to the Country where 
the EfFe£ts lay, to make her Death ^nd hcrWill known, 
And to aiTure her Servants that he would take the fame 
tSare of them as if /he were ftill living. 

PHILJNTUS would vtxy fain have had my Brother 
concluded our Marriage ; but he was yet too full of . 
Affliction to endure the Thoughts of a Solemnity which 
would more remind him of his own lrrepand)le Lois. 
ThsiX faithful Lover, however, was fcarce ever from 
mc ; sind in this time of a more intimate Converfation 
withiMm than I had permitted before, I had Thoughts 
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of making him my Hulband ; I difcoverM a thoQtkni 
Virtues, a thoufand Beauties, which till then ha4 
pafs*d unheeded by me : Our mutual Tendernefs at 
length arrived to that Degree of Perfe^on which mak<$ 
Love immortal. 

It was near three Months after the Death of Arfefne^ 
that Dorantes^ beginning to think there was fomething 
due to a liying JFriend and Stfier, having paid an an« 
common Tri^te of Sorrow to the Dead, gratify'd the 
impatient SoUicttations of Fhilintui with a Pi-omife^ 
that our Marriage fhould be celebrated in a few Days. 
But Deftiny feem^d to oppofe his kind Intentions, and 
our Happinefs : He had fcarce time to thank him for 
the Grant, before he receiv'd an Order from fuperior 
Powera to embark immediately, the Fleet being ready 
to fail oa a fecretJSxpedttion. Here was no Room for 

Hope, noPoffibility of gaining Time«*r—j^^S^<'fl^* 
Deijpair, and my ungovernable Gnef-~-*-tke Daagert 
lie was going to be expofed to, made his Departure 
moreailiQing; and never were Fariewels accompany 'd 
with greater Symptoms of Inconfolement on both Sides* 
■ ■ ■ " Omens, alas \ too fure we ne*^ ;ihouid meet 
again. He had employed the little ^m^ aUow*d him 
in aligning his whole Eftate to me (his little Nephew 
Qrfames having a great one of his o^^} which, tho* 
it was a .vaft ii^idon to my Fortune, was likewife fo 
to my Grief, becaufe it proved the Greatnefs of my 
Lofs.in him who had beilowM it— The Town grew 
hateful to me in his Abfence, and I deiired le;ave of 
my Brother to retirOi uid pa& fom&time in Arfe/ne^i 
Houfe : -He willin gly yielded to it, and recommended 
the young Mailer of it to my Care.— —When I 
came near that fine Seat, methought it feem'd Aript of 
all thole Charms which had taken my Eyes when firft 
I went; Arfifiie.hf^^ no more, the vc^y Trees and 
finePartecrel^fore t^c<3atef(^mM to bewail her Lofs, 
tt&dlookVUtt^ofled.andfotlom. But at my Entrance 
overyithiag^bdca^u^ drendfal, by th^ Trpvi^e and Con- 
Infioa I Rmnft theJFamily involved in ; whick was oc- 
cafionfd^.aslthrjr prefently.tflld me^ by the Flight 
Ba of 
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«f Or/amisU Governefs, who had di&ppeared two 
Days. 

The Hope of her Rctorn, and Fear of my Brother'! 
Anger, had hinderM *em from acquainting him with 
fo affliaing a Piece of News, contenting themfelves 
with making a diligent Search for her over ail the 
Country. This Accident renewM all my Griefs j but 
thinking it proper my Brother (hould be acquainted 
with it, I difpatch'd a Me^en^er immedmely, to whom 
this was as if A-fefne had died a iecond time: He made 
ufe of all his Intereft at Court, and the Power his Foil 
there gave him, and got fifrvere Orders, which were 
fpread through all the Provinces, againft any Perfons 
who (hould conceal Or/anus or Argina (thjtt was the 
Name of his Govemefs) and at the fame tnae pro- 
mifmg a great Reward to thoTe who :fliould bring any 
Information of them ; but all Enquiries were in vain, 
they were gone pail Reach, nor could we hear of any 
whb had feen them. 

About fix Months after this Misfortune, myfiro* 
ther marry*d a younr Lady of Quality, called PbiU- 
mena^ at iirft inducM to it more by Ambition than 
Love; but the great Merits he found in her, fbon 
gained her his tendered Efteem, and the Complaifance 
flie (hew'd in talking di Arfefiu with the higheft Re- 
gard, and continually wifhing her Son might be found, 
that (he might be a Mother to him, won himfo entire* 
ly, that in a little time he had no Thought for any 
thing but her. She grew big with Child, and (he often 
faid ihe wifh'd it might be a Daughter; vidio, if Of^Mr/ 
was ever found, (hould be his Wife.. ■» ■ She wat 
ready to fall in labour, when, to make me the moft 
unhappy Woman breathing. News was brought of Pifer* 
lintus*s Death, who was one of the firft Commanders 
killed in the Expedition he went upon. I feU extreme- 
ly ill ; (he never quitted me Night nor Day, notwith* 
(landing her Condition ; and it was to her cSune, Ttn* 
demiefs, and the Charms of her Wit, that I was in- 
debted for my Recovery. Dorautu took all the ne* 
ceilary Frecatttioa» to make fure to i|ie the Bftate left 
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me by PBilintus. The agreeable Pbilemena was foon 
after brought to bed of a Daughter, whofc Merits you 
are not unacquamted with, fince it is no other than 
Julia ; and tho* I am her Aunt, think it not a vain- 
glorious Boaft to fay, few are more amiable, or have a 
Wit more jttftly deferving Admiration— Her Birth, 
in fome meafure, mitigated the Grief I had been 
plungM in fince the Death oi Pbiiintus, Three 

Years thus pa&'d away, at the End of which. Death 
deprivM us sdfo of my Brother ; his laft Requeft to ub 
was, that we would not dt£i& from pnrfuing, with the 
ntmoft Vigour, the Difcovery of Orfamis^t Fate ; he 
made me, in particular, promife to fpare nothing which 
might be conducive to titat, and, if found, to endea- 
vour to unite him with Juiia. 

This Lofs did not at all leflen the Friendfhip be- 
tween Phiiimena and me, and the little Julia was the 
equal Care of both till nine Years old ; at that Age 
Pbilemena thought proper to deprive herfelf of the 
Pleafure of her Company, by putting her into a Nun- 
nery to perfed her ift-hor^ducation.— — She con- 
tinued there three Years, in which time fhe improved 
{o confiderably in Beauty and Underflanding, that her 

Mother refolved to take her home again. Several 

advantageous Matches for her were o^er'd tis ; but al- 
ways flattering ourfelves that we (hould find Or/ames 
again, we would not hearken to any Fropofals : Julia 
herfelf expreis*d fo great a Repugnance to being mar- 
ry^d fo young, that it made us the more refolute in our 
Refufals. ■ Our Enquiries after Or/ames were fUU 

carried on, without being able to learn any thing of 
him or his Governefs, who we made no doubt was the 
ible Author of his Lofs, tho^ for what Reafon we could 
not poffifaly guefs.*-— -We had taken up fome of her 
Rebaions,w£o,.n6twithftanding long Imprifonment and 
various Examinations, could give us no Light into any 
thing, we thought ourfelves obliged to releafe. 

In the mean time a Sifter of Orfame^h Father, with 
whom I was not in the leaft acquainted, Arfefne her- 
felf having no Correfpondence with her, commenced 
B 3 a LaW' 
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a Law-fuit with me for the Effe&i of Orfamt and k& 
Mother^ the Diredion of which was left me by ray 
Brother hi his Will. — ^This Lady, whofe Name was 
Armiray pretended that the Death of Orfames was fof- 
£ciently proy'd by the Length of Tinne he had been 
lof(, and that his Eftate oaght to come to an only Son 
of hers.-^The Suit was long and vigorous; I produced 
Arfefnit Will^ whereby ihe made my firodier Guar* 
dian to Orfama ; and tiiat of Doranta, whereby ht 
depofited his Wealth imamy Haads^ exprefly fc^id* 
ding me to part with it till there were certain Proofs ot 
his Death : fiat as I cotdd give none of his b^iiig liv» 
ing, nor ^jmra of ht» being dead, the Juc^et'Oider'd 
that the Sftate ihonld continue ten Years longer in iny 
Hands; and if in that time C>fy2iipiri>/ did not appear, I 
ihoold deliver it up to Arimont the Son of Anmray and 
nndoubtcd Heir of Qrfomes'% Father, if that young 
Gentleman were really not in being. 

This Decree no wayspleas*d her; and her Ragtf was 
fo violent, that flip fcU mortally ill. Her Son who il 
the other of the Goitlemen who accofnpanyM me hi* 
ther, and is now with JuHa^ employed all his Care in 
endeavouring tp recover her, but to DoPurpofe. Prefs*d 
by a RemoHe of Confcience, one Day, as flie belkv*d 
herfelf in the Pangs of Death, ihe confefs^d to him flic 
had been guilty of a Crime, which could only be ex- 
eus'd by'her too great AffeAion for him ; and then pro- 
ceeded to furprize him, with telling, that it was ihe 
who had ftolen away Orfcmes, favoured in that Defign 
by his Govemefs, to whom fixe had given a confider- 
able Sum of Money to trade with in the lu^es, where 
-Ae had fent her, and had never heard from her iince. 

This Difcourfe made the genexous and truly noble 
So^l oi Artmwt fiiudder wkh Horror; but feeing her 
in a Condition which would not permit him to reproach 
her, he contented himfelf with telling her, he would 
never confent to enrich himfelf with the Wealth of an- 
other I and that if OrfatMes was not found, what he 
fhould enjoy of his own wonid aflTord him but little Sa • 
tisfad^ion. To thefe Words he joined an Intrcaty, that 
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flxe would declare what (he had done b^ore me^ as Pare

■ J ' ■ It was with much ado fhe was perfwaded to this ; 
bat the Interceflions of her beloved Son, join'd to wlut 
(he felt in a late Repentance of her Crime, at lall 
work*d the deiir'd Ettefib, and Jrimont immediately 
di{pacch*da Meilenger to me with a Letter ; the Words 
were thefe:

BE pleas' dt^comi t9 Armira, njuha is ^^ijtg^ ; m Time 
is to he hfi: Tou ought to be informed from her 
Mouth of a Secret^ on mthich defends your Ea/e^ and 
the Honour of him *whofe bighefi Ambition, is to merit

I RXCBXV^D this Letter, dear Urania, continued 
^Ufir^ the Day before your Arrival at my Houfe, 
which was the Reafon I could not enjoy the Satisfac- 
tion of receiving you* I found ^r/Moir/'s Mother well 
enough in htx Senfes to ii^orm me thoroughly of all the 
Particulars of the Crime iUe had committied to fettle 
Jrimont in the PoiTeiiions of her Couiin. I caus'd her 
Confei&on to be taken in Form by a Lawyer; and her 
Heart being eas*d of fo heavy a Burden, ihe died with 
more* Tranquility than fbe had liv'd. 

The Proceedings o£ Jrimont, in this Affair, appear 'd 
to me fo perfedly generous and diiinterefled, that I 
took an AfFedion to him as tho' he had been a near 
Relation.

This is not the leaft Effeft of the good 
Influence of my Stars, reply'd Or/ames, and they feem 
by degrees to lead me to a State of perfeft Happinefs* 
As for me, faid Urania^ I have too much Concern 
for tvtry thing that touches Be Ufa and JuHa, not 
to have fome for your Fate, if your own Appearance 
did not intereft me yet farther ; and I own I am very 
much griev'd at the Interruption of a Difcourfe in 
which I forefee you muft of neceifity be often men- 
tioned. 'Tis true, cry'd Camilla^ and it even makes 
me melancholy, who am by Nature the reverfe. In- 
deed, added Orofhanes^ we ought not to permit Be- 
Ufa to defer the reft of that agreeable Account fhe 
has to give us, till to-morrow j and I think we give 
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a foflicient Proof of Self-denial, if weconfent to fup 
in our Impatience, without pa^ng the whole Night 
in a State of Inquietude. I am of your Opinion^ 
£iid Florinda, and Beli/a has put my Mind into fo 
great an Agintion, that I think her obliged to compofe 
it. Ai 1 always take great Pleaiure, anlwered BJi/a^ 
in contributing to yours, foyou ihall govern. 
- As they walk'd during this Converfation, by the 
dtoe it was ended they were in the Hall, were they 
found Juiia and Arimont juft going to fend them word 
^iiat Sapper was ferv'd in. They fat down to Table, 
and tho' the Entertainment was large enough to have 
detainM them fome time longer, yet the Impatience of 
hearing the Adventures of a Gentleman who appeared 
fo amiable made them quit it in hafte. Julia being 
but lateiy recovered of a Hurt fhe had received, and 
not having perfediiy regained her Strength, defir'd ihe 
might retire.

As the Way he took led dire^ly toward her, he could 

not avoid feeing her ; and finding her what ihe really 

is, heflopt, alightedofFhisHorfe, and was advancing 

-near her, when her Women came up, and begg*d him 

not to wake their Miilrefs. The Cavalier told >m that 

was not his Intention, but that he was only defirous of 

contemplating near, what at a Difiance he had been 

admiring. As he himfelf was of a Form to infpire Ad - 

miration, and pi-onouncin^ thefe Words with a mott 

becoming Gracefulnefs, my Wjomen fmiled, and had 

not the Power of hindring him ib innocent a Felicity t% 

that which he re^uir'd; But Ending in himfelf (as he 

has iince cokl^f^i^'d) Emotions which might tranfpdrt 

him beyond the Bounds of Reafon, he iighing, fnatch*d 

himfelf from the Place, and after having afked who 

ihewas^ falutedthem, and thank'd them » he mounted 

\ hisHorfeandretlr'-d, tho'ilowly. My Women in the 

^ mean time wak'd Julia^ and begg'd her to return to 

the Caftle, left this Adventure, which had hitherto di- 

verted them> might be attended with far different Con- 

fequences : They told her what had pafs'd, and ^w^d 

her the Cavalier, who every Step turned back to obferve 

her.

• was on a fudden rouz'd from the delightful Dream ; fhe 
felt herfelf ftabbM in th« Shoulder by lome body behind 
her, who at the fame time fnatch'd away the Pidure 
with the other Hand. — She gave a great Shriek, which 
was occho'd by all the Women at once; who notwith- 
llanding the Fright they were in, obferv'd that the Blow 
had been given by a l^egro Woman, who fled with an 
incredible Swiftnefs. But as Julia bled prodigioufly, 
and was fainting away, fome of 'em endeavoured to 
bring her to herfelf, while others ran to the Caftle fof 
Help. All this was accompanied with fuch piercing

The Cavalier leap'd 
trembling from his Horfe without letting go his>Frey, 
and approaching us. Madam I faid he to Ju/ia, this is 
the barbarous Wretch that has committed this etecrable 
Aftion ; ihe belongs to me, and I give her up to you 
to fufFer the mc^ cruel Punifliments; but fiire I am, 
there are none yet invented fcvcrc enough fbrther Foul - 
nefs of her Crime. 

Thk Creature, as he was fpeaking, endeavoured to 
make her Efcape; but was furrounded by our Peoplie, 
who tied her on the Unknov^^g Horfe, he being on 
his Knees Imploring Ju/ia not to impute the horrid 
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Defign of his Slave to his Commands or Affent. She 
lookM on him, as we were afterward informed, with 
all the Attention imaginable, but anfwer'd not a Word : 
As for Philemena and myielf, we were in fuch Afflic- 
tion, that we fcarce had the Power of obferving him ; 
but at length, his Griefs, and the fubmiflive Manner 
in which he (poke, obliging me to take notice of him. 
I was ftruck at the prodigious Refemblance I found 
between him and Arfefne : His Youth, his Beauty, 
and the Gracefulnefs of his Addrefs, even in that Hour 

of Horror, touch'd me to the Soul. All the 

Charms of Jr/t/ne^ and the Love fhe had for our Fa- 
mily, came f?elh into my Mind ; and raethought it 
feem'd a kind of Sacrilege to tJie Memory of that dear 
Friend, not to pay Refped to what appeared to have 

fo very much of her. By what Misfortune is it. 

Sir, faid I, that fuch a Man as you fhould have been 
brought to harbour fuch a Wretch aboQt you } You 
fee. Madam ! anfwered he, before you the moft un- 
fortunate Man in the World : But this Place and Exi- 
gence will not allow me to fpeak what I would very 
fain inform you j permit me to attend you home, and 
at prefent let us think of nothing but fuccouring this 
adorable Diflref^M. 

Iti fpeaking this, he took Julia by one Arm, and 
Philemena being next her, tho' . almoft morionlefs thro' 

• Grief and Aftonilhmerit, did the fame by the other. 
In this melancholy Condition, we got to the Caftle, 

• where we immediately put her to Bed ; and the Sur- 
geons being fent for, comforted, us with the Hopes that 
her Wound was no otherwife dangerous, than thro' the 
great Quantity of Blood fhe had loft: They drefs'd it, 
and order'd flie 'flionid be left to reft. We put the 
^T^jTtf Woman into a fecure Apartment, and caused 
her to be ftriftly watch'd, not being willing to deliver 
her into the Hands of Juftice, till we had heard what 
the Unknown had to inform us of. Things being 
thus order'd, Philemena and I led him into another 
Room ; where we bcgg'd him to difcover to us what 
he cottldimaginc the Motive to be, which had occa- 
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fion'd this Misfortune : Wiiich he did in thcTe Words, 
ucterM in fuch a Manner, as muft have melted a Heart 
the moft infenfible. 

I WISH, Madam, (aid he, addreifing himfelf to Pifri- 
/< menay that there were a Podibility for you to look 
into my Soul ; you would find i( pierc'd with a Grief 
io poinant, as would even. mollify yours, injured as it 
is, in the moil fenfible Manner : And I believe you 
will make no doubt of it, when you ihall be inform*d 
of my Fate. I have been brought up from my ten- 
dered Infancy in Mexico^ my Mother's Name was Ro^ 
fimunda^ and mine Me/ares. Rofimunda never told 
me by what Accident (he came to fettle at fuch a Dif- 
tance from this Place, which ihe often faid was her na- 
tive Country ; but however that was, Ihc was fo very 
rich, that (he kept X Houfe which feem*d to be a fe- 
cond Court, and yielded to none in Magnificence, ex- 
cept the Viceroy's. She made her Vifits regularly to 
the Vice-Queen, who having a great Reeard for her, 
prevaird on her Hufband to take me under his Care ; 
which he did with an unparalleled Generofity, giving 
me an Education befitting the Heir of an Empire. I 
made it my whole Endeavour to return the Goodnefs 
they IhewM me : My Heart and Sentiments were fo 
well agieed with the Advancement I met with in tKe 
Palace, that I loft great part of that Tendernefs a Son 
ought to have for lus Mother ; and tho* mine exprefs'd 
a great Concern for my Intereft, yet it was obferv'd 
that there was a Tindlure of Coolnefr in our Affedions^ 
which feem*d to belye Nature. 

I WAS fcarce arrived at the Age of Nineteen, when

with her, and very much in her Confidence^ this Cri- 
minal Negro f whofe Name is Fatyma. Nothing could 
be well done in the Houie, if Tatyma had not the or- 
dering of it ; in fine, the Treatment (he found with 
her, was more like that one ihould expefl from a Sifter 
than a Miftrefs. As for me, who feldom ftir^d from 
the Viceroy's Palace, and whom a Pride which I knew 
no Reafon for, put above certain Attentions, I never 
troubled myfelf abont the Oiufes of fo extraordinaiy a 
Friendlhipi but yet I took notice that whenever I 
went to viiit fjofimmnday this Fatyma ufed me with a 
Tendemefs which exceeded Rcfpedt: This, for the 
prefent diverted me, and I returned it with as much 
Gallantry, as fuch an Objedl deferv'd. 

Two Yean pafsM on in this Manner, when my 
Mother, who had long laboured under many Diflempers, 
died, recommending Fatyma to my Care, afluring me 
(he vtiy well merited all the Kindnefs I c;ould (hew her; 
and tho* ihe was a Slave, had fprung from a Family the 
mod illuitrious in her Country; and befide all this, it 
^yna in her Power to be neceflary to .me in Affairs which 
yet I did not dream of. I had no Difficulty to obey 
this Injundion; Faiyma exprefs*d on all Accounts io 
great a Zeal for my Xntere^, that, whether I would 
or no, it atuch'd me to her. Some time after R^fi^ 
MwM% Death, a very advantageous Match was pro- 
posed to me I but Ambition being then my darling 
Paffion, and looking on fuch an Engagement as an Ob- 
fhicle to my Fortune in the- Army, I refus'd it; But 
one Day happening to talk to Fatyma about it, ^las ! 
Sir, iheddix^Tearswhileihefpoke^yourFateisfiotfuf- 
^ciently decided for you to take upon you the Cares of 

a HuflKind and a Father but if there be a Woman 

capable oflneritiag fuch an Honour, it is only Fatyma. 
G uefsy Ladies, continued he, the Afloni(hmex*t 
1 was in at thefe Words ; I plainly had feen that it was 
Lw$ had occafion'd the Regard fhe had (hewn for me; 
but I' never could have believ'd it would have carried 
Ji«r to fttch Lei^thi^ as to prop^e Marriage to a«. I 
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was not able immediately to make any Reply to what 
(he faid ; but I doubt not but my Looks ilifficiently ac- 
quainted her with my Difdain of fo impudent an £x» 
peftation— — -for, affuming an Air of Arrogance, 
which before I had never feen her wc^ ;. You feem a- 
maz'd, rcfum*d (he, but it is infinitely in my Power to 
make you fo much more ; forafmuch as you imagine 
yourfelf affronted by the Offer I have made you, know, 
that fhe who wifhes to be Miftrefs of your Heart, is al- 
ready fo of your Defiiny. 

Th rs lail part of her Difcourfe making me think her 
Brain a little touched, I began to pity her, and anfwer- 
ing more ferioufly than elfe I would have done ; I am 
fenfible of your Zeal to ferve me, faid I, and have all 
the Gratitude imaginable for it — but, Fatyma, I would 
have you think within yourfelf how improbable it is 
we Ihould be made for one another; and that the Paf- 
fion you fay you have for me, gives you no Right to be 
the Difpofer of my Deftiny. But yet I am fo, inter- 
rupted (he fiercely, your Fate lies hid in Clouds as 
Parkas Night, ormyown Vifage, revealed only to me, 
never to be expos'd to other Eyes, unlefs you yield to 

make me Sharer of it. Think not that I am mad, 

or that my Paiiion makes me utter Things impoffible to 

be efefted for, to prove the Truth of what I have 

further to relate, thus mu^h' I will- inform you, > that 
Rofimunda was not your Mother — feut for the reft.— 
If this be real, cried I, Urangely alarmed, and there be 
more of Wonders in thy Meaning, as nK>re there muft 
be— -there are Ways to force thee to relate it, if Per- 

fuafions fail. Drive me not therefore to Extremes^ 

continued I, a little more calmly, but let that Tender- 
nefs which you pretend to have for me, prevail to eaie 
the Doubts thy ftrange Difcourfe has rais'd. By Hea- 
ven, I never will, replied (he refolutely, ydur Threats 
more move my Scorn than Terror; that Heart which 
has, like mine, endur'd the Pangs of hopelefs Love, can 
fear no other Racks — already torn by thy Difdain and 
Cruelty, I look with Contempt on all the ieffer Tor- 
ments which Wheels and Whips- have Power to inflia. 

• —No, 
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No, Sir, added fhc, after a little Paufc, your 
Love's alone the Price can buy this Secret ; all other 
Bribes are as much unworthy my Acceptance, as the 
'- Fierce you talk of is beneath my Confideration. She 
quitted the Room in fpeaking thefc Words, which 
were uttered in an Accent fo haughty and afTur'd, as 
made me not doubt but fhe had a Refolution equal to 
what fhe pretended. *Tis impoflible to tell you how I 
was embarafs'd at this Accident. I found fome Shadow 
of Truth in what fhe told me, becaufe of the little 
Tendernefs I ever had for Rojlmunda, But the Con^ 
ditions fatyma would impofe oh me, feem*d more 
grievous than the Obfcurity Ihe caft on my Birth : Ne- 
verthelefs the Charadler of thofe People, the Violence 
of their Tempers rendering them capable of everything 
that's defperate, made me refolve to proceed with her 
only by feir Means. To that end therefore, after a 
little Confideration, I followed her into t\it Garden, 
.where I perceiv'd, from the Window, ihe was gone } 
and (libmitting my Temper as much as poffible, faid 
all the obliging things I could invent, telling her, that 
as I had been informed by Rofimunda that flie was of a 
Kank fupcrior to what moft People believed her, how

vaiPd on her to (often tbe matter fo far, as, inftead of 
obliging myfelf to marry her, I ihould engage myfelf I 

to marry no other Woman, without (ho herfelf gave ! 

confent, and that (he fhould always live with me, in what 
State foever I ihould happen to be call. 

It was certainly the Effe£l of a very great Paffion, 
which made her fatisfied, fince (he could not perfuade 
me to make her my Wife, that I (hould not give to any 
other, a 7'itle which (he imagin*d fo great a Bleding : i 

and J, for my part, was well enough contended to ' 

enter into Obligations never to marry without her Ap- i 

probation, wUch I well faw (he never would give to 
any one ; becaufe at that time I thought I knew enough 
of my own Heart, not to be much ^^ed if I never 
enterM into that Condition. Asfoonas'X had given her 
the necefTary AfTurances proper to fecure the Perform- 
ancc of the Covenant, as an E^Ti\€i\,/tiUj^c of what 
* I can 
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I can infefin yoa« know, that the Name of Me/ares 
includes that of O^m/Zy which is your true one; that 
Jtcfimvnda was in reality Jrginai and that your Mo* 
ther, who died when you were but two Years old, was 
called ^r///^r.—- Scarce had the Stranger pronounced 
thefe Words when Pbihmena and I nve a Cry of Joy, 
which forprized him no lefi than the Difcourfe he lately 
related he IukI had with Fatyma had done s but, redrain* 
mg our felres as weU as we were able. Go on, Str^/aid 
PbHemena^ you are with People very much difpos'4 
coferveyou: She that you juft now named, has been fo 
dear to us; that I doubt not but you will become infi* 
nitely {q \ao^ If fo. Madam, anfwered he, I (hall have 
BO further reafon to complain. Fatyma told me aUb, 
continu*d he, that fhe had certain Proofs which might 
sot s^pear coofiderable to me, but would be greatly (o 
CO thoie to whom I belong'd; But to clear op this mat- 
ter thoroughly, we muft quit Mexico^ and come hither % 
and to convince you perfcfUy, added ihe, here is the 
Cap and Drefi in which you was flole away; at the fame 
time taking out of a little. Trunk, of which fhe wal 
always particularly careful, a Dreis and dp fuch as 
Children generally wear : You may judge, iaid ihe, that 
they who have loft you, will tiSly know this again; 
Supported by all thefe Proofs, what Arglna difcover^d 
to me cannot be foTpe^ed, iince I am df too diftant a 
Country to have Jearn'd your Fate from any other Per- 
fons than thofe concerned in it. Your Name, your Mo« 
ther\ and feme particular Inilances of the Affairs of your 
Family, with which by the fame means I am acquainted, 
will be additional convincing Proofs. I bad fome&rther 
Talk with her, which (erv'd to affure me, that what (he 
faid was certain. After which, I waited on the Vice- 
Roy, who was not the fame who had educated and pre- 
fer*d me; but who had as great a Regard for me : for 
you know, Ladies, that the Kings of Spain beftow thofe 
great Dignities only for three Years ; my Patron had, 
as a particular Favour, enjoy'd it fix, and when he quit- 
ted it, had recommended me fo well to his Succeflbr^ 
that I always found in him a readiaefs to ferve me. I 

acquainted 
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acquainted him with part of what TSttynffl had told me, 
an4 the Defigti I had of coming hither 'wi^ her, to . 
prove the Truth of what (he made me hope. He ad- 
vis'd me to it; and gave me leave to make ufc of fome 
Ships juft then ready to fail for Europe, 
• I fettled my Affairs with all imaginable Expedition, 
and having placed trufty Perfons in my Houfe, and 
ftockM myfelf with a pretty large Parcel of Money and 
Jewels, embark 'd with Fatyma^ and her myfterious Ca- 
binet. The Wind favouring my Wiflies, . in dae time 
We arrived near Britany, where Fatyma told me 6ar 
Search was to begin ; afluring me I had an Junt named 
jfrmira, but that (he b«ng my Enemy it was wholly 
improper I fhould make myfelf known to her, till I 
had feen others of my Relations more inclined to ierve 
ine. I fubmiued to her Dire^ions, and, after great En- 
quiries, we were informed that ihe was dead, and that 
her only Son refided in the capital of this Province. Fa-^ 
tjma told me *twould be of the utmoft Confequence to 
go thither, becaufe there were Perfons who would, by 
the Proofs fhe had to give, be obliged to own me.

in this Caftle with her Mother and her Amit. I figh'd 
withGrief at being obliged to leave her; and remount* 
ing my Horfe, turn'd back full of Emotions, which 
before were Strangers to me ; but tho' I was convinced 
It was the Sight of that divine- Perfofl which had ocrji. 

fiOB'd 
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(ioa'd •€««, I could not refift the inexpre£ible Delight of 
looking on h«r ; tho' my Horfc went forward, my Eye$ 
Vfcre turn'd backward. — I faw her rife, before I was out 
of fight; but Ihe walking this way, I loft that Satisfac- 
tion ; and I hsid nothing to confole me, but the Hope 
that there was a Pofiibility I might fome time or other 

renew that Happinefs.-; 1 was riding (lowly on, when 

my Contemplations were diilurb'd by a fudden and moUt 
terrible Cry, it feem'd of Women ; which made mc 
return with all the Speed I could, believing I might be 
of fervice : But, O God ! with what Words can J make 
you fen£ble of the Aftoniftiment, the Horror, the Dif- 
t»£Uon which all at once invaded me, when I faw 
Fatyma flying along the Road wich my Picture in one 
Hand, and a bloody Dagger in the other, and at the 
fame time beheld the beaucifuJ Julia in the Condition 
you found her? But what is impofiible for me to ex- 
pre{s, 1 doubt not but your own Thoughts will eafily 
conceive. The prefumptupus Cpnfcflion I make to 
you of my Love to Julia^ which is as violent as it is 
fudden, muft needs make you judge the De^air of a 
Man, who fees the Perfon he adores aiTaiEnated by the 
Woman .who is^ppifefsM of the Secret of his Life, and 
convxnce.you that he can have but little Regret at dying, 
after fo unhappy an Accident. 

HsAVBV, faid Philemena^ feeing he had done (peak- 
ing, condufts its Favourites by fecret Ways to Happi- 
nefs J and you may expeA every thing" from that invin- 
cible Hand, that has, contrary to your Hopes, led you 
to the only Place where you can be inforia'd of your 
Fate. Yes, doubtlefs, added I, and I make no quef- 
tionbttt that you are that Orji^ms^ whofe Lofs has 
cod us fo many Tears. If we feek furthpr. ProofI, *tis 
rather to a0are you of what you are, than from' any 
Diftruft of ours. Fatyma is too neccirary a Perfon to 
lofe, and if JuUa is in no Danger^ we will endeavour 
by gent^e;Methods to inform ourfelves. In the mean 
Time, loot^ on this Houfe as your owii j if you are 
Qr/ajms, aft *tis fcarce prjabable yott ihould be any 

. • . othar. 
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Other, yoii*ll here £nd your Relations, Friends, and 
the Perfons who ought to be deareft to you. 

He feem^d very much aftonifhM at this DifcooHe 
from me; but his Surprize hinderM him not from an- 
fwering it in the mod obliging and refpedlful manner; 
alTuring us, that he fubmitted himfelf entirely to us. 
He put us in mind that we (hould fend to.his Lodging 
for the Cabinet; we defired he would fetch it himfelf 
nuking no fcruple of giving him that Mark of our Con- 
fidence; for it was already evident enoaghrto us, that 
he was really Orf antes. 

Hb immoiiately took Horfe, and during his Abfence 
we went into Julia's Chamber, whom we found in a 
violent Fever, which gave us great Uneafinefs ; I left 
FbiUmena with her, and went to Fatyma^ whom I 
found fo loft in Thought, that fhe iaw me not till I had 
been a coniiderable Time in the Room, and had feated 
myfelf in a Chair direAly oppofite to that fhe was in; 
but having at length perceived me, fhe arofe, and look- 
ing on me with a refolute Countenance ■ ■ ■ M adam, 
faid fhe, I am prepared to mcet»the Worfl you can in- 
flift J if you are come to give me Notice of my Death-, 
be akur*d I dread it not. If you have no Regard for 
your own Life, anfwered'I, tremble for that of your 
Lover— —M^rw's Head fliall pay the Forfeit of your 
Crime. Me/ares^ interrupted 'fhe, is innocent ; and 
fhould your Vengeance fall on him, JufHce woujd blufh 
to have her facred Name prophaned in fuch an A6i of 
Hbrror,— But thcire's no need, continued fhe, to lofc 
my Fears for him; 'tis eafy for me to arrefl the Blow, 
tho' the up-lifted Axe was ready to defcend with utmofl 
Fury on him. What mean you ? cry^d I, afiediing a 
Surprize, i mean, refumM fhe, to interefl you in his 
Fate, by means you are yet far jFrom imagining; but 
you muft permit me to fee him fbft, and fpeak to him 
without Withe^; and in return for that Favour, I 
fwear by all things holy, to ihfoxift you of a Scctec 
which verv much imports you to be acqilitxnted with. 
Yottfhal!haveyourDdire,^iaMI, but t>r6mife me that 
you imiX make no Att^pt on your own Life. She 

vow'd 
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vowM (he would not, and I left her to go and gh^e 
an Account to Philemena of our Converfation, who^ 
was prodigioufly pleased with the Trick I had frighted 
her with. 

As we were difcourfing on this wonderful £ffe£l of 
Providence, Orfames tttxinC^ with the Cabinet; but 
the Key being in Fatymas PoiTeliiony we would not 
break it open, for fear of irritating her, and preventing 
her from difcovering what we wilh*d to learn. We 
thought proper to defer till the next Day the bringing 
Orfamti to her Prefence, and in the mean time found 
fo many Charms in his Converfation, that we thought 
we could not fufficiently admire him. We fhew'd him 
the Pidure of Arfefne^ and he afTur'd us he felt more 
foft Emotions at the Sight of that, than ever he did 
at all the Tendernefs that Rofimunda had exprefs*d for 
him. 

Wfi paisM the reft of the Day in telling him the Par- 
ticulars of the Life and Death of that amiable Lady ; 
but without letting him into any of them, which we 
imagined were known to Fatyma. He appeared very 
much touched at the Account we gave him, and Xnt 
Power of Blood feem'd to manifeft xtfelf in him every 
time we pronounced the Name d Ar/e/nt. 

After fuch like Difcourfes, we ^ain went to fee 
Juiioy whom we found ibmewhat better, but very 
weak and fiunt. Orfames beggM leave to watch with 
her Women, never thinking her living but when he 
fawher. We would not fufer that, but to fatisfy him 
gave him a Room fo near her's, that he could every 
Moment hear News from lier. The Night being 
pretty much advanced, we forced him to retire : It was 
very late when Phiiemema and i went to Bed, but we 
had the Sati8fa£tion of leaving Jtdia entirely ^ee from 
her Fever, which gave us ibme Hours of undifturb^d 
Repofe, 

The next Day^ as foon af Orfamef thought it a 
<properTime, he begg*d leave to ^ fee us, and being 
enter'd into PMemena's Aparfinent, Madam^ iaid he 
no her, I come lo-entreitt'}/^ur Permiifion for my Inter-

view with Fatym a * I cannot bear living in this 

Uncertainty ; the Favours you (hew me are too precious 

. to be thrown away 1 dread my not being thaj 

Orfatnes you fo much wiih to find, and of Confequence 
not deferving of them. I affurc you. Sir, reply *d 
Philanetta^ with an obliging Smile, ihould yoa not be 
the Perfon we believe you are, we fhall not however, 
ceafe from having a very great Edeern for you; and It 
would be more our. Lofs than your*s to find fuch une- 
quafd PerfedUons are not the Portion of him to whom 
we have determined to give Julia, ■ - He figh'd at 
thofe Words, which gave her Occafion to proceed. I 
have hitherto, added fhe, heard nothing but whatferves 
Jto perfuade us you are really that Or/atmi we wiih t» 
prove you: And here is Eelifa^ who is more con- 
vincM of it than I am. Therefore, dear Sifter, pur- 
fued fhe, fatisfy his Impatience, carry him to F.ityma^ 
and bring Matters to a Conclufion, for our Common 
Good. 

I took too much Intereft in fuch a Decifion not to 
comply i fo taking him by the Hand, J led him to the 
Chamber were Fatyma was fecur'd. She was in Bed 
when we came, and the Woman I had left with l^er 
told us, ihe had not clos'd her Eyes the whole Night, • 
but had fpent it in continual Aginations. They told 
her.iW^r^j was come, ihe begg'd us to to draw near — 
I ak .pardon, Madam, faid me to me, for receiving 
you in this manner; but the Refolution I have taken, 
and which after I have fpoken to, Mtfares you ihall be 
informed of, will, I hope, plead my Excufe. lanfwer'd 
h«r with as much Gentlei^efs as fuch a Difcourfe required; 
and having told her (he was free to entertain him, I 
left them, ordering my Women to keep at a Diftance^ 
I was no fooner gone, but caufmg him to fit down on 
.the. Bed-fide ; Wdl, Sir, faid fhe, was it not enough for 
the unhappy Fatyma, that (he cou'd hot infpire yoyi 
mtk Lov^, but ihe mull alfo incor yo^T Hatred ? *Tis 
my Affe£Upn for yoa that hds made me-g^Uty, an^ 
the Motive, methinks, might induce you tq pardon the 
EfTedt. Love is not now the Qaeftiqn, smfwer^d he^ 

fomewhat 
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ilbmewhat fuUenly, you hav« committed a mofi deleft- 
able Adion ; yon have brought Affliction, and perhaps 
Death, into a worthy and innocent Family : But, Fa- 
tynuif a Pstfdon for all tfaefe Misfortunes is in your ^ 
Hands, in difcovering inunediately what you know of 
xxay Birth. I fee plamly, faid fhe,> the Action which 
^iny jealous Paffion for you has influenced me to com- 
mit, will be a Pretence for you, out of your growing 
Love to Juliay to break thro* the folemn Promife yoa 
made me, never to marry without my Approbation.'— ^ 
'Tis in my Power, added fhe, even tho* to purchafe 
my Pardon I reveal ail that I know of you, to keep 
you ftill unhappy, by never giving that Confent, with- 
out which I know your Honour will not permit you 

to eradfy your Paffipn. ^But-you ihall find that I 

deipiie all that muft happen ^om Compulsion ; you 
were born to compleat my Misfortunes, I to deliver you 
from jwivrj; Therefore remember, that if my Paflion 
has been the Caufe of fome little Uneafinefs to you, it 
x& now going to eftablifti your Happinefs for ever. But 
now, continued Ihe, let Philemena and Belifa come in « 
for I will further explain myielf i>nly before them, and 
let the Cabinet which I have been entruiled with be 
brought. 

OJiSAMES called immediately to fome of my Wo- 
men to fetch us ; the Vivacity with which he did it 
made the unhappy Fatyma fi^h ; but the Refolution 
fhe had taken prevented- her from giving any farther 
loofe to the inward Perturbations of her Soul. When 
we were come into the Room, and had ieated our- 
fetves, beginning thus — 'Tis to you. Madam, faid fhe» 
addreffing herfelf to me, that I owe Un Account of this 
Gendeman*s Fortune, therefore fiiall dedare to you that 
he is Son to Ar/e/ne^ and his Name Qr/afHiri his Go- 
v^nefs jfrgina, who pafs*d for his Mother under the 
Name of Rafimunda^ was never wanting in her Affec- 
tion to him, in any Particular, except in taking him 
fron^ his Family ■ and happening to be agreeable 
to KXtt of the richeft Merchants in Mexico, he married 
her, died in a ihort time after^ and left Jier inPoiTeilion 
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of all his Wealth, which fhc never fpared laying out for 
the Service pf young Orfames ; for when this happened 
ie was but a Child, ^y a moft unhappy Turn of For- 
tune I was brought to Mexico^ and prefented to Rofi- 
munda in no Other Quality than a Slave ; but £nding, 
as fhe was pleafed to tell rae, fomething that appeared 
far different from the Station I wa3 in, fhe made of me 
a Friend inflead of a Servant ; I had bi great a Share 
of her Confidence, that fhe informed me^ while her Eyes 
dream'd with repentant Tears, of every thing that Ar- 
piira^ Sifler-in-law to Arfefne^ had done to prevail on 
her to carry him away, that his E^ate might come to 
her own Son, whofe Name, I think, is Arimont, 
She told me alfo, that your Brother Dorantes was 
Guardian to Orfames^ and that you was to have been 
«iarried to PhiUnttts, Brother to Arfefne ; and not long 
before her Death put into my Hands this Cabinet, in 
which were the Clothes and Cap Orfamts had on when 
he was taken from his Mother's Houfe. The fecret 
PafTion I had for Orfames made me remember every 
Particular of what (he told me; I conflrain'd myfel^ 
however, to conceal what I felt from her, or him who 
had occalxon'd it, while (be lived ; but ^fter her Death, 
knowing myfelf the only furviving Mifbefs of lys Fat^, 
I mufl confefs I entertained the moil prefumptuous 
Hopes, and accordingly fpoke to him. 

You may fpareyourfelf the Pains of relating all that 
pafs'd between us in Mexico, cry'd Orfames^ it being • 
nothing material to the Bufinefs which is required of 
you, and come to that Part of it which more nearly 
will concern the Company. 

I DOUBT not, refum^d Fatynuty but my Pafllon is b 
very odious CO you, that you cannot well endure the 
Repetition of it i but. Sir! you fhall foon, very foon, 
be eas'd of it, and the Owner alfo. * A great Sigh fue- 
ceeded thefe Words ; but fummoning all her Courage, 
I will only then, continued fhe, add, ths^t Orfames re- 
ceived my Declaration of Love with that Contempt 
which his Diflike of me made him think it deferv'd; 
but the Ciurig&ty of knowing his Birth, at length, pre- 
I ^ vaird 
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TailM on him to bind himielf never to maxty widioUt 
my Leave and Approbation ; which, ftnce I could obr 
tain no more, gave- me fome Satisfaction to think *twas 
in my Power to prevent any of my Sex, who (hould 
happen to be more agreeable in his Eyes, from enjoy- 
ing a Happineis which was denyM to me. He fubmit- 
ting himfelf to my Condad, we embark'd with the firil 
Ship, and in doe time landed here in Britany, As Ar^ 
gina had informed me that Arnura was of that Pro- 
vince, I iecretly enquired into her Affairs, and was told 
of the Law-fuit (he had with you, of her Death, and of 
the Confeflion fhe had made to you. I heard too, that 
Dcrantes had been married, and liad a Daughter by 
his Lady, iince the Lo(s ot Or/ames ; that (he was or- 
dainM to be his Bride if ever he returned ; that you. 
Madam, by the lafl Will of that dear' Brother, was left 
Guardian of all the Eifeds which had been in the Pof- 
feffion of Ar/e/ney till News fhould be heard of her Son. 
All thefe Particulars, which Rofimunda could not pof- 
iibly know (as being at too great a Diilance, and fome 
of them happening after her Deceafe) I learnM from 
the People of the Country ; and judging you the Per- 
fon moft proper to be firft acquainted with OrfamtSy WiB 
direded our Journey hither, tho". without letting hit^ 
know to whom we were coming.— We ftopt within 
a Mile of yoorCaftle, being deSrous of informing my- 
felf if you were hercf, before I told him any thing of 
you. — I foon heard you were, and that your Niece 
alfo, the too beautiful y*/z>, was with you. I prefently 
knew it was the iamb ordain'd to be Orfamei^ Wife 
whenever he was found, and was alarmed with moft 
terrible Appreheniions ; but the Vow I had extorted 
from him, enabled me to fuftain 'em. — Indulging my 
melancholy Thoughts one Day in the adjoining Wood, 
I law you there with the fatal Julia ; I foon guefs'd 
who you were, and refolving to be certain, followed at 
a Diilance till I faw you enter the Cattle. I returned 
home full of Rage, Jealoufy, and Defpair \ the Charms pf 
Julia^ which I had been now an Eye-witnefs of, made 
mc rcfotvc never to truil Orfajnes with her Sight, not 
C z doubting 
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doubting but he would break thio* all Vows, idl ObK- 
gationsy rather than render hlmfelf miferabie, by re- 
•liiiing the Bleffing ordainM te him by her Father, I 
pretended to be oat of humoory that I could hear.no- 
thiQg of thoie Perfons Rofimunda had told me of-^that 
I bdieve ihe had deceived me with a fi^tious Tale, 
«nd diat I would have hrni think of returning to hUx^ 
ho ; for it would be but loft Time to tarry here. Bat 
his Stars, ftronger than my Reafons, provided him 
with Arguments for ftay ing. I could by no means pre- 
'vail with him to quit this Place, which he would c^ten 
fay was natural to him. He fpent mqll of his Days m 
Tiding up and down the Country, taking a vaft Plea- 
fure in viewing the many beautiful Seats which are 
'hereabouts. I never fuffer*d him to go alone, ftill fol- 
lowing, tho^ unknown to hkn, his Steps. 

Some Days ago I loft his Pidure in the Wood ; »I 
•never told him of it till Yefterday, when happening to 
be feen; by him, I made the Search of that my Pretence 
U>t coming after him : Ending he took the Road in the^ 
'Middle of the Wood, I ftnick into the thickeft Part ef 
-It, where I could, without being diftinguifh^d by hii«» 
^ierve all his Motions ; and when I faw him aUght, I 
'drew a little nea^r, and diicoverM Julia and her Wo* 
men.'- ■ I faw every Agitation of his Soul while look- 
ing on her, and read my Misfortune in his Countenance. 
•—It was with the utmoft Difficulty I reftrain-d myfdf 
from flying out, and difturbing thePlea£ire he took in 
contemplating her ; and I believe ihonld not have had 
the Power to have done fo long, hut that when my 
Impatience was at the utmoft Height, I faw him fe- 
mount, and again purfue his Way. I was going to 
leave the Place, when I perceiv*d his Pidhire in the 
Hands of Julia, I prefently imagined he had given it 
her, and that this was not the firft time they iud feen 
each other. This Suggeftion robb'd me of ail thtt was 
confiderative — ^I was no longer Mtftreis of my Deipatri 
— the worft of Furies had the entire Poifeffion of »y 
Breaft : — I drew my Dagger, flew like Lightning

A Sturgeon being in the Houfe t6 attend. ^^ 
iftfy we immediately callM for himr but he gave us hue 
little Hope of lecovering htr. At firft fhe £'ongly op- 
poTed the drefling her Wound ; bat Orfamesy who wa» 
toach'd to the Sod at the Effea of her DeQsatr^ intreat- 
cd her to live wit^ {b tender an Eanieftne&, that (he at 
kft confented to.hiive the Mfcan$ applied. I oaght iRot 
iodeed, iaid Ihiv ^ ^^ diftosl^'d the Tranfporm of 
diift bfq^y D^ \ I ih6ubl l»ve jbinM theic Hands, 
wiiofe Heaftli I fte .already dre cemented— po^on m}t 
ffobbom SonL*«*<6he fiunted away with thefe Words^ 
bot ibon recovering enough to fpeak. Madam, faid ihe 
to me, 1 had £nrgot one material Evidelice oiOrfimes^% 
Birtis that Cafa^ contains the J>tt& and Cap which 
lie had on ^hen jftoje away, I .beg lit may be open'd s 
Argiiui having told me you madSs aPi^efent of it to Ar* 
fifiu^ when &i ytm going to be married toyour Bro<* 
ther^r.yott doubdefi will reznember it.

IW A S bom in FtXy.Qnt of chofe few kingdoxni who* 
hftve maMtaia'd their Liberty (ix>m being inilav'd by. 
the o*erpowering Pride oiEurope. My Father was Bro- 
ther andprefumptiveHeir of the Crown; for the then< 
reigning Monarch was without Children, and of an Age * 
iirhen none ccmld be expelled. — They liv'd together m 
a perfe^ Amity, and free from all thofe Jealoufies and^ 
Fears which too often are the Portion of the Great.— 
My Father and my Uncle being fuch as I have defcribed*. 
*em,. *tis not to be doubted but that I was bred up m^ 
the Higkeft fixpedations. . Our Palace was continually 
crouded with Embafiadors from foreign Courts, whofe- 
Princes fought the Alliance of our Family; but a fotaL 
Iiileii(ibility prerented me from being pleasM with any 
^ the Ottcns made me ; and I was too great a (kvoii- 
'^t^ to have ttjr Inclinations forced* In the midft of 
Royal Solicitations, there was a Staeefinan, no other- 
wife enobled than by the Favours the King had unde* 
fervedly conlerrM on him, had the Arrogance to hope 
That from me^ which i had refused to fo many fovc* 
reigb Princes; prefuming, that the fame Subtikies 
which had procured his Advancement ia PxMtuae,, 
yiQviA aUb prevail on me. 
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'^ Tu 1 8 Tamaxo (for that was Jus Name} &^d the Afe- 
irogance to tell j^^e, that if I would confent to marry hizn 
privately, he would eafxly find Means to oblige my Father ■ 
«nd theKing to approve my Choice ; but when I refented, 
as I ought, his Boldnefs, with the true Art of a Politician 
he varied the Meaning of his Words in fuch a Manner, 
as I fcarce kbew what to make of them, and fhould have 
teen greatly puzaled to have reprefented the Seafe of 
what he fald, if I had had a mind to it. It was how- 
ever the Influence of my ill Stars which prevented me 

. from complaining of his Prefumption, which iai^ I done 
in Time, it might have deprived him of that Share he 
had of the King's Confidence, and confequently fav'd 
us all from the Miieries we have been fince involved in. 
That Monfter, ftill burning in a hojJelefs Paffion for

. fore the deareft and mofl cordial Friends on £arth> grew 
the moi^ inveterate Enemies. He perfuaded the eaiy Na- 
ture of the credulous King, that my Father, impatient o£ 

. Sovereignty, and growing uneafy in a long fijqpe^ance, 
refolv'd to mount the Throne by Force. To my Father 

.heailedgM, that theKing, infligatedbyibmefalfeFriends. 

. was made to bdieve he l^rbour'd treacherous Deiigns a- 
gainft him, which he refolv'd to circumvent, by having 

t him privately deitroyM. To avoid which, hediffuadod 

. him from coming to Court, always to keep a Guard about 

' his Perfon, and a thoofand other fuch like things, which 
were fufficient to confirm the other in the Truth of sm 

. he had fuggefled. He brought it to that Height, th^it 

-at length the King gave Orders for his Imprifonment, 

• hoping thereby to tame an Ambition^ which he would ra- 
ther have admonifliM than chaftis'd : But before the Of- 

- ficers, who had the Command of ieizing my Father^ 
could reach our Palace, Yamaxo came, and wifh well- 
counterfeited Zeal and Friendihip,. gave Notice of the 
Danger^ andadvis'dhimtomaktjus.Elcape. He did 
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^ and making no Scruple of revealing to fuch a Friend 
as he believM Tamaxo, where he deiign'd to retire, by 
Letters they began a Coafpiracy, in which were after- 
wards a great N umber of the Nobility engaged. Every 
thing being ripe for Execution, my Father now led in- 
deed an Army into the Field, tho^ not as that detefted 
Villain gave it out, to dethrone his Brother, but to vin- 
dicate hunfelf^ and oblige him to reflore him to thofe 
PoiTefllonii which his Flight had forfeited. 

The King foon rais'd Forces to oppofc him; Ta- 
psaxo was made the General, which gave him an Op- 
portunity of fometimes favouring one Party, fometimes 
another, to keep the Event of War doubtful on both 
Sides; while ftill continuing to incenfe each by private 
Infinnations, prevented either from liAening to any 

Terms of Accommodation.- Numbers of unhappy 

Victims to this Wretch's bafe Deiigns fell in three Bat- 
tles, in the lall of which he diftrefs'd my Father fa 
much, that he was paft Hope of attempting another^ 
when he receiv'd a Letter from Yamaxo^ with an Offer 
of declaring himfelf his Adherent, and bringing to his 
Party all the Forces lifled in his Name, if he in return 
would give him Fatyma, The Propolal fcem^d too ad- 
vantageous to be refufed, and all my Tears and Reluc- 
tance were in vain. He fent jiim an Anfwer of Con^ 
fent, and charged me to diffemble my Concern, Then 
came the Words of Tamaxo frefh into my Mind, that 
he lAJOuidJind Means to oblige him to afpro^Je him for a 
Son. I told my Father of it, and my Opinion of his 
Proceedings, which was indeed a tiue one. But whe- 
ther he look'd on it only as the Effcfl of my Hatred 
which had incited me to raife this Story^ or whether ic 
was only the Exigence of his Affairs that made him re- 
gardiefs of it, I know not; but he was deaf to allJC 
urged, and began to prepare for the meetin^of ramaxo,, 
and the folemnizing the intended Nuptials. 

The Diflraftion of my Soul is not to be exprefs'd ;, 

but being always Miftrefs of an uncommon Share of 

Courage and Refolution, I invented a Stratagem to.de- 

liver me from this moft dreadful Evil, without- conii-^ 
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idcring what others I might meet with: I dreft myftir 
in one of my Pages Clothes, and having got the Watch- 
Word, made my Efcape thro' the Centinels at dead of 
Night, but it happened not fo well with me after- 
wards; the Out-gnards which were placed to watch 
the Coanterfcarp of the King's Army, feized on me, 
who being unprcpar'd of an Excufe, they took me fot 
a Spy, and would not fuffer me to go farther. I offer'4 
them Bribes fafficient to have corrupted Perfons whom 
one would imagine lefs mercenary; but they were ei- 
ther too honeft or too fearful, to accept them, and, in

Terror I was in, that he Ihould know me, I believe 
contributed to make him do fo; for I had neither the

In fine, he difcoverM who 
I was immediately, and difmifling thofe who had brought 
me before him ; *Tis well, my lovely Fugitive, faid he ;, 
is this a Habit or an Hour in which a Maid of youv 
Quality and Nicenefs ihould chufe to ramble? Do thefe 
Ho^hmial Sallies become the Princefs Fafyma? Any 
thing becomes me bettef, replied I, with my ufual 
Haughtine^ to him, then to be the Wife of fo deteft- 
ed a Traitor as Tamaxot and tho* I find myfelf difap- 
pointed in my intended Flight, be aflur'd thou never 
nalt reap any Advantage by my Misfortune ; not all 
iny Father's Power, not all thy Subtilites, (hall terrify or 
jperfuade me to be thine; thofe who dare die, dare an)c 
tiling. 'Tis true, faid he, and that methinks (hould put 
Fatyma in mind, that Tamaxo^ who often has prov*d 
the little Fear he has of Death, may atfo prove, he fears 
not to make ufe of this Opportunity, which his good. 
Sfors have fent him, to gratify the Impatience of his 
^affion, without waiting a flow Confent, or the Forma- 
lity of Ceremony. Yes, Ai/j^mtfr, continuedJie, his Eyes 
blazing with luflful Fires, I have you fn my Power, and 
will this Hour — this very Moment make ufe of it.-— 
And fo will I, cried I, drawing a Dagger which I had 
concealed about me^ in cafe any Accident ihooldhappeiv 

and 
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and plangM it in kis Heart.-^To Hell ! ifaid I, and ^waiK 
the King of Furies receive the juft Reward of all thy 
Tf eafons here. I ftrock the Blow with fo much Force^ 
that theWeapon was quite buried to the Hilt in his Bo- 
fcrni. He fpoke net, bat falling on the Couch, to which 
he was dragging me, expirM immediately. 

I HAVE often wonder'd fince at the Prefencc of Mind^ 
which aflifted me on this Occaiion : I no fooner faw 
him dead, than I ^arch'd his Pocket, and taking out 
his Seal, went direfUy out of the Tent, and telling thofe 
who kept it, that they muft admit me PaiTage to the 
next Guard; on (hewing them the Signal, I was eafily 
fizfTer^d to go thro* them ; nor was it ftrange I Jhould, 
YamaxQ had been ufed {b frequently to &nd private- 
Difpatches in this Manner to my Father, that they made 
no doubt but that I had brought, and was returning to 
him with (bme Intelligence.

the Event of this War, and what was the Confeqnence: 
of Yamax(P% Death. Alas ! I was infbrmM of the Partf- 
culan but too foon 5 my Father taking Advantage of the^ 
Confufion the Troops were in, by the fndden JDeath of 
their Genera], fell on them immediately, and had indeed. 
the better of them v but what availed it, when he him- 
fclf, and his only Son, my Brother, fell in the Battle ? Af- 
ter his Death the ConipJracy was utterly diflblv'd, and 
. his Papers being brought to the King, he by them difco- 
yer'd the Means by which he had been drawn to form it, 
and took fo violent a Grief at the Knowledge, that he 
had been fo much imposed upon by the Treafons of Tii- 
fnaxoy that, being of an Age not able to ftruggle with 
the Force of any ei^aordinary Emotion, he fell into w 
Difeafe, which in a few Days put a Period to his Life.

late Troubles wearied with the Fatigues and Turmoils 
which attend Grandeur,, was well enough contented to i 

sefign my Share to thofe whofe more robufl Spirits were 
better able to. firoport them. ! 

I LEFT the Place I was in, and keeping dill my true i 

Quality difguis'd, found Means to be introduced to the | 

Princefs of Mgntcfo, She received me into her Family,, 
and X livM there for more than two Years with as muck , 

Tranquility as my Misfortunes would permit me to en- 
joy, till the Prince, her Hufband, feeing fomething in 
me, which he thought worthy an extraordinary Regard, 
ihe grew jealous i but being of a Difpofition more cun- 
ning than paflionate, concealed it> till (he had an Op- 
portunity of getting me conveyed away in a Ship then 
ready to {ail for Mexico with Slaves, of which Number. 
I was made one. When landed I was exposed taSale 
among the reft; it was my good Forune, which,, after 
fuch Variety of Evils, made Rofimunda think me worth 
her Purchafe ; and with her it is that I defire to re- 
main till Heaven is pleas'd to put an End. to my Misforr 
funes, by taking me toitfelf, and the Society of thofe 
who were fo dear ta me on Earthu . 
; All the Company were extremely pleas'd with the 
Pifcovery of the Quality of her^ who had declar\i her- 

felf 
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ttlf the L&vtt oiOrfames, and a great Number of gal- 
lant Things were faid tahim on the Occafion; aftes 
which, Beh/a refam'd that Difcourfe which the Adven- 
tures of Fatyma had broke oiF.

Thefe are Pieces of 
biffimaUtion unworthy not only of the Royal Majefty^ 
but of all Men of Honour, and which ought to be, 
avoided as the Ruin ofGlory and Reputation. LenjoisXl. 
was once guilty of an Adion, to which he was neither in- 
duc'd by Policy nor aneceilaryDiffimillation; which wiU 
ihew you, that when a Prince is cruel, he looks on hii^ 
Subje&s no otherwife than as Goods, which he may dif* 
pofe of according to the Time, Place, or his own Caprice* 

In the Reign of that Monarch, the Cuftom of Tra^ 
veiling to the Holy Land was vety prevalent. The Prior 
of St, Cofme^ near Flaifir U Tourtf a Man of exem- 
plary Piety, out of the Excefs of his Devotion, det^^ 
inin*d to go thither. He aik'd kave.of the CcwSt, ofasf. 
tain*d it, and fetting forth, arrived fafely at Jtrufaltm i 
but in his Return waa taken by the Bulgarians^ and made 
a Slave. He continued twelve Years in that unhappy 
Situadon. The length of his Abfence perfuaded every 
body he was dead, and one of the ELing's Chaplains, 
believing the Priory vacant, beggM it of him, who gave 
it without fcruple. Accordingly he took poiTeffion of it. 

SoM E Years after, the old Prior, having regained hisLi- 
berty, returned toFrance^ opprefs*d with Age and Misfor-. 
tunes : His firft Care was to repair to his Prioryj but find-* 
ing It was fiil'd, went to the Court, which was then at 
Plaifir U Tours; his venerable Air, which a long Beard had 
rendered nsore commanding Refpedl, the Recital of the 
Woes he had endurM, and the unhappy Condition he was 
in, infpir'd all, who iaw or heaxd hirn^ with CompafBon,^ 
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The King, towhomhef^erentedhiitifelf, promas*J 
to reftore him to his Benefice, or, in exchange, to give 
btm feme other as good ; bot that Prince, not making 
s^y hafte in the Performance of what he had made hua 
hope, the unhappy Prior ince/Tantly importuned him :» 
The King thinking he grew trooblefome,. and not very 
inclinable to grant his Requeft,^ one Night calKd for 
^riftant the Herout,^ his grand Prevot, and ordered 
himtoridhunoffhePrioroi^/.Cp/^^. Trijiant^ ac- 
cuftom*d to fuck Executions, thought of nothing bur 
ihewing his Obedience, and, taking a ConfeiTor with> 
him, went the next Day to the Priory ;. where finding, 
the prefent Prior at Table witivfome of his Friends, he 
itivited the Grand-Prevdt to* fit down with them : But . 
Jie, whofe Orders were prefling, declared them in a. 
pathetic Manner. His Friends and he at firft thought 
thiLt Trijtant was inclined onlytodiveit himfelf; but 
lie f(X>n related the Command he had receivM in fuch » 
Manner, as left no- Room for doubting the Truth of 
.what hefaid. The poor Prior, finding there was no 
Remedy, fettled his Affairs, and prepared himfelf for 
ttiother World, as much as the fhort Time he had al- 
lowed him, would give leave. After which, ^riftant, 
6cder'd htm to be put into a Sack, with a great Wdght 
lit the bottom of it, and thrown into the jL^r. 
. Th s next Day he attended the King, with an Mur- 
ance that he had performed his Duty, as to what he 
had commanded him concerning the Prior. The King, 
feem'd ffitisfy'd. But a few Hours after, walking in 
the Palace-Garden, he perceived the venerable old Prior 
of ^/. Q/Sn/ coming towards him: On which, turning 
towards ?V/)?ajr/; Wretch, faidhe, have you imposed 
on me ? Your Life fiudl anfwer the Arrogance. 7r(/^ 
tanty very much alarmM, threw himfelf at his Feet^ 
affirming that he had pun^aliy obey M his Commands* 
But, fail the King, do yoa not fee him before youv 
Eyes? pointing to the Prior. Sir, reply *d he, the Mif- 
take has only been occafionM by your Majefly;. you 
commanded me to rid yon of the Prior of St. Co/met. 
I went to the Prior/,, and took htm that was in PoiTef*- 
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ik>ny and drowned him: Bat it is eafy to repair the 
Pault; I will make aws^ with thi^alfo. No, faidthe 
King, •tisvtjywcll. TKd^ turning to the Prior; Go, 
good M«ni • faid he to-him^ and take pefieflien of your 
Benefice^ 'tis now vaeant. 

Yov fee, continu'd Orcf^anes, of what little afe 
lb the State was the Death of this innocent Priori and 
by this Inftance mud infer^ that it was more a Cruelty 
of Diipoiition than Policy, which induced Lewis XI; 
to fend him oat of the World. 
• It muft be allow'd> ikld B^/i/a, that the Adveiitare 
of the Prior wasfomewhat extraordinary: But iince 
our Converiation turns on the Adlions of Princes, tho* 
it be different from the Subject, yet it may not be im« 
proper, if I relate to you a Sentence of Charles V. which 
tho* on a TriHe, ieems to me to be admirable. TJm 
Emperor, refi^ngat Brujffkh^ and holding there a mag^ 
Bificent Court; the great Princes in Eurofe sfd^rningk^ 
Jiad baniihM all ftrperiuous Ceremonies, that it ihi^ 
be as fiee as pofiip^iis. Two Ladies of diftingui£'d 
Quality took it in their Heads to interrupt this Liber«! 
i^^ byiquarreUingfor thePtehemihence. The'thing 
was cairry*d to a great Length, and Charles teing that 
the Pleafyret Of the whole Comrt wttt Interrupted by 
the F'oible of «heffe two Ladles,' would himfi^be Judge 
in iti and fetdng a Day for determining this Affkiri 
there was prepared for him a ftately Throne, which he 
mouatedy attended by all his Grandees, and heard the 
Council of the Parties, who were both prefent. The 
Cauie was pleaded With Vigour on both ^es ; but the 
Emperor finding the Arguments pretty equal, and de- 
firing to end the AflFair, wkhout dlfobliging any one, 
gave Sentence, that the leafi: wife of the two fbould 
have the Precedence; and fo>bn>ke up the AfTembl^, 
with a geneial Ai^Uiufe of the Deckion. 

This was a very pretty Turn, faid Urania^ yet ftill 
it keeps ua infenfibiy on Politics. Charles V. fhew*d 
his Wifdom in this Determination, fince too oflen the 
jQuarrels of Women give Men Occafion to take part in 
them I and a thing which is in reality of litde Condon 
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fttence, mi^ny tlmts bec<|(iiics a State- Affiiir. Ciarles^^ 
IriidetHse prevented all: tiir Acddeots tbac might hav« 
happep*d. . It did fib feTninMt Beiifitp aad a$ eack of 
t^e LMies wiih*d to appear the WUil(l» tiicy found 
themielves both oblig'd to giyeM^y, or dfe to embrace 
that aniiable Liberty the Emperor had ettablUhM f 
md the Men of each Party were fore?d to taake a Je^ 
of an Afiair, whicb might, by the indifcireet Pride of 
otur Sex» i^ave.becomevery ferioui*

|i' Hoofe, or managing things of yet lefs Ingenuity ; hoW 
much more muft there be in the Admimftration of t^ 
monarchic or republic' State ? He that Wot^ bceei 
Jip a H^wk^ <»ttght to legm the Methodi aad.infiaitely 
, more 
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more, ought lie, whofe Province it is to govem Men^ 
the moft capriciotti^ fahtafiic^ and refiaftory of all 
CrMtvFcs, aod who rcqaire the gieateft Dexterity in 
.managmg? Uiedto Sovereignty over every Specie of 
th6 Creation, with Difficulty he fubmits to the Govern- 
ment of his Fellow- Creatsre. --^Certainly if nothing was 
' necei&iry towards the fabduing of a People, bat Courage 
to attempt it, and making ufe of oar own Notions ; 
or, to ijf>eak like our new Heretics in Poliqr, .to leave 
every thing to hazard, in vain have fb many Hiftorians, 
great Poets, Orators and Philoibphers, einpby^dtheu- 
Time, and broke their Refts mr the InftrufUon of 
Princes, fttfagiftrates, and Minifters of State? yet, I 
believe, that every body will acknowledge, that Pofte- 
irity has been infinitely obliged to them, and mud look 
on their divine Writings, as containing' all the Maxims 
-i«quififie to the Art of Ruling: F6r fiom them have 
•the greateft Statefinen taken their Knowle^; *tis by 
• their Care that we tY^y Dtay lay before us the Exam- 
ples of the JE'^^/z/tf^j, Furfianss Athenians^ KXid Romans. 
' If there was any ground §atArim«nt*s Notions, what 
Occafion have we to be snibrm^d of theA£Uonsof 
thofe Princes or ^vereigas, who have govern*d §9 
■ many Nations f It would be alfo mmecefTary for Pofte- 
rity, toknowwhatpaifesinoarAge, werewenotcon< 
vinc*d« there is. an Art in ruling well, which cannot 
' be acquired but by weighing things pail, which Hiftory 
prdbnts us with, as Mirrors and Gaides in our Affairs, 
prefent and to come. Can there be fo beautiful a Sci- 
ence as that which preferves Peace? A Science which, 
infteadof beingdeftroyMby Time, isenrich*d, angment- 
. ed, and brought nearer to Perfedion. Every thing 
^unfiles ih the State where that is cultivated ; and, 
where it is neglected. Ruin and Perdition are the unfail- 
ing Cbniequcnces. I rery well know indeed, that not- 
wfthftanding the Ufe of Wifdom and Policy, Vis very 
difficult for Pripces and great Minifters to content every 
body. The Accidents which daily arrive, and ace im- 
. poffible to be fbrefeen, the Envy of Cotemporaries, the 
Calnmnics which are fpreadramoDgthe People, and the 
2 Care 
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jDare Malcontftiis always take to blacken die moft 
iiuioceiit AdufnSy is, g&tweaUy fyatking^ theReaibn. 
JFor it i& as haxd to pieaie every body, as Sim9mdit 
f>leafantly faid, as it is to fit a Garment to the Moon^ . 
that never continues a minute in the fame Shape. But 
what Glory then mnfl it be f<u: a Prince, or a Minifier» 
who, defpiiing thofe vile Creatures, always c^fiilts 
the Good c£ the >State? Every, thing he undertakes is 
.crowned with Succefs, and he is redded by his Neigh- 
bours, and by his Subje^. 

It is certain, faid Orophanesj that the Art of Poli- 
cy muft be acquired by Study and Experience; and that 
.many may (ay with the Emperor Commodm^ that they 
are boon Kings and Princes; but no body can pretend 
.to be endued, , when bom^ with Policy and the Art of 
governing. Yet thcfe new Dodtors in Politics, cry'd 
jitimsnty hold that all Monarchies have their Begin- 
nings, their appointiedTime of Maturity, and their Pe- 
riods, determined by Fate ; fo that ail Politics are uii- 
neceflary ; and fay with Licimusy that too m uch. Learn- 
ing is the Ruin of Commonwealths; and that all Bopks. 
ought to be forbid as pernicious. That is a moft con- 
demnablePiece of obfUnate Ignorance indeed, interrup- 
ted Thelamont^ which precip^es a Nation into sr4<e' 
trievable Misfortunes : Alexander the Conqueror was 
• of a very different Opinion ; he flilcd the Ibad of Ht- 
mer a true Guide in military Affairs, and confUmly lay 
with that and his Sword under his Head. Julius Cr- 
far^ in his Expeditions, always carry'd a Library with^ 
him, which he conflantly ftudy'd, communicating the 
Remarks he made to his Generals, his Mtnifters, aiid 
thofe who governed the Provinces. Thefc great Men 
did not think their own Wifdom fufficient to carry 'em 
thro' every thing. Alexander was wont to fay,* that ' 
he owM more to his Preceptor Ariftotle, then to Pin- 
lipoi Macedonj his Father. That glorious King, whoTe 
Heart was fo much bent on War, had a View to Fame 
an ibmething he thought preferable to Arm$, and 
modeftly cpmpkin'd in a Letter he wrote to Arift^tle^ 
that hc^ was coacern'd Jbe&ould pubUlh the Inftrudtions 

he 
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he had beftowM on him, becaufe others might profic by 
them, as he had done ; and he had much rather fur^ 
pais Mankind in Learning, than in Power and Riches. 
Demetrius the Pbalertan advised King P/0/rxoy, and all 
•other Princes, to ftudy Night and Day; and it was a 
Saying of Platd*Sj that that Commonwealth washap- 

py whofe Governor was a Philofopher. In fine. 

Study enlightens the UnderfUnding, and leads Men to 
a perfedl Knowledge of thcmiclvea, which renders them 
more humane, and excites them mere to Virtoe. The 
Trophies ofMihiades^ roused up Themiftodes ; fo have 
feveral Heroes been infpir*d by the £xamples of thofe 
who have been before them ; witneis the Sdfio^s^ the 
Cato^s, the Emihus^s^ and the Cafars. . Learning be- 
gets Authority, Credit, and Refped among Men; 
and the Love of the whole World is the Fruit of a 
wife Behavioun How can a Prince, whofe Rank places 
him (b far above the Vulgar^ be capable of guefiing the 
Calamities his People m^ fall into, but by Study ? 
How can he difcover the (ecret Plots that are contrived 
to enfnare him ? How can he preferve himfelf from 
the Flatteries his Ears are perpetually befteged with ? 
Bodes have a greater Privilege than Men ? they explain 
themfelves with Freedom, and their Coonfels and Re- 
proaches are liflen'd to without Anger ; they ferve as 
Antidotes to the Poifon of Flattery, and may be con- 
fulted at all times, and on all Occafions. Would you 
fee what EiFe^l the Defire of Liberty has. upon the 
Soul, what is the Confequence of a bafe Adlion, what 
Remorfe follows Cruelty, and how inefUn>able a Vir- 
tue Clemency is ; would you look into the Yiciiiltudes 
of Fortune, and how liable to Change is the Condition 
of the moft Powerful prefent, Hiftory ihe^v$ it all with- 
out Difguife. *Tis the Theatre where the whole World 
iS reprefented ; we here find every thing we want \ we 
view Tempefts and Shipwrecks without Terror ; Battles 
and Sieges, without Danger ; the Culloms and Manners 
of all Nations, without Expence ; and ^tis here we may 
find the Begimiiz^s and Endings, the FJiouriihing and 
Decay of Empires. I fubmit, iaid Arimonf^ and I 

find 
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^nd your fiLeafons ib jaft and well grounded, that I now 
blame chofe who will have it to. be, as I endeavoured to 
maintain^ that Experience alone was fafficient. But I 
can^t repeiit having been the Occa£on of a Difcourfcy 
the Beauties of which I am fo charm'd with : and I 
believe they are not a few who have taken the Liber^ 
to contradid Thelamontf on porpofe to give him an Op- 
portunity of anfwersng them. . I mud own» added Bg' 
ii/ky that he has maintained his Opinion with fnch ad- 
mirable Learning and Eloquence, as very well demon- 
ftrates the Advantages of Literatare, which has aided 
him in fo agreeable a Converfation. Jhelamont anfwer*d 
with Mpdelly to the Pralfes he had fo well deferv*d ; 
and, that he might put a ftop to them,. made the Com- 
pany take notice that *twas Dinaer-tsme : They got up, 
and walking towards the Houle, found every thing was 
ready tabe ferv*d to Tajble« Mirth, a mutual Love and 
Confidence, and a noble Fnmknefs, animatiag this amia- 
ble Society, one may fay their Pleafures were compleat. 
After Dinner was over, Relifa would make tvery 
one fttbmitto the La^ which had been made, and de- 
•fired them to follow her ^othe Library. They con- 
fented ; and having in the fame Manner -as the Day 
before, feated themfelves, and taking up Books, 110- 
thing was heard but the Ruftle of turning over Leaves : 
Belifa was the firft that broke Silence; I have hap- 
pened, (aid (he, on the Inftrudions which Bi{gy gives 
his Son, which puts me in mind of what Fhilemena 
has wrote to Julia i tis a Piece worth your Attention, 
and will let you fee the Humour and Underfbmding 
of that amiable Woman. At thefe Words the Com- 
pany begg*d {he would not defer the Pleafure they j>ro- 
pofed to themfelves in hearing it. As I defire, faid 
julia^ never to ibay from the Rules TUlemena has fet 
me, I always carry them about me, fo can eafily fa- 
tisfy your Curiofity : In fpeaking this, fhe prefented to 
Urania a little Book in Manufcript ; who taking it 
with a Grace peculiar to herfelf, and perceiving ner 
Friends diijpo£ng themfelves togive Attention, began 
to read.

IN the Plan of your Education, my dear Julia, I 
have confviltcd your Glory more than my own^ 
and ihall be contpleatly happy to fee you perfect with- 
out any Varlity, inr having doubly forni'd you, by Blood, 
and Precepts: The only Plcafure I.propofe to myfelf, 
is feeing youfblloirthcm, which your jDociiity in liften- 
ing to them flatters-me you will do. I give youmy 
li&ttdion&'in Writing, that in what Place or Condi- 
tion foever you ate, they may be always prefent"witfa 
you, and that when Death deprives you of me, irmay 
'not at the'fknle time 'rob you of that whichmay be 
more ufefiil to you than myfelf. A Cuflom wifely in« 
troduced into the World, having made me triift ypur 
bringing op to Perfons who arc, by being fhut in 'a 
Cioillcr, iixur'd from all worldly Troubles, willthc^- 
fore prevtfnt two Things equally unhappy } cither xOq 
great an Inclination for a monaflic Life, or too violent 
an Abhorrence of it: 'Be* upon your guards my dtarcft 
Jniia, againft both. Youth, iaiways fond of Novelty, 
often forrenders-itfeif without confulting Reafon. Tlie 
Tranquility of amonaftic Life, the inticing Difcourfcs 
of thofe- whofe only Aim is to make you embrace the 
Vows they are already bound by, makes me apprehend 
your adding to the Number of fo many youn^ Crea- 
tures, who arc by an inacceflible Grate often render-d 
more wretched thkn thofe whdfe Morals have been cor- 
rupted by the World. When Remorfe aiTaults one in 
•the Gi«Mer, one muft be very particularly ttndow'd 
with Grace to find any Remec^, flnce the tm]y one^ 
that can be appiy'd, are the very Caufes of our Afflic- 
tion ; as Retirement, Prayer, and a regular, and a reli- 
gious Life. One is then apt to paint 'the World in fuch 
hvely andbcMCifoLColoars, that one burns. with an Im- 
VoL. I. D p:;ueuce 
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patience to be in it, and cannot forbear lamenting th« 
Impoffibility there is of ever doing it. How will the 
Mind in fuch a Cafe be radc'd with ten thoufand tor- 
turing Ideas! One thinks thofe very things filPd , with 
Charms, which are in reality Subjedb only of Sorrow 
and Vexations Vice appears drefs'd in the Shape of 
Virtue, and without fmning in the FraBic Part, one 
does fo doubly in the Theoric, 

When a Perfon has lived in the World, and has 
had the Misfortune to give into fbme of the little Fol- 
lies of it, the RemorfedF an irregular Condud, and the 
Difguft of a Life fiird with Intrigue; every thing ap- 
pears in its proper Colours, and one looks on Retire- 
ment as the moft fovereign Bleffing. We ought there- 
fore to know ourfelves thoroughly before we enter into 
iuch a Life, fiut perhaps youUl fay. Mull we. then 
plunge ourfelves into Vice, that our return to Virtue 
maybe with the more Vigour? No, that is not what I 
I lilean, but I would have you be Witnefs of the Fail- 
ings of others, without erring yourfelf, that ill Exam- 
ples may ferve as a Prefervative to your Difcretion ; and 
shat comparing the Troubles, Noife, Hurry, and Con- 
fuiion, and an interefled and intriguing World, with 
the ferene Comforts of Retirement, you may confult 
your Heart in the Choice, and then embrace that to 
which you are moft inclined. One may live as regu- 
larly in the World as in a Cloifter, and perhaps bet- 
ter ; a generous Mind, when it has the Power of do- 
ing Evil, will rather avoid it, than when it is under a 
Conibaint. 

Thb Chanm with which Heaven has blefs'd yoa, 
while they delight the Eye, make me tremble for you 
hereafter. Beauty has been often the Rock on which 
Virtue has fplit, when Care has not been taken to en- 
rich the Mind wiuh Meafures which may defeqd it in 
all the various Changes of Life. A fplendid Fortune is 
ever attended by Luxury, whofe Companion is Co- 
quetry. The Adoration of the Men, and the perpetual 
Flatteriesonemeetswith£romthem,areoftentooplea£ng 
to our Vanity ; and, by liftcning to a Number, tin Heart 
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is uncertain in its Determination, and one infenfibly 
gives up to a Croud that RepucatioA we fear to trail 
with OTLcJtJtgle Perfon, and which ought to be dearer to 
one than one's Life. Poverty, Misfortunes, and a Life 
cmbittcr'd by eternal Vexations, is no iefs fatal to Vir- 
tue :; fuch a Woman is apt to make ufe of her Beauty 

to fubdue her Enemies to procure her Friends in 

Time of Need : She meets, 'tis probable, with danger- 
ous Confblers, and her Honour is the Sacrifice to Gra- 
titude. To prevent thefe Accidents, Wifdom is the 
only Means; but endeavour to be ivife without AffeSa- 
Hon ; Wifdom does not require fo much outward ShenVf 
as itmvard Severity. "Bt prudent y without being a Prude: 
Let J^our Modefiy be accompany'd with Gaiety ^ and your 
Referve with Good- Nature: Apply yourfelf to learn 
.what will embellilh your Mind,but let hot Vanity attend 
your Kno'wledge: Let your Philofophy be Chriftian: Be 
affahh and obliging to ally intimate but with/lir. 
Pity the Misfortunes you are in no Profpeft o^ feeling : 
Behave without too much Submi£ion to your Equals^ 
and without Pride to your Inferiors : Comfort the Di- 
ftreffed of all Conditions : Do nothing but what is 
fraife-iAJorthyy without aiming at Praife ; the Oftenta - 
tion of a good Adion often eclipfes the Glory which it 
would otherwife deferve. If Fate allots you to a happy 
Marriage, make the Bleffing permanent by Love, Vir- 
tue, and a generous Confidence. If, on the "contrary, 
you are unfortunately fo, and your Mind torn and di- 
ilradled with the Agonies of domeftic Jars, look out 
for Friends who have a greater Regard for your Virtue 
than your Beauty ; and if by that means you get no Rc- 
liefi feek it from him who alone can extricate us out 
of the deepeft Diflrefs. If you love your Hufband paf- 
fionately, and he but ill returns your Tendernefs, let 
Mildnefs, Complaifance, and a blamelefs Condudl be 
the only Arms wherewith you combat his 111- humour;

— If you chance to be equally indiiFerent' to each 
other, let not that draw you into any Irregularities, 
ihun the Opportunities of£nding in another the Charms 
that are wanting in your Hufband, and let the Force 
jof Duty fupply the hcfq^ of Fondnefs. 

*Tis in fuch Circumflances as thefe that 'tis dIfEcuIt 
to preferve one's Virtue ; but then 'tis, ar thefe Times, 
that it is mod requijQte, and appears with, greater Lufbe. 
A Woman perfeiftly happy, who is not wanting in her 
Duty, is efteemedmthoMX being praifed^ bccaufe having 
no Complaint, (he has no Pretence fordoing otherwife; 
-but a Woman that is unfortunate^ and yet wife, feems 
to exceed even Expedlation. The Virgin, or the Wi- 
dow-ftate alfo feems to me as much or more expos*d to 
Danger ; a young Woman that is left without Father or 
Mother, and entirely Miftrefs of her Anions, can't be 
too circumfpedl in them. — > ^ She takes no Step that 
does not endanger her Reputation ; if (he keeps a great 
deal of Company, (he paiTes for a Coquette ; if (he Con- 
ines herfelf to a few feledl Friends, me then has ibme 
iecret Intrigue; in fhort, every body pafs their Judg- 
ments on her with lefs Charity, becaufe they know (he 
has nobody to be refponfible for her Conduct. 'Tis then 
I advife Retirement, but without entering into rel^ious 
Orders. — If you ihould marry, and your Hulhand die, . 
take care not to imitate thofe Women, who think, 
becaufe they have no body to whom they are obligM to 
be accountable for what they do, they may with Safety 
abandon themfelves to an irregular Condu^, believing 
-that, under the Umbrage of their Crapt, they may 
conceal the loofe Inclinations of their Hearts. A Widow 
ought to be more nice in her Behaviour than cither a 
Wife or a Maid : The State (he has pad through (hould 
make her (jbferve a greater Decorum, iince fiie ought 
to refume the Modefty and Innocence of a Maid, widi 
the Knowledge of a Wife ; Wifdom muft be her infepa- 
rable Guide, or (he will be liable to Cenfure i if (he can 
therefore be difengag'd from the Cares of a Family, and

the Soul readily inclines to Virtue, when 'tis pointed oat 
with Delicacy. I am charm'd with it^ cried Camilla^ 
for I can't bear the Meafures fomc Parents take in the 
Education of their Children, who ftrive by Dint of filows 
and harih Expreffions to fright 'em into Virtue. That 
is the Reafon, faid Arimonty that we fee Numbers of 
Men and Women, as foon as they are free from the pa- 
ternal Yoke, give themfelves blindly up to their Paffions i 
their Leflbns of Honour and Wifdom being given them 
with Severity, they are no fooner at Liberty than they 
mifapply 'em, and, inftead of their Admonitions, only 
remember the Ill-nature of thofe who gave 'em. This 
puts me in mind, refum'd Thdamont^ of a Story that 
Montaigne relates upon the Subjed of Children's Edu- 
cation : He blames, as much as we, the too great Se- 
verity of Parents, who feek rather to be feared than' 
loved, retrenching even the tender Names that. Nature 
gives 'em, the Son calling his Father Sir, and his Mo- 
ther Madam % on which he tells us, that a Perfon of 
Diflinflion, a Friend of his, who had loft his only Son, 
a Youth of great Hopes in the Army, in difcourfing 
with him on the Afilidion fuch a Lofs mud be, faid, my 
greateil Grief is the having brought up my Son with fo 
much Severity, that it hid from him the Tendemeis I 
had for him, and that he died with the Idea of my 
loving him but flenderly : This muft have been a very • 
cutting Regret, added Thelamont^ and is a good Leflbo 
for Fathers. Montaigne on this makes Reflexions, 
which we arc apt to make as well as he, but I wiih we 
would not confine 'em only to Reafoning, but put 'em 
in PradUce alfo. This Example, faid OrofhaneSy is 
not only applicable to Fathers, but to all Mankind ia 
general, who feldom underlland the Value of Things till 
they poflefs them no longer. A Father, a Son, a Friend,. 
a great Monarch , a Hero, are never fo much refpeXed, 
loved, or valued, during their Life- time, as afi^r their 
Death : The Sorrow for the Lofs of 'em has this in parti- 
cular, that it brings to mind thofe Aftions which their 
being alive had made to be forgot. 'Tis a ccrtainTruth 
indeed, rejoined Belifai the i2tf«««i never knew the

i79'i ' 

Valae ofCorioIanus, till they had banifh'd him, and the 
Folfcians^ who had been fo often defeated by him, had 
made him their General, and under his Condud drawn 
Vidlory to their Side. What a prodigious Alteration in 
Xhit Roman Affairs was occaiionM by the Death of i^/Vsr- 
tui Fabiusf^^-^Tyvi not that of Marcellus hitider the 

City of Locri from being taken? Scipio had no 

{boner lofl his Life, than the Carthaginiam thought 
themfeives Conquerors, and the Romam ovtvcomei and 
fo it would have happened, replyM Or/amss, had it 
not been for the Prudence of Publius Volumnius^ who 
feeing the Conful Valerius fall dead, cover'd him him- 
felf and conceaPd his Lofs fo well, that the Army 
knew nothing of it till the Battle was over. The ^^ty 
Prefence of Camiilus terrified the Enemy, and he was 
always attended with Vi^ry. The Reputation of 
Mixander-wz&io fpread, that he was known in the. 
mod diftant Countries; eviery body thought it an Ho- 
nour to obey him, and defpifbd all other Leaders. 

This Converfation having lafted till the Hour for 
walking, the Company repaired to the River- fide. The 
Converfation for foine tipie tur-n'd on indiiferent Things; 
but at length falling on Poetfy, the agreeable Felicia 
faid ihe ^ould en^drtain Beli/a with a Piece that had 
never been feen, and which fhe believed would pleafe 
her.

what he is going tO' compofe^ he feidom gets out of his 
Enthufiafm ; and finding every thing beneath his own

I FLATTER my felf that ihe efleems me, but I can*t 
be happy, becaufe I don't poffeis her, nor can't fee her 
without a thoufand Witnefles ; who though they are 
Friends, deprive me of a Liberty that I would pur-

'Tis true, laid Be^ 
lifay 7Mamont\ Wit is univerfal ; but in fome mea- 
ibre to excnfe CamiHa's late Opinion, there are a great 
many People who admit of a Necelfity, which neither 
Learnixig nor Wiidom can oppofe, or prevent that from 
happening which is decreed to happen, or that from 
not happening which is fated not to happen. Tho' 
t^ is a Snbjcdl that feems to be far above our Com- 
preheniions, yet Thelamont explains himfelf fo well, 
and makes ufe of Expreffions fa natural and fo well 
ada,pted to our Ui^deiij^andings, that I beg him once 
more to tel} us his Sentiments on this Opinion.

pable of meriting or dementing ; forwhen Things are 
done by a Nece^ty or Conibraint, a Man has not the. 
Liberty of chufing or ailing, neither ought he to be 
puni(h*d or rewarded, prais'd or blam'd. People, in. 
this EiTor, maintain too, that there is a Fatality, which 
has fuch an Extent of Power, that, if ypu will believe 
them, nothing happens but what has been before de-, 
creed to happen infallibly, at fuch a Time, and in fuch 
a Manner, and that it is impoflible to prevent it, or (o 
much as to defer or haften it; and, in particular, that 
the flouriihing or decaying of Empires is not at all ow- 
ing to good or evil Government, but entirely to their 
Fate : 'I'hus did the Pagans think thatDciliny pverr 
comes aH humax^Wifdoxr^ which is jnanifeiUy contrary 
to Man^s Free-will. If by this I^eiliny they ;xiean the 
Will of God, on which all Things depend, I admit of 
it in that Senfe, iince nothing can happen without his 
PermifEon and Knowledge.

Faith. ^The.Vear fini&!d^.a9d their Vows acoont* 
plpfli'd, they.«nibark!d.in order to leturn. The .Winds^ 
were .for fbme Days favourable, but a moft violent 
Tempeft /ucceeding the Calm, they were fo (hook by 
die Fury of it, that they expe^ed nothing but Death; 
when on afudden a contrary Guft ar^ng, drove;

motions in my Soul ! I don't know, reply'd the Count, 
what will be our Fate, or what are the Deigns of thQ 
Queen : Her Goodnefs does not affed me as it does 
you ; you are young, and your Heart ftill preferves a

The Queen, in the mea^ time, wa^too much in- 
terefled in the Affairs of the Day to be very eafy, and 
was no. faoner left alone with her dear Sayda, than 
giving a Loofe to the Tranfports Ihe had fo. long re- 
trained, her beautiful Face was bath'd all o'er in 
Tears. The faithful Slave, aflonilh'd *at her Excefs of 
Grief, kneePd down at her Feet, and taking one of 
her Hands, Alas !. Madam, faid fhe, what is this fud- 

icn Misfortune are thefe Strangers come to trpuble 

the Tranquility you were beginning to enjoy ? ■ ' you 

have hitherto honoured, me with your Confidence • 

may I not now know what has occafion'd this Grief?—

Fear, make me fhed Tears much more than any Grief; 
— that.Hivfl>an4 ib dear, to me, and pf whom thou 
haft heard me fpeak fo much, is one of the .Captives,

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whofc Lives I have fav'd the other is my Father, 

and the youDg Lad my Brother. The Horror of ieeing 
my Father die for the Diverfion of a People to whom I 
am Qaeen, has pierced me with fo lively an AffliAion, 
that I wonder the Apprehenfion of it did not a fecond 

time deprive me of my Reafon. My Hnfband^ Par- 

taker of the fame Fate, his Melancholy, his R^gna- 
tion before me, his Looks full of that Love and Ten- 
dernefs which once made my Happinefi, has touchM 
my ^oul in the moil nice and ddicate P^ : I dare not 
difcover myfelf before I know their Sentiments, and 
the Confhiunt I have pat on myfelf has been fuch as 
Nature fcarce can bear.— Preferve my Secret, dear 
Sayda, and don^t expofe me again to tremble for Lives 
on which my own depends. Doabt not of my Fidelity, 
Madam, anfwer*d the other, it is imaolable I my Re- 
ligion, yoor Qoodnefs, which I have fo often experien- 
ced, and the Confidence with which you have honourM 
me, have attached me to your Service till Death. 

These AiTurances entirely fatisfied the Queen, and 
they confulted together on Meafures by whidi they 
might be at Liberty to entertain the Hloflrious Slaves 
the next Day. The Sultanas comingin put an End to 
their ConverfatioQ for this Time. This Prince, who 
had no other Defed than his being a Saracen^ accofted 
her with that Joy, which his having had it in his Power 
to oblige her, gave him.-^Well, Madam, faid he, can 
you doubt of my Love ! — « may I flatter myfelf, that 
what I have done will difpel the Grief and Melancholy 

that has fo lone poiTefs^d you ? 1 owe you eveiy 

thing, my Lor^ faid /he, and my whole Endeavours 
ihalfbe to exprdTs my Gratitude. The Sultan^ chaun^d 
fo find her in fo good a Humour, entertained her a lit* 
tie longer ; and then told her (for he was jnft come 
from Council) that it was refolv'd to oppofe vigorouily 
an Irruption that a neighbouring Prince had made into 
his Dominions, and that War was going to be declared 
immediately in Form. 

This News inipired the Queen widi a Thought^ 

which fooeeeded to htt Wiih ; and being willing to 

t fake 
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take the Advantage of the Difpofition (he found the 
Sultan in, of granting her every thing ; Heaven, faid 
Ihe, favours me in an extraordinary Manner, in giving 
ine an Opportunity of acknowledging your Goodnefs. 
One of the Captives, riiy Lord, whom you have given 
me, is the moft valiant Man of his Time, nor h hi» 
Condud in War inferior to his Courage. By the Won- 
ders he has done, I am almoft afTured you will have 
'the Victory, If you permit him to combat the Enemy, 
The Eultan dcmonllrated to her the Difference of their ' 
Religions, aiid the little AiTuranc^^ he could have in the 
^aith of a Chriftian.. FU anfwer for him, faid the 
Queen haflily — I'll be the Pledge of his FideUty ; and 
ithc better to afTure you, I'll keep the two other Cap- 
tives, who are, I know, very dear to him, as Hoflagcs. 
The Sultan feem'd fatisfied with thefe Words, and 
j^ranted her Requ^lt, leaving her abfolute Miftrefs to 
adl in this Affair as fhe pl^afed, and retix'd to his Apart- 
ment, much more affeCled with the Joy of obliging 
Tier, than diftufb'd at the Succefs of the War. 
* Thb beautiful Queen pafs'd the Night in very dif- 
ferent Emotions i'loov had renew'd his Force in her 
^oul 5 Nature^ that did for a while revolt at the Re- 
membrance of the Cruelty infiidled on her, retum'd to ' 
its Obedience, and was wholly taken up with the Fear 
of not being lovM, and remembered enough to be ac- 
knowledg'd,when difcover'd,with the Joy flie wifh'd.— 
The Counts of Fontbieu and St. Faul fpcnt not their '' 
Hours more quietly. 7bilauh found himfelf agitated 
with the Perturbations of a dawning P^on ; he accufed 
liimfelf of it as a Crime, — the Count was no lefs em- 
barra(s*d about his, tho* he was wety well aifured they 
proceeded not from Love i but the prodigious Refem- 
blance he found between his Daughter aiul this lovely 
Queen, reminded him of the Barbarity he had been 
£ui}tv of. — He could not Imagine thefe had been k 
PoflioiKty of iaving that unhappy Princefs ; but the 
Tendernefs with wluch the Sultane/s had inipired him, 
was fo near that he felt for his Daughter, that it gave 
lum an Aftoniihment not to be conceived.

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Day appearing, they rofe, and fct themfelves abcmt 
f reparingthc Fruit, as Sayda had' ordered them j whichi 
done; tliey wei'e not long before they received a Conv 
mand to bring it to the Queen. Nothing coii'd be mord 
^leafing than this Commiflion; both found an under 
Icribable Impatience to fee her again, and follow'd the 
faithful Slave till they came into her Prefence. Thejf 
found her drefs'd with an incredible Magnificence, re- 
Iplendent with an infinite Number of Diamonds ; Ihe was 
l-eclin'd on a Sofa, and after having loqk'd ^Moment on 
them. Well, faid fhe,' are you ready to fatisfy me ? — 1 
will not give you the P.ains of relating yoqr Naines and 
Qualities, neither ate unknown to .me ^ only teW lile b)f 
what ftrange Adventure you.arriv'd at this Plafce. ' ■ 
Count ^ Ponthieu, it is to you in particular I addrefs. ^ 

The Count was in a Surpriiie which cahnotbe cXt 
prefs*d, to hear himfclf named,, and finding t;here~\^as 
indeed no room for Diflimulation; toM hi^Stoif WitK 
Sincerity; biit when he capie to that'Part whidh Jcbii- 
cern'd his Daughter, his Sighs made rtiany Inttfrnipi 
tions in hisJDifcourfe,yetdid he forget no CirciithrftaWcdi 
but confefs'd the Crune he had been giijlty of, in putting 
•her to Death : But alas f added* he, with what kemorfi? 
has jny Soul been torh fince that fatal Day! — ^my.Ten^ 
dernefs for her reviVd with frefh Vigour, and the.Tor;- 
ments I have endured have been fach, that if h^riSpirit 
has any Knowledge of what is tranfaded m' this lower 
World, fhe muft beliefve my Punifhment at leaft equal t6 
my Guilt. — Then he told htr of their Vow, their Vo)^- 
age to yeru/a/em, the Tempeil, and their Slavery an"d 
'Condemnation.-^This, Madam, faid he, is a faithful 
Account of our Misfortunes; and tho' they are of a Na- 
ture beyond the common Rank of Woes, yet they re- 
ceive no inconfiderable Alleviation by the Concern your 
cjteeflive Goodncfs makes yqti take iti them. And, in- 
deed, the feir 5«///7«^, during thelatter Part of his 
"Relation, had feem^d drown'd in Tears, and was fomc 
time before fhe could recover herfelf enough to fpeak ; 
•but at lalV — I own, faid fhe, that what you have told 
me YcryAttch touches mje, — ^I extremely pity the Priii-

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cefs oiPonthieu } ihe was young; her Reafon might have 
letupn'd to her ; the generous Proceeding of her Huf- 
band would doubtlefs have reclaim'd her in Time ; but 
Heaven has punilh'd you for your Cruelty, you mud not 
therefore be any more reproached with it. But to prove 
your Penitence fincere, what Reception would you give 
that Princcfs, if by any Miracle, which I cannot at pre- 
fcnt conceive, fliefhould have cfcaped thatDeftiny your 
Rafhnefs exposed her to? Ah, Madam f cry'd the Count, 
were there a Poflibility of fuch a Blefllng, my whole 
Life fhould be employ 'd in rendering her's fortunate. 
And you^ faid fhe toTMauU, who ihe faw overwhelm'd 
in Tears, would your Wife be dear to you ? — Could 
you forgive her diftradled Behaviour F-^-Could you re- 
"i!pre her to your Heirf, as fond; as tender as ever ?— 7 

In fliort, could you (liH love her ? Queftion it nor, 

jiwfadam, anfvy^r'd he^ With d Voice mterr'upted with 
Si^hs r nothing but her Prefence can ever make me hap- 
'py.— Receive her* then, cry*d flie, calling afide her Veil, 
'and throwing hcrfelf into his Arms, I am that unfortur 
nate Wife. — I am that Daughter, added ihe, running 
to her Father, that has coft you fo many melancholy 
Hours: Own her, my Lord ; take her to your Brcafl, 
my dear Thihauity nor Itt the Sight of her diffipate the 
TenderneHs yop exprefs'd for her when unknown. 

Who can defcribe the Joy and Aftonifljment of thefe 
illuftrious ?erfons f their Eyes were now open'd, the 
fecret Emotions they had felt were now eafy to be ac- 
counted for. — She was acknowlcdg'd for theWife, bleft 
as the Daughter, with a Torrent of inexpreflible ihcon- 
ceiveable Delight. Thibault threw himfelf at her Feet, 
bathing her Hands in Tears of overpowering Joy ; 
while the Count teld her in his Arms, without being 
able to utter more than — my Daughter — my dear — my 

long-loft Daughter. The young Prince kifs'd her 

Robe ; and Say/ia, only Witnefs of this moving Scene, 
diflblv'd in Tears of Tendernefs and Joy. — At length, 
the firft Surprize being over, this mute Language was 
fuccceded by all the fond endearing Things that Na- 
ture, Wit and Love, had the Power of infpiring. The 
F 3 beautiful 
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fceautifcil Queen had now time to return the CarefTes of 
the young Prince her Brother, who, tho' ihe knew no 
otherwife than by her Father's Account, hisYouith and 
Beauty had very much afFefted her from the firft time 
Ihe faw him. — After having a little indulg'd their Tra% 
fports. It is time, faid Ihe, to inform you of my Advcn^ 
tures. — The Sultan is taken up with making Prcpara.- 
tions for a War he is oblig'd to enter into^fo that wc 
may have the Liberty of con verfing, without Apprehen- 
fioii of being interrupted. Then having feated them- 
felves, and Sayda being placed on the Outiide of the 
Cabinet, to give them notice if any fufpicious Perfon 
ihould appear, the charming SuJtanefsj addreiling herfelf 
to the Count, began her Difcoorfe in this Manner : 

I WILL not repeat, f^id (he, the Caufe of your de^ 
£gning my Death, y6u are but too fenfible of itj an^ 
the Lofs of my Reaibn too w.eH known t^ you Tor in^ 
to go about to renew t^e AfHi^on It'occafion'd you : I 
(hall only fay^ that it was Excefs of Love which caufe^ 
my Diflradipn ; and being prepoflefTed with an Idea of 
being no longer worthy of my Hufband's Affedion, ijqia^- 
gining that I. faw him reproachir\g me witji my Misfo?"^- 
tune, and endeavouring tag^t rid'of niQ,,I was foabaQp 
don'd by my Senfes, as to wjfli his Death, a« thp only 
Thing that could reftore nie to myRepofe.Thi§Tho light 
fo wholly engrofs'd my Soul, that I Igokld^pn the Sen- 
tence you inflidled on me a& causM by him-^my Frenzy 
prevented the Horror of my Fate from making any tar 
preiTipn on me ; and you may remember. Sir, that I nei- 
ther endeavour'd by Intreati^s or Strugglings to avert 
if, being rather in a State of IhfcBiibility than any thin^ 
elfe.-TWhich Courfe my, little Veflel fteej'd, or ho\y 
long Tcontinu'd init, Iknpw not—aJI I can tell is, thaj 
1 found myfeif in a reaj Ship, in the midft of a great 
many unknown Perfons, bufily employed in fetching me 
to myfeif i but what is moft furprifing, I recovered my 
Sight, IVJ^mory, andReafpn, at the fame Inftant; whe- 
ther it was owing to the common Effedk that the Feat 
of Death.has, or to the Property of the Sea, or to judge 
better, the Work of Heaven; but all I had faid, or done, 

or 
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or thought,- came into my Mind, and I found myfelf 
{q eoilty againd you and my Huiband^ that the firH Sign. 
of Life,thatmyDelivexers perceivM in me, was by Ihisd- 
ding an exceflive Shower of Tears j which was the more 
violent, becaafe I had never wept iince that fatal Ad- * 
venture in the Forefk : And indeed I thought, as did all 
about me, that they would have fufFocated me ; but fo 
much Care was taken of me, that without putting au 
End to my AfHidion, my Life was out of Danger. The 
.People of the Ship had plac'd about me a youngWoman 
extremely amiable ; — the Tendemefs fhe exprefs*d for 
the Griefs ihe faw I >yas involved in, made ne take a 
very great Friendfhip for her ; and, indeed, as (he was 
the only Woman there, it was natural for us to be more 
than ordinarily pleas'd with each other. When ihe found 
xue a little composed, flie informed me that we were with' 
EUnaJlh Merchants, who were trading to the Levant i 
that having perceived from Deck my extraordinaiy 
Tomb, die Hope of finding fomething valuable in it 
hiadmade them take it aboard ; but that having openM 
it, they were fiirpriz^d to fee a Woman richly habited : 
That at firft they thought me dead, becaufe I was very 
miich fwell*d ; but having placed me in the open Air, 
a little Motton.of my Heart gave them Hope of recover • 
ing me : That accordingly, with great Difficulty, they 
cflfe&ed it ; and that finding, as they thought, fonie 
Beauty in me, they refolv'd, at the Expence of my Li- 
berty, to ms^e themfelves Amends for having found 
nothing but me in the Tun. It is with this Defign, added 
fhe, that we were failing towards Almeria^ where thefe 
Merchants defign to fell you to the Sultun of that Place.* 
It is now fix Months fince they took me away from the 
Coafh of France^ which is my native Country, on the 
.fame Account ; but I very well forefee that your Beau- 

gwill preferve me from being expofed to the Sultan s 
efircs : Yet, as I cannot avoid Slavery, I beg. Madam, 
that you will not let me be feparated from you. The 
Sultan will, without doubt, buy youi contrive it fo 
that he may think I am a Dependant of yours, that fo 
\ may wear no other Chains than yours. I was very 
F 4 glad 
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glad to have a French Woman with me, fo promifed j 

her, that whatever was my Fate, fhc fhould, if flic * 
pleasM, (hare it with me ; but what Ihe had told mc 
giving me great Uneafmefs, I deilred to {peak with the 
Captain of the Ship. — I began with thanking him for 
the Succour he had given me, and thinking to have i 

gain*d him by the Hope of a Reward, I aiTur'd him it 
ihould be made even beyond hisWifhes, if he would land 
me on the Coaft of France, He anfwer'd me, that he 
doubted not of my Gencrofity, nor my being confider- 
able enough to recompenfe the Service he had done me ; 
but that he could not follow his own Inclination in do- 
ing what I defired of him, becaufe he was accountable 
to his Companions, who had refolv'd to fell me and-the 
other young French Woman to the Sultan ofAlmeria i 
that they knew would be certain G?L\n to them, whereas - 
the EfTed of my Promifes could not be fo. With thefe • 
Words he return'd to his Companions, and gave me hot ' 
l,cave to anfwer him : I made feveral other Efforts, but, 
finding it impoflible to perfuade them to alter their Re- ; i 

folutions, I was oblig'd to fubmit to my ill Deftihy. ' In- 
proportion as I recovered my Reafon, my'AfFedlion to- i 

my dear Thjbault refum'd its Empire o'er my Soul.-—* 
I was fenfible of the whole Extent of my Misfortunes, 
:ind my De(pair would perhaps have kept no Bounds,^ 
if it had not been for the Prudence and Good-natare 
of my young Companion. Yet, for all her Cares, I- { 

fell into inch a Languifliment as frighted the Merchant, • 
left I fhould lofc the Luftre of my Beauty, of which he' 
propofed to himfelffo great an Advantage. 

At length they arrived at AlmertOy and we were 
immediately led to the Suhan. As he xvas accuftonk^d 
to traffic with thofe People, he received 'cm perfcdlly 
well, and was fo much pleas'd with the Prize, that he- 
gave them their Demand both for myfelf and Sayda,^^ 
We were plac'd in the Palace of the Sultans Women, 
where he foon followed us j and I had the Misfortune 
of afFe£ling him in fo extraordinary a Manner, that he* 
feem'd 16 make his loving me an AfFair.of State.— — 
I call that a Misfortune, which any one but me would 

have 
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have lookM on as the higheft Felicity; for I owe the 
Sultan thejuftice to fay, that he is full of Merit, and 
adornM with the moft heroic Virtues : But I was a 
Chriftian, and prepoffefs'd with a Paifion, which left 
lio Room for any other ; I therefore confider'd his Af- 
fiduity as my worft of Troubles. This Prince perceiving; 
my Regard for Sayda, gave her to me ; {SayMi is a 
Name I made her affume, to conceal her own). He 
plac'd me in an Apartment different from thofe the refl? 
of the Women were lodged in, and commanded I fhonld" 
be ferv'd as Queen. All thefe Honours add^d to my 
Uneafmefs ; yet the Submiflion with which he treated 
me gave me fomctimer>^Hope he never would have 
Recourfe to force that which I refolv*d never to grant ^ 
but, alas \ this Prince at laft, worn out with his ownr 
confuming Paifion, and the continual Murmurs of his 
Subjedls, who could ill endure he fhould exprefs fa 
much Confideration for a Chriftian,. refolv'd to fpeak. 
to me in ftronger Terms than he had hitherto done.. 
My Refiftance had laftcd a whole Year,, and he thoughr 
he had fufficicntiy teftified his Refpeft in allowing me- 
fo^ long a Time-; he came to me therefore one Day^ 
and finding me extremely melancholy. Madam, faid 
he, 'tis with great Regret I find myfclf obCg'd to ex- 
ceed the Bounds I had prefcribM myfelf in gaining your- 
Heart ; but you muft now cither confent to marry me,, 
or publidy aijurc your Religion ; all my Power can- 
not exempt you from the Laws which oblige the Wo- 
men of the Seraglio to embrace our Faith. 1 adore. 

you, and tho' I ought to compel you to a Change fo'j 
beneficial ta you, yet I will not, fince it is not your- 

Defite. 1 promifc you the free Exercife of your: 

Religion m private, -provided you accept of th© Crown' 
I offer you j — my Subjefts, and all my Court, wilt 
then believe you have changed your Religion,., without: 
feeking any further Proofs, and you will then be af 

Liberty to obferve your own in fecret.r Thi^ is the- 

only Means to preferve }'ou from tKe Fury of a People,. 

Who, when enraged, have no Regard even for their- 

SQvereign. Twould have been more agreeable to me,, 

F i ife 
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i£ my Love and Compliirance had ecgagM yon ; but I- 
hope Time will iufpire your Hea^t with thofe Senti- 
ments that will be conducive to my f elici^, and your 
Uepofe. I could not refrain from Tears at this Dif- 

courfe of the Sultan the Choice appeared terri-. 

ble to me : Is it pofTible, my Lord! replied I, that 
among the Number of Beauties wiio would be proud, 
of the Honour you offer^me, you cannot find one moro 

worthy than myfclf} If you had not diftinguiih'dy 

me, your Subje£b would have though nothing of me, 
' Confider, my Lord, what Glory you might 

gain by fubduing your PaiTion, and fuffering me to re- 
turn to my native Country.— —What Felicity can it 
he tb live with a Woman obtain'd but by Fear and 
Force, who will always be regrettix^ her Parents and, 
Liberty ? 

The SuUan fmil'd at thefc^ Words; I fee, Msuiam, 
faid he, that you are ignorant of your own Condition i 
.— you are in this Place for Life ; — when once a Wo- 
♦man is entered within thcfe Walls, there is no Hope of 
ever getting out again j Law and Cuftom have decreed 
It.fo : Therefore you are more obliged to me than you, 
iinagin'd, for the Reiped I have paid you, being from, 
tlie iirft Moment the Mafter of your Dciiiny. — I then, 
intreated he would give me three Days to anfwer him ; 
he granted my Requeft, and I fpent them in Prayers : 
But at length feeing myfelf without any Hope of Relief, 
or ever returning to my Country, that my Death there- 
was thought certain, and that I had no Means of. let« 
ting you know I was living, or if I had, could not pro- 
mife myfelf that, fince you h^ coniented to my Death,. 
the News would find a Welcome ; I look'd on myfelf 
as utterly abandoned, and the Facility of following ii^ 
private my own Devotions, determined me in fubmit- 
tuig to the Sultan's Perfuaiions. The three Days being 
expired, he came.to me again, and I then told him, that 
if he would fwear never to force me to alter my Reli- 
gion, I was ready to give him my Hand.

This Noxa waa ibon biased thro* all Aimeriai and. 
fated ever to be guflty of conflxaiti*d Infidelities^ I was 
prodaim*d andcrown*d5«//tf«a Queen, with a Magni- 
£cence that would haire daaaledany one but the Princefa 
Jt Poftthieu* luring the whole Ceremony, the Ima§e 
oCfTi^/^if/r never qahted me; Ifpoketoity b^gMits 
Pardon; in.(hort,Iwa>faloftinThoaght^ rksuSayda 
has fince told me, I had more the Appearance of a Statae 
than a living Peribn. As for you, my Lord ! I often 
vtproach'd your Cruelty, that had brought me to the 
Precipice in. which I found my felf. There has not paft 
one Day in the nine Years I have been married' to the 
SuUim^ on>w<kich I have noe talked of my dear Thibattlt 
to the fkithfid Saifdd^ with a Torwnt ot Tears. The 
Sulian has kept ius Word with, me, all his Court thinks 
me a Ren^gada, he alone knows the Truth; andwi^h- 
oat reproaching me with my Melancholy, has done 
his utmoft tO'di^ofe it. The fame R^pe^ said Com- 
plaifancehas alwaysacomipaniedhit Adtions^ and you 
yottrielveshavebeenWitne^esof mylY^wer, byhis grant- 
ing me without Hefitation your Lives. I knew yoti> 
again the flrf^ Moment I (aw your Faces, and fhould< 
have difcoverM myfelf Yeftaerday, but had a mind to 
know whether my Memory was yet* dear. The& are 
my unhappy Adventures^ but tliis is not all I have to 
fay : • You muft, my dear Thibauit^ in order to regain 
your Wife and Liber^, expofe your Li& to frelh Dan- 
gers: Speak, doyouthinkmewoithyoffogreataTer^ 
timony of your continued Love and Tendfcmefs^? You* . 
cannot make a doubt of it, anfweredite, without beii^. 
guilty of a greater Offence than all yom* Diibadtion 
made you aft— -——I fwear to you> my dear Princefs» 
by the Pleafure I had in obtaining you of your Father, 
by the Felicity I enjoy *d in being belov'd by you, by 
nsf Misfortune, and by the Joy I feel in feeing you again, 
that I never ^adored you with more Ardowr than I now 
F 6 do. 
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do.«^Fear not therefore to explain yourfelf, command ' 
me, difpoie of me as yon pleaie. . The fair Sultanefs '• 
was charm'd with this tender AiTarance; and there be- 
ing nobody prefent that (he fufpe^ked, (he s^ain embraced . 
her much lov'd Hufband, and then told him what (he 
had propofed to the Sultan. It is of the utmoft Import* . 
ance, added ihe, that you fhould gain his Confidence 
by fome itgnal Service^ that my Defigns nu^ the better . 

fucceed h.c has aJready loft (evmi Battles^ through 

the ill Comlud of his Generals ; but if you fight lor him^ • 
I doubt not of the Viftory :— -He cannot thenrefiife 
you his Efteem, which will enable me to put my Pro- 
jeft in Execution, .j 

Th B Count and Tbibavlt approv'd of what ihe faidp ' 
but the young Prince begg'd &e would contrive it (b^ 
that he might accompany his Brother to the Army, hi* 
youthful Heart burning with Impatience to behold /a 
noble a Sight; but the Queen told him fhe could not 
pofiibly gratify thofe Teftimonies of fo early a Courage^ 
tho'' fhe admir*d them, becaufe (he had ^ven her Pro- 
mife to the Suitauy that both he and his Father fhould 
remain at Court as Hoftages for the Fidelity oiTbihault. 
' After fome further Dlfcourfe, and renewed Em- 
braces, ihfi ordered them to retirr, k grx>wing towards 
the Hour in whick the Sultan was ufed to^ vifit her^ 
They were fcarce out of the Room, before that Prince 
entered; and having aiiL*d her if the valiant Captive* 
agreed with her IntenticMis : Yes, my Lord, replied, 
ihe, he is impatient to exptefs by his Services the grate- 
ful Senfe he has of his Obligations to ns. The Sultan . 
inunediatelycommanded theyihould allthree be brought 
before him, and obferving them more heedfuUy thaii< 
he had done before,, was infinitely charm'd with theic 
good Mien: The venerable Age, and commanding.. 
Afpefk of the Prince of Pontlfieu, excited his Refpe£l ; 
the Beauty and Vivacity of the young Prince^ his Ad- 
miration ; but in the nd>le Air, and manly Graces .of 
the accomplifh'd Tkihault, he fancied h^ difcover*d an .

them on, and attended that Prince at Dinner, whofaw 
him with Pleafure. They difcours'd on the different 
Methods of* making War, and the Sultan found his 
new GiHtral te confummsfte in the Art, that he afiured

« Men of his Const. The reft of the Day was employed 

ia reviewing the Troops that were in Almeria. As he 
was to go the next, he begged of the Sultane/s by Say ' 
da^ that he might be permitted to bid her adieu with- .

equal- Ardour, appointed Night for the Interview t-^ * 
fo when all was quiet in the Palace, he was introduced 
by that faithful Slave into the Apartment of his dear . 
Princefs. Then it was, that this long ieparstted Huf* 
band andWife, now more in love, ifpdiible, than erer, 
renewM their Proteilations of everlafting AflFedion, 
and, forgetting the reft of the World, gavealoofe to 
the Raptures of being once mon blefs'd, and the foft 
Hope of re-uniting themielves, no more to be divided 
-— ^The beft part of the Night pafs'd away in thefe 
IVanfportt, and Day would have ibrpnad them, had 
not Sayda^ given them notice it was time to port. The 
Sultanefi wept| and ThihauU was extremely mov*d ; but 
Reafon re-afiuming its Empire, they embracing, bid 
each other adieu, begging Heaven they might ibon 
meet again. He went not to Bod» empdoying the re- 
maining Hours in talcing leayebf the Count de Ponthtoi^ 
and the young Prince his Son.-*-He recommended his 
dear Princefs to the formei*) entreating him to neglefl 
no Oj^rtonities of beingwith her. He then repaired * 
to the SuJtan^ to receive- his laft Commands, axid fet 
out with a Chearfttlnefs thatieem^d to prefage Succefs. 
DvMVQ his Abfenoe» the- watchful Pbiicyof the 
fair Sttltauefi contrivM to acquire a great number of 
Creatures, ready to undertake every thmg to ferve her ; 
ihe caufed feveral Favours to be conferrM on them, thn>* 
the Interdl the Count had with the Sultan. He was 
now grown prodigioufly in hisFavour.-— *— The Sultan- 
ufed frequently to divert himfelf with hunting, it waa 
an Exercife he extremely loved, and the Count under- 
(Itoding it perfedly, was always oneof the Party.———

Vidories Tbibault had gainM over the Enemies, in- 
creafed the Sukan-s Bfteem of the two Hoftages. Three 
Months pafled thus, with creating new Friends on the 
Queen's Side, and CcHifidence on the Sultan*^ ; but the 
}<yy of both, tho' for different Reafons, was compleated, 
when a Courier arrivM with the News that the con- 
quering Tbihault had entirely vanquifli'd, cut the whole 
Army of ihe Foe in pieces^ kiU*d their Piinco with hia . 

own 
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own H^nd; and liot only recdKcr'd the Dominions the^: 
h^d taken fcosi.the Sultan,, put alfo added tiiat of tke 
hfili Invader to bis Empire. .-"-Tiiere glorious Adions 
were figsaliz'd in Almeria }^y great Rejoj^cings ; — -«• 
ilptbing wa^.talkM of, butthe Bravery of the Captive, 
aiid the Obligations both A^ing and People had to him. 
As for him, when h/e fojund no more Enemies to com- . 
bat, he. made hafte to garrifon the conquered Places, 
a|i4 having dc|>ttfced: fuch Governors as. he thought 
if^re faithful, retum^d. in Triumph to ^/««^^/4. The* 
Sultan receiv'd him as his Guardian-Angel, relior*d 
him his Liberty, and prefs'd him taaccepc of the great* 
eft Places in his Empire, if he would change his Reli- 

5 ion ; but the. oth.cr gave hin; tQ underhand, tho* with 
lie greateft Refped, that he could not embrace his 
Favours, but afTur'd him he would day at his Court as 
l9ng as he ihould^e wanted. This Refufal was fo>fac. 
from inceniing^, that the Sultan gave, him the greater 
Bfteem for it ; and this illaftrious Warrior became fo~ 
coniiderable at. the Court of Aimer ia\ that nothing was- 
done. but by his Advice, The Sultanefs finding the 
Succcfs of her Proieft, now thought it time to put the 
iiniihing Stroke to it.—; — She pretended to be with-. 
Child, and that the Air oi Almtria did not agree with 
her: A ^^^'^tf?^^ Phyfician, that ihe had gain'd to her 
Intereft, afTur'd the ^»//<7/r that her Life would be in 
Danger, if ihe did not remove from where (he was. 
ThatPrincc, alarmed by the Tendemefs he had for her, \ 
begged her to make choice of any of his Houfes.of . 

Pleafurcto go and rcfidein. The Sultanefi pitch'd 

on. one which was by the Sea-fide, and the Way to 

which was by Sea. The Sultan immediately gave 

Orders for the equipping a. Galley, and the Queen took 
care to fill it with Perfons entirely devoted to her In- 
tereft.— -When every thing was ready, fhe begged 
the Sultan that ihe might be accompany 'd thither by 
the French Cavalier, for the Security of herPeifon; as 
for the Count di Pontbku and his Son, there was no 
Occafion for afking leave for their Attendance, becaufb 
they beloi^M hnmediately to ^er.'-^The Sultan made

nafcruple of granting every thiag fhe deiired, and (tie 
embark'd with her Father, her firot)iery and Hufband>' 
and the faithful Sayda ; taking with her a Son of feven 
Years old, which (he had by the 5i///fl», leaving in ^A 
meria a Daughter that was ilill at the Breaft. Heaven 
feem'd to favour their Defigns, they were no fooner 
got to Sea, than our Warriors, feconded by the Queen** 
Creatures, oblig'd the Slaves of the Galley to row 
dircdUy to Brindet, where they happily arrived. The 
Princefs.gave XhtChriftian Slaves their Liberty, and 
put in their places all the Saracens (he could purchafe^ 
with Orders to give the Sultan the following Letter.

*which is the only thing in 'which your Heroic Virtues. are

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The Suitan faw the Galley return, and receir'd the 
Princefs's Letter while fhe was prbfecuting her Journey 
to Rome; he was inconceivably afflifted at the News, 
but his Reafon at length getting the better of his De- 
fpair he. endeavoured to comfort himfelf. by tranfplant- 
ing all the Tendernefs he had paid the Mother to the 
little Daughter. In the mean time, our illuftrious Fu- 
gitives arrived at Rcme, where they were recciv''d' by 
the Pofeyriih extraordinary Honours; and after having' 
reconciled the Princefs of Say da to the Bofom'oF' the 
Church, they departedj loaded with Prefents and Fa*^ 
vours^ to Ponthieu^ where* the unanimous Joy of the- 
People for their Return is not to be exprefs'd.

X^yaiid'e, added (h^, 
the Intereft of your Heart, and con(ult nothipg but the 
Noblencfs and tiumanity of your Soul ; and by. thit 
Effort, fprceXr^rp^tpaouiowlcdge, that ;iobody but 

Tbelamont 
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Vhelimont can de^rve Urania, Saich engaging Per- 
fnafions had the EfFed they merited; the enaroour'd 
7helamont promised to ad with Vigour, and that if 
Geront (hould foil of confeffing, as he ought, the Fa- 
vour, yet by doing it he fhould think himiclf blefs'd in 

• convincing her of the Difintereftednefs and Purity of his 
Affe^Hon. They then agreed that he (hould depart 
immediately about it ; and whatever Grief it was to 
deprive themfelvcs of the Pleafure of being together, 
the Gxeatnefs of their Souls permitted them not, on 
this Occafion, to exprefs any Regret. 

The Family was foon -appriz'd that Thelatnont was

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Sigh, I can't tell how the Prefen^e or Abfehce of 7he- 
' lamont can be of any Confeqaence to your Fame, fince 
here ftill remain Witneffcs enough of your Prudence, 
and my Refpedi, to preferve it from ^y Sufpicion. 
No matter, anfwer'd Felicia^ Urania and Theiamont 
behave themfelves with fo much Wifdom and Virtue, 
that by them I am refolv'd to diredl my Adions, — — 
Tho' none of us but know ihty love each other ten- 
derly, yet both preferve that Decorum and Refcrve, 
that we admire their Paflion, without being able to 
blame it. — Let us then imitate them, Orophanes^ and 
by our Cbnduft render ourfelves worthy the Efteem of 
two fuch extraordinary Friends. Felicia fpoke this in 
' io abfolute a' Manner, that Orof banes durft offer no 
mo{e in Oppoiition ; fo joining wit^ the reft of the 
. Company, he iaid he would accompany 7heiamontp 
and not return till he did.'

the 'better pardon it, I afTure you, faid F/onnda, we 
do not at all blame you-*-we always find a Pleafure iA 
followitig the Motions of your Heart, fmce in what 
Situation i'oever it be^ it has always a thoufand Charms. 
Urania thank'd her for fo kindly excufing what flie 
could look on no otherwise than as a Weaknefs : But, 
I believe,, added fhe, till Dinner-time we may divert 
ourfelvcs in hearing the Story oi ^aladin^ ii Felicia 
will give us t]ie Pleafure of reading it to us. I am 
ready, reply 'd fhe, on condition that, to prevent our 
being interrupted, we retire into the Wood. Her 
Friends approv'd of her Propofal, and being got thi- 
ther, and aJl feated in the pleafanteil Part of it, Felicia 
took out the Paper which Orepbanes had left with her, 
and in the moil graceful Manner rea^ tliefe Words. 




I'be Adventures of Saladin, Sultan of 

IDom't undertake to tell you the Life oi Saladin i 
you know by the Hiftory which Florinda has re- 
lated to you, that he is defcended from a French Prin- 
cef^. It feem*d as if Nature, notwithilanding the Su- 
perllitions of his Religion, which he imbibed with hii^ 
Milk, had endow'd him with all the Virtues requifitc 
to make him worthy of his illufbrious filrth ; he was 
generous, magni£cent, affable, friendly, a Lover of 
Virtue and great Adlions, and more capable of per- 
forming '^m than a great many of thofe he endeavour^ 
to imitate : He was a £ood Soldier, great Captain, as 
able in Peace as in War, and a mod refin'd Politician. — ■' 
This is a fmall Sketch of the Charadler of that Saladin^ 
of whofe Life I (hall give you but one Incident, as a 
G 4 fufficicnt 
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fu&ieftt Teftimony of the Greatnefs of his Soul and 
Ccncrofity. 

He had concluded a Triacc with the Chriftians, and 
Was willing to make ufc of it. By travelling incognita 
throagh Europe ; and, in Perfon, to fee and know the 
Strength of the Chriftian Princes in league againfthiin. 
The Dangers of fuch an Enterprize could not deter him 
from endeavouring to make iiimfelf Mailer of the Ad- 
vantages of it. He embark'd in the Habit of sm Armenian 
Merchant, attended by fifteen of the principal Lords of 
his Court, all difguis'd in th^ fame Manner, and provided 
with a great Number of Diamonds, which they exposed 
to Sale, the better to appear for what they feem'd. 
^i'hcy iirfl landed at Venice^ and from thence palling to 
Solohia thro' a Wood, at the Clofe of the Evening they 
met with the Count of Beniivolio returning from Hunt- 
ing. This Lord feeing Strangers, without a Guide, ready 
'to -ftrike into the tJiickeft Part of a Foreft where Thieves 
every Day attack'd and murder'd PalTengers, accoHed 
*em, made 'em fcn£ble of the Danger they were in, and 
defired *em for that Night to accept of his CaiUe, and 
in the Morning he would caufe 'em to be condudled to 
Bohnia, and at the fame time made known to *em \i}A 
Na me and Quali ly . Our pretended Armenians em brac'd 
his Invitations. After many reciprocal Civilities on the 
Way, the Count took notice that the rell of the Arme- 
tians paid very great Refpedl to Saladin 5 dnd as his 
Perfon had a certain Air of Grandeur and^^efty, which 
Princes cannot hide, the Count conceiv d a more than 
ordinary Regard for him, which increas'd in Proportion 
it he conversed with him ; for Saladin and his Retinue* 
talking venr good Italian, he eafily difcover'd his good 
Senfe and Undcrftanding. Th^yftwi arriv'd at theCa-- 
rtle, where the Countcfe being appriz-'d of her Hufband's 
Intentions, received 'em with a particular Civility. 

Afi-er Supper they were conduced to magnificent 
Apartments j but having an Inclif^ati^n to find out who 
tTiey were, fromthe &r^ Moment believing they were of 
a Quality fuperior td what they pretended, he invited 
*em to hunt wit& him the next Morning i which being 

affented 
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ailibited to, T^ had fbU the becter Oppdr tonfty of^Ufco^ 
verihg the Merits of his illufb-ioos Gueils. From one A- 
muiement to another he diverted *^em for three Days^ 
and \vas> in that Tinie» §0 charm'd with the Wit and 
grateful fiehavioar oiSaladin^ that the Thoughts of be- ' 
log feparatedfrom him feemM painful. I'he feign'd Ar^ 
iMimuMsV^k aifo a particular Friei^dfhip for him^ and ex- 
prefs^d a ^reit Tendcmeie for the yOiing Marquis of 
Sintitvdidy the Cdant and Coumefs-s Sen: But Setla-' 
dln^ who had greater Vvewt than Pleafure in his Headj*- 
was reiblv'd to purfne his jjoarney v and not being wil- 
Jfaig to depart without goring his noble Hoftfi fome Tef-- 
timoiues of his Eileem^ he &fired the Count to permit 
Kim to make a Prefent to his \4^^^ of (bmeAing that 
inightiprefervehhn aPkoein her Rdtnembratice. Thli 
doUcmiaded Gebtlaoiad was very anwf Iling to itonfent,. 
but being prefs'd^ at hft foUitkced^ and Bakidtfi^^t^ 
]Mf a Diamond dfifo great a Vaiuti, that (he. Who only 
expeA«daaiilit%PieceofGallaiitry of noConfequence^ 
ve&6^d it: £at he afiuring her» that he (hoold take her 
Denial as an Affront, and that what feem'd to her as ifc 
aii^nificent Pfefent^ was sothing in compari(bn of what 
he would .williftgly have done in Retani fdr their Ci vili - ' 
ticsr md^iiiAmN infiftddfo hat^dTotnely on her taking" 
it, that'^eCc^is was i<ai^^ to-make her accept it. She^ 
6n her Side, being willing to ^fprefs the Gratitude and 
E^em fhe hadfei- BaiatHfr, made him aPrefent of a 
Bngnifictnt Veft/embroider'd with Qold, and enrtch'd 
with Pe«is» which ih» heriblf had workM^ and defign'd 
Ibr the Coant herHoftand. Saioelin was chatm'd with^ 
if^ andby hisMaaxfer of reeeii^ingit, plaiidy (hew'd that 
liie 'Ftieiidihlp of the Olver wis dearer to him than any 
thing>^-^«*^t l9dgdl,.patt they niafif^ thio^* with aiii 
Iqtial RekeibKneeHMi h>oth Sides. 
' THKtk>taklk)g feave of elich Other was mevfng t 
%£^dlH d^aA^ with-his P.etmae, to Which the Count 
added a Gentleman and aOitard, to eonduA them to» 
Jb/9;vA9r Wish Saiety.^*^-^The feign'd Merchants^ de«^ 
Wii their Guidid toHiew *ek the beft Ihn-in the Tewn t 
tht Qmdemaikairiil*4 them %hat he wooki^ ami kd'ena 
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to a (lately Palace^ where they were regaTd widi t&e 
utihoil Magnificence. — Saladiny furpriz'd at this AcU. 
venture, afk'd the Meaning of ic^but could get nothing, 
out of the Gentleman, 'till it was explained by the Ar- . 
rival of the Count and. Countefs of Benti'voHo ; who^ 
willing to put him into a little pleafing Aftonilhment, 
had causM him to be carried to their Palace ; the CaMe 
where before they had been entertained, being only a 
retiri|ig Place, which, at fome Seafons of the Year> 
they chofe to refide in, for the Benefit of the Air* 

SJLADIN was extremely delighted with this Piece 
of Gallantry, and exprefs'd his Gratitude by a thoufand 
Acknowledgments. The Count ihew'dhim all the Beau- 
ties of that great and opulent City. There happened 
to be a Tournament, in Which Saladhf and the Lords- - 
. of his Court, appeared with fo much Magnificence and. 
Addrefs, that they carried the greateft Honour of it; and 
Bobody queftion'd, bi^t that thofe ^u&ious Strangers, 
were much above the Rank they would have pafs'd for. 

Afte a he had ftaid eight Days in^Boloma^ he fet for- 
ward on his Journey, vowing an eternal Friendihip for 
the Count and Countefs ; who» on their Side» were fen-, 
fibly touched at the Separation : And the more io^ be.- 
caufe they could not by all their InduHry difirovec who» 
lie was, and had littieHope of ever feeing him again. 

SJLJDINre^Alr'd to Rome,, and from thence,, thro* 
tbe Courts of all the C^}?y«« Princes, maki»g him- 
felf a Judge of what he might ejeped fronv fueh power* 
ful Enemies; this done, he returned to his own Domi- 
nionsy to prepare for War, whew, with firmnefs, hm - 
cxpeded the Chrijtian Anny^ whkh met wi^h the un-» 
fortunate Succefs that Hiftory informs as of ; oorlforciea 
being defeated and dcftroyed by thai pOweiiol. and ln«» 
trepid Foe. The Count <if BentHeliir who was one of 
thofe who had tsQcen up the Crofs,. was made Prifoner, 
and on dividing the Slaves^ he fell into the Hands of a 
Grandee ofJSala/Sn^s Court; where, having con<:eal*4 
his Name and Quality, he was emplqy^d about the mean- 
eftOffices. AsHonting was theCount'sftvonriteDiver* 
fion, he took notice (hat his Matter^ yaho was alio ex- 

trcmeljr 
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trcmcly fond of k^ had great Numbers of fine Dogs ; bnt 
not being broke as our European Packs, they loft a great 
deal of their Merit, He undertook it,, without men- 
tioning it to any .body, to break fix of them; ^d fuc- 
ceeded fo well, that his Matter, to whom he pelcnted 
them, was charm'd with the Change he found in them : 

-= the Count told him, that if he would give him his 

Liberty, he would engage to make all his Hounds as 
much under Command as thefe fix. The Saracen Lord^ 
promised he would,.and fet hipn to Work ; the Countl))f; 
this Means leiTea'd the Severity of his Captivity, this 
Bufinefs appearing to him more noble than what he had 
formerly been employed in. — He acquitted himfelf in 
a very little Time of his Promife, having broke the 
ivhole beautiful Pack. ThtSaraceHV/9s fo well pleas*d^. 
that he gave him great Rewards, but afTur'd him 'iwas 
not in. his Power to reftore him to his Liberty. 'Tis. 
eafy to believe this NeWs was a prodigious Shock to ' 
the Hopes that he had been flattered with, and that he 
ftood in need of all his Reafon and Philofophy, to en- 
able him to fubmit to his Deftiny ;,bu£ there is nothing. 
fo much entitles one tathe A^lihince of Heaven, as p;L- 
tient fuffering what the^divine Decree is pleased to ixtr 
flidt: Such.a.Perfon rarely, if ever, is difappointed in his. 
Hope of Redrefs. The Count reap'd the Benefit of his 
Refignation, and all the Affli£iions heat prefcnt laboured 
under, ferv'd but to endear approaching Happincfs. 

SJLJDIN having JieaLvd great Talk of his Minif- 
ter*s fine Pack of Hounds, and under what a prodigiouft 
Difcipline they were, order*d him to bring his Haming^- 
Equipage, that he migttt partake the Diveriion withr 
imi : The Lord obey'd, and gave Orders to the Count 
that every thing might be ready. If e had Reafon to be 
iatisfied, for the Dogs performed Wonders ; and the Su/^ 
tan being tranfported, would know by what Means ha 
had rendered fo numerous a Pack of Hounds fo obedii^ 
ent. The Saracen Grandee own'd to him, that he had a 
C^r/^f>« Slave, who, in hopes of his Liberty, had broke 
*em for him ; and that the firHTime he had hunted with 
.^enij.hc had lookUos it as a Prodigy. Paladin begg'd 
G6 t£a 
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the Slave of ^im, that he rniight do the feme Servite for 
him, and commanded ke ihould be brought to him. He 
came; but how great was his Adonifhrnent^ when, ifl 
the Perfon of the Slave, he found the Count of ^r/r//- 
.*volio / his GeneroTity and-Friendfhip made him fee Him 

in Fetters with the utmoft Concern. Hisfirft 

Thought was to cittch him in his Arms, but refkding on 
the Confequences of fuch an Action, he reftrain'd hita- 
ftlf, iho* not without Pain. The whole Court took no- 
tice that there was a vaft Alteration in his Countenance, 
but none guefsM at the meaning of it; Chance having 
orderM it fo, that not one of the Lords, who attended 
him in his Travels, was prefent.^ Saladin afk*d the 
Count in Italian^ his Country, Quality, Age, and the 
Condition of his Family, and his own Eflate : He fatis- 
£ed him in every Particular, his Name and Quality 
excepted. Tlie Sultan fmiled at hb Ahfwer?, and then 
siik'dhim, if he would undertake to takecare of his 
Pack of Hounds. — ^The Count trembled with Horrorat 
the Propofal, forefeeing, that when he ihould be once 
the Sultan' i Slave, there could be no further Hoped of 
regaining his Liberty, either by Ranfbm or Exchange. 
Sala^tt, who heedflilly obferved his every Motion, per- 
^eiv*d the Trouble he was in ; and beine willing to pat 
lUi End to it, I promife you, faid he, ^ou fucceed tA 
wdl as y6u have done, I wiU give you your Liberty* 
and J^fwear to it by Mahomet, The Count re- aiTur^d by 
that Oath, which is inviolable among the Saracens^ told 
the Sultan he was^ ready to obey him. 

SALADIN ordered him to be lodg'd in hi* own Pa* 
hce ; bat the Amazement the Comit was in, at feeing 
himfelf conducted into a magnificent Apaitment, is not 
fo be exprefsM. He was fo tzi from being treated as a 
Slave, when he came t^ere, that he found feveral at his 
Command, who attended onhimafttr xhtEurvpean 
Manner. His Surprizae was ftiU increased, when going 
ibout to teach the Dogs, he found he had only the Trou* 
ble of dxfciplining them, as he itnght have done his owii 
for his Diverfion— -twenty Slaves bfeing always ready 
ID wait on hint, and obey him; He \m d^ht Days in 
^ ' this 
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this Situation, eacb of which was difUnguifli'd by foiao 
Pireient from the Sultan. So many Favours^ and, as he 
thought, unmerited, made him tremble, left they (hoaki 
be the Bribe to fomething, the Performance of which 
would have been worfe than Slavery. In the mean time,, 
the eight Days being expirM, ^^/a^/« gave the fifteen 
Lords who had travelled with him. Notice to attend him, 
and orderM the Count to appear before him. He was in- 
troduced into the Royal Clofet, wherelie found the Sul* 
tan alone,-\Who looking fixedly on him, and perceiving 
bis Eyes were caft down, as ruminating on the Sequel of 
this Adventure, Lift up your Eyes, laid he to him, and 
fee if you do not remember the Face of the Sidtan of 
Egypt t Sir, replied the Count, with more Afitirance, ydu* 
have Features which are not unknown to me^ and tho^ 
there are but few Men of your auguft Prefence^ yet I 
have feen one who had the Honour to refemble you ; but 
whether it be an Effedl of my Memory, or Imagination 
only, you fee at your Feet a Cbriftian^x Slave pcrfe^y 
fenfible of yourGoodnefs ; the Reafon <tf itis unknown 
to me, but my whole Ambition is to deferve and ac^ 
knowledgte it« I'hat you may eafily do, refum'd the 
Snitaftf but firfl, added Ive, do you not know this I^ec^. 
of Workf flifwiogJiim the Veft which he had receiv*d 
ftotCL the Countefs. The Count felt fomething at his 
Heart at theife Words, and the Sight of the Garmt^nt, 
which cannot be well accounted for : —A Comfofioa* 
^f^deas ruih^d at once upon him,^ and as he could not 
immediately diftinguifh which was real, or which ilia* 
Hve, fo could he not aifume Prefence enough of Mind, to 
beg to be infi»D(i'd. At laft> Alas ! iaid he, how can 2' 
but know fb. precious a Work! I owi^ Sir» that Veil 
cam^ itottk one who is united tame by Ties nevertbbe 
diifolv'd; it was defignM forme, butwtthmyX^cmfent 
fhe prefentedit to an iUuftrtous Stranger for whom w« 
both had a particukurEfteenk.^ 

SJLJDIN, at this Declaration, could no longer con* 

tain himfelf, but fnatching the Count into his AnpM^ 

It is I, my dear Count, cried he. It is I who am that

Vfho Kas never met wfth fo grett an'Aflliftton, as tn^ 
being ignorant of your Slavery ; you ibould never have 
undergone it, my Gratitude and Friendfliip fhoukl have 
been the only Chains to have retained yott. 
During this obliging Difcourfe, the Count exprefs'd 
his Joy by a thoufand Tranfports of Tendemefs and 

Kefpedt this one Moment made him forget his' 

Misfortunes, and he re£um'd the SuUan's Carefles as . 
paffionately as he beftow'd them on him. After having 
allowed a fuBident Time to the teflifying the mutual 
Friendihip each had for the other. Receive, this Day, 
faid SalaMfij the Reward of that Generofity I found 
from you without knowing me, I reftore you to your 
Liberty > but I won't fuffer you to leave me, tiH I have, 
loaded you with Honours and Riches in thcPrefence of 
my whole Court. Then having cairdin the Lords,, 
who with Impatience expe^ed the End of this Confe- 
rence : Behold, faid he to them,, the generous Count 
oiBenti'vlio^ who entertain^dus at his Palaces fo mag- 
nificently f fhew by your Friendihip to him, they of, 
Egypt are not \e& hofpitable and grateful than thofe.of. 
Bolonia. Thefe Words were attended by a general. 
Acclamation, each ibiving who fhpulH embrace hin, 
firft ; never was there a greater or fincerer* Joy. 

Abtbr. Salatkn had publi&*d to all his; Court, ther 
Obligirionshe had to the Count, he. ordered hkncfump- 
tuous Equipages, and a (lately PaUice; and tre^ed him 
in themoft fplendid Manner. I know, faid the Sultan t(K 
him one Day, the Love yon hear your illuftrious Coun- 
tds« and your Tendemefs fon your amiable Son; but give 
three Months to my Friend&]p,that Time expired, yoa. 
fliall depart,attd I'Utask fbr yourRanfom,added.heJpii2T 
]&g,but one Favoux, which will be eafy for youio grant*. 

TfUE Coont"^ extreme Defir^ to feehisFamily, would, 
have made him glad to have had it m his Power tO: 
have refused him \ but fuch Marks of Friendihip, from^ 
te great a Prince, would not fuffer him to difobey ; and 
he yfdded to his Entreaties. During this Time, the Sul • 
fan ordered a Veifel to be equipped, .laden .with immenitf 
Jlichesj, aad alt Crovifion^ wo^bry for rendnng tha 
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Vo|«ge commodiotts. The Hour for parting }>ehig 
come, Saladin faid to the Count, all that Friehdfhip 
could dictate to a generous Soul : Well, my dear Count 
sdded he, do you think yourfelf capable of a great Proof 
of your Regard? I afk it of you with all the Ardour that 
a true and perfedt Friend can be fenfible of; which is, 
that a& foon as you have fettled your Affairs in Itaiy^ 
you will return, and bring me too the Counted, and 
your Son, that I may fhewthem, as well as you, fome 
Marks of my Efteem : This is your Ranfom, dear Ben^ 
ti'voliof donotrefnfe it to a Prince who loves you above 
all Mankind.

tefs welcomed her long-abfent Lord. The firft tumuU 
tuous Tranfpofts of their Meeting ever, he i]iform*d 
her of his Adventure and the Psomife he had made 
Salaam which (he no fooner heard, than ihe was im- 
patient he fhonld make it good, that (he might thanfe 
that Prince for aU kis Favours, and in particular, for 
reftoring to her what was ta dear, that Life widiout 
him ieem'donty a lingering Death. 

Tkeir AfBiks being adjufted, they emhark'd with 
j0VLng,Bentivo/io, and arrived at the 'SuJtan^t Cour^ 
who received them with an inexpreflible Joy. 
He entertain*d the Countei^ in as elegant a Manner as 
he would have done the greateii Emprefs, only with 
more Tendernefs; and the young Marquis received a 
Ihpufand Marks of his Kiniloefs. He niade fome mo- 
deft Efforts to engage the Counted his Family to fta^ 
with him, and i^ngfe their Religion, promifinghim 
the greatefl Places in his Kingdom; but he made thui 
Danand only aa a Fhend who wiih'd,it fi>, wkhoiit 
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any Tetm duit might mklee the otkar{fxfpt& tha^yn!^ 
Danger in refttfiog ; which obiiged the Qonnt to aofwer 
with the &tne Confidence. He chank'd him for his Of- 
fers, which he told htm he knew were defigitM only for 
his Adva&tAge ; and iiaviairlet him fee the Iiitpoiibilit/' 
of what he defir'dy the Bultan prefs'd him no farther,, 
and only employ M himfi^ in tudag care to load himt 
sind his Famil/ with rich Prcfenti. He detain'd 'em as*; 
l9i^ashecottldpoflibI/9 bntiuKfiiigy^atlcihgthy given.. 
'em Leave to return to -Moifj^ they cuak .Jwme with 
fiich exceffive Riches, diat tliry have fince made their 
Defcetidanti Sovereigns of Bdmia.

bear Anilitig at Camilla^ Difcoarfe; and returiuAg b^r 
CareiTes, hud alide her Book, Filida and Fiotitida 
did the iame, to pleafeh^: Since you are to com- 
plaifant, faid CsfniJJa, I fhduld be glad to convkice y<m 
that the Diver£ioB6 of die Mind are not diftaftefel to me, 
fince I hare with Fleaftu^e and Attention read a Pafikge 
in PJ!?IU the Ji^ among his fimbaffies, which mi^es 
me extremely condemn thof« that cherifh Adulation and 
Flattery : He mentions a Man, none of the Wifeft, who 
faid, that fined they who take care of the Flocks are 
not Brutes, as thofb are, but of a more excellent Na^ 
ture; of Confequence they who command over Men, 
and are fo ftridiy obcy'd by them, could not be only 
Men, but Gods. Is not this way of arguing, added Ca^ 
tnillay a moft infolem Piece of Flattery ? How many 
Princes do we meet with in Hiflory^ addrn'd with great 
Virtues, but who Were eclipfed by their Attention to 
Flattery \ and may we not condiKie, that to the Efxceft 
of this Flattery is owing the Apothebfis of ib many P«- 
gan Princes ? Your Aitiif^on, faid Uranwy is juft, but 
Policy hasoftner had a Hand in the Method among thd 
Antients of deifying their Sovereigns, than the Flattery 
you talk of. This Sdrt of Adoration maintained the 
People within the Bounds of their Duty, and rendered 
the Monarch formidable even after his Death. In thii*, 
faid Feliciaj I admire the San£Vity and Force of oUP 
' Religion ; which not allowing of thofe Apotheofes, haa 
otherwife as well eftablifh'd the Authority of our Prin^ 
ces, that they may much more eafily abufe it, if they 
plcafe, than thofe deified Kings or Emperors could.- 
We have fome, tho' but few. Examples of Princes, faid 
Fhrinda, that hated Flattery, and even fome of the 
mod vicious too in other things. 

TIBERIUS, the moft cruel of all the Ramet» Em- 
perors, valued himfelf on being eloquent : The Senate^ 
to pleafe him, adjudged hipi the Prize ; but that Prince^ 
'thinking the Flattery too grofs, refufed it, and by fo 
doing, acquired more Honour, than the Senate ofFer'd 
him. Alexander d\A much the fame thing, added C^- 
intlla, for a certain Perfon having writ his Hiftory fill*d 
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with Anions that were incredible, and. a C6ntintied 
Scene of Flattery, making Virtues of his gveateft Vices ^ 
and reading it to him as he pafsM the River Araxisy. 
that Prince threw the Book into the Water with the 
greateft Indignation, and ordered the Author never 
«nore to appear before hini. But Cleontes^ the Hifto- 
rian, having wrote the Life of the fame Prince witii 
«xa^ Truth, he receivM it with Pleafure, thank'd him, 
honoured him with his Fi-iendihip, heaping BeYie£ts oa 
him, in return, he faid, for having defcribM Jlexan* 
der fuch as he really was. If every body, faid Urania^ 
would do themfelves the fame Jultice, they would foon 
arrive at Perfection, the Knowledge of ourfelves being, 
the greatefl Proof of Wifdom; and this puts me in 
mind of one who deferves to be chronicled amongr _ 
tho(e of the moil famous Heroes, One of our Kinga 
deiigning to honour the Sieur ek Coujfy with the Sword 
of Con&ble of France^ he refufed it; reprefenting to 
the King that for a Dignity of fuch vaft Importknce, 
It was not only requiiite to be a Man of Vigour, but 
that Vigilance ought to btf added to his other Abilities, 
and that his great Age having left him only his Zeal 
and Courage, he thought himfelf unWorthy of it. The 
King, who knew him to be a faithful Subjed, defir^d 
him to name foine one whom he thought more worthy 
of the Poft. Ctkuffy^ without hefitating, named his 
greateft Enemy. The King furprizM to hear him 
recommend a Man with whom he knew he was at en- 
mity, told him, he thought he would have nam'd one 
that was his Relation, and who, I know, faid he, de- 
ferves it. He docs fo, reply'd CouJJyy but hc*s next to 
him I firfl mentioned. The whole Court admired thia 
piece of Juflice and Generoiity, and it afterwards oc« 
cafion'd the Reconciliation of thefe two illuflrious Ene- 
mies. Hiftory, in making the Elogium of this Hero^ 
places this AdUon of his above all his Exploits in War. 

As (he ended thefe Words, (he was told, a Gentle- 
man defired to fpeak with her from dlimenay a Lady 
of the fame Village in which Urania*^ Houfe was ; and 
when ihe had ordered his Admittance, Icome, Madam»

and yonr Friends will honoar her with your Company 
at a Country Feaft that is to be to-night at her HotiTe:

. X herds ihould have any thing in their Lives^which 
{nerit your Attention, and to hear me r^^teferious Ad* 
Vultures in a Language, the Simplicity of which c^ 
have bull few^ Graces for you; but I hape yon wUl e;^- 
eufe n^y Faults, on the- Account of my Obedience. 

Amoko the many Shepherds in this Country, my 
Father has been always look'd upon as the richeH; he 
is caird £r^tf/?i/j, and, if the Innocence of the Woods 
l^oald allow me to be vain enough to go back to the 
Source of my. Family, I Ihould among the Number of 
my Relations, find Names confiderable enough to fatisfy 
thoie who refpe£l Birth more than Virtue ; but iiaving 
1 * inherited 
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infecfitcd none of thdr Fortune; I fliall only give my- 
felf for what I am. Ergaftus never had any other 
Child than myfelf j I was two Years old (for it is now 
twenty Years ago) when a neighbouring Shepherd, a 
Friend of my Father's, faw arrive at hisii^fe a magni* 
ftcent Equipage and Chariot, in which was a Man>^ 
who, by his Air and Drefs, feem^d to be of a diftin- 
guifh^d Rank. Palemon, for that was the Shepherd's 
Name, aikMhim, with great Refpedt^ what had brought 
Kim thither. The Unknown took him aiide, and told 
him, that knowing he was poor but hoiieft, he had 
made choice of him to repofe a Truft in, that fhould 
make his Fortune ; then having caufed one of his At<v 
tendants to approach, who held in his Arms an Infant 
not three Months old— This is the Charge, continued 
he, for which I confide in your Fidelity to educate 
with Care, either as your own, or a Relation of yours. 
-^Yott (hall call her /fi7r/f»^,— here is wherewith to 
defray the Expence you (hall be at : (With thefc Words, 
he gave him a large Purfe of Gold, and a Caiket of 
Jewels.) If your Money fails, faidhe, before you fee me^ * 
have recourfe to ihtvti But T will foon be with you 
again, and (hall continue frequently to vifit you, and 
when I take her from you, wiH reward you amply ; all 
I deiire is, that you will conceal by what means you 
came by her. Having faid this without waiting for 
PaiefnofC% Anfwer, he got into his Chariot, his People 
on Horfeback, and were immediately out of Sight. 

Thb amaz-d Shepherd, charged with the Child,* a 
confiderable Sum of Money, and theMeans to raife muck 
more, calls his Wife and tells her his Adrentuftf; tiNr 
dextrous Shepherdefs prefently thought of a Method to 
conceal her, faying, Ihe fhould pais for her Niece, th« 
Daughter of a Sifter of hers, who liv*d a great way off, 
and that the Wife of one of their Herdfmen (hould fuckle 
her. All thefe Expedients found out, they lock'd up 
the Gold and Jewels, very much carefs'd the Infant, 
and gave her the intended Nurfe. ■ Paiemon and 

his Wife concealed her fome Days, becaufe fhe might 
not be tho|2gl^lo belong to the Equipage that had been 
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Seen at theirftonfe, telling thofewho were-curi^ui 
enough to enquire^ that they knew not the Lord ; bi^C 
that wanting fome Refrelhmem, Chance led him to 
their Houfe, which they had, as well as tney could, 
afforded him.^ At thef end of eight Days, Palemon gave 
out, that he expeded next Day to receive a Daughter 
of his Wife's Sifter, that he had defired to have the 
bringing upof ; the ajjpointed Day being come, he faid 
fhe was arrived, and £iew'd her to all the Shepherds. 

— r- Nothing of Moment happened till (he was five 

Years old, I was then feven, and our Neighbourhood, 

as well as Youth, made us contrafl a Friendiliip. She 

was certainly the moft beautiful Child that ever was feen, 

all the Shepherds^admir'd her, Palemon and his Wife 

perfedly idolized her, and I felt aTendemefs for her 

that far furpafs'd my Age. In the mean time, no News 

coming from the Perfon who had left her^ her fuppos'd 

Uncle was too honeft to mifapply what he had received 

with her, and refolved to employ it in giving her an 

Education agreeable to what (he was; and tho' fhe wat 

brought up as a Shepherdefs, he faid his Fondnefs 

would not^pexmit him to let her be ignorant of what 

Perfons of fuperior Quality ought to know. " Shi^ 

had Mafters to inftrud her in Singing, Dancing, and 

playing on various Inftruments. Such an Education 

DeftowM on a Shepherdefs, and by a Man who was 

known not to be very rich, gave my Father a Jealoufy ; 

he thought it would be a Shame, if he, who was fo 

much at Eafe, and had no Child but me, ihould bring 

sne up as an ordinaiy Shepherd, when his Neighbour 

went even beyond his Abilities to accompliih his Niece, 

Thefc Reiledions prevailed on my Father to give 

me the fame Improvements as a Man, as Hortenfia had 

as a Woman; I learned to ride, fence, ftioot the Bow, 

and ha4 all neceflary InftrudUons in my Exercifes as 

well as Studies ^fo I may fay, I owe all that I 

am to my ^x Hortenfia^ fince had it no^ been for 
her, Ergaftui would neVer have brought me up with 
fo much Care and Expencc.— Thus employ'd, did 
we arrive at that Age, when the Min4 begins to expand 
1 itfetf. 
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MUf, 'but ftiil keipt with^ the Booiub of limoeenct* 

■ Ske txeolling every body in Perfe^ion, and I 

^aitep'd with having ibme Advantage over the rdk of 
the Shepherd89-«*we were unwilling ever to part; and 
wh^we mety it was with a Joy which fhew-d itfclf ia 
all our A^ons. My Father, who lov'd nle, could fee 
nolmfnfa&ion m HorUnfia^ and obferv'd with Plea- 
fupe my Attachment to her; but FaUnufn beh^v'd with 
moreReferve, and as Ihe grew xnore'amiable, the le& 
he fttfferM her to be feen. 

I REMEMBER this Management very much grieved 
me, withooc knowing why I was fo ; aiul being one Day 
et one of our Country Feafts, where {he carried away 
the Prize in Dancings as I had done at Shooting, having 
I'eceivM our G^lands at the fame time, we reciprocally 
placed the^n cm each other*s Head in Exchange. This 
Adion.occafion'd an Acclamation of Joy throqgh the 
whole Affembly, and they would have it, that we fhould 
keep together all the reft of the Day ; which gave me 
ah Opportunity of fpeaking to her, when nobody elfe 
could hear what Ifatd. What is the Reafon, beautiful 
Hortenfia^ cried !» that I can ^nd.no Ch^ms in any 
body here but you ? and th^ I think nobody elfe wor- 
thy of the Garland I have j oft now given you? I don't 
know that, anfwered-ihe, but ndne of our Shepherds 
'pleafe me; and I thought, when Icrown'd you, I did 

<i Piece of Juftice. 1 fee very \yell, refumed I, the 

Occafioft of my paying you this Deference, none here 
is fo lovely as yourfelf. If To, faid ihe> then mine '» 
alio becauTp there is nothing amiable in any body here 
4>ut yeuHelf. 

Pardon me. Madam, th^t I relate fuch trifling 
Converfatf ons ; bn^ they are ntfcefTary to let you know 
Love took PofTeffion of our Hearts, even before oar 
Minds were enlightened with Reafon. From that Day, 
I let no Opportunity flip of fhewing H&rtenfia how 
dear flie was to me;, and . tho' ftie was extremely mo- 
deft, Ihe retum'd my Cares with e<jual Tendemefs. Our 
mataal Pftftion augmented to that Degree, that when 
ihe was arrivM at the Age of fifteen, end I ieventeen, 
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k was not longer poflible for us to know that a moft 
violent Paffionhad poffefs'd our Souls; we hadfo often 
faid that we lov'd one another more than all the World 
befide, and that Language was become fo neceffary to 
our Repofe, that when Age inform'^d me of the Refpeft 
I ow'd the Objeft of my Flame, and had taught her 
the Refervednefs that became her Sex, wc knew not 
how to fubmit to thofe rigorous Laws, but in Maturity 
repeated what we had faid when Children, and, tho* 
we adted with more Circumfpedion, it was not with lefs 
Ardour. 

ERGJSTUS finding himfelf rich enough to give 
me the Satis£i£lion of marrying Hortenfic^ demanded 
her for me of Pahmon. That Shepherd received hii 
Propofal with Relpe£l, but faid, he cou'd not difpofe of 
his Niece, becaufe his Wife was rcfdv'd not to fettle her 
in our Country. ThisAnfwer vex'dErgafus to the 
Heart, and being piqued at F-aletnony ordered me to ^ 
think no S)ore of Hortenfia. I thought I (hould have 
died with Grief at this Command ; but my Father be- 
ing paflionate and pofitive, I was forc'd to fubmit, tho*, 
in doing fo, I felt Pangs which a Ferfon infpir'd with a 
lefs violent Paflion cannot guefs at— r-I contrived to 
inform Hertenfia <of our common Misfortune; (he was 
equally fenfible of it, and having vowM eternal Love in 
{pite of all the ObHacles we might mtet with, we en* 
deavQur'd to comfort ourfelves by reciprocal AlTurancet 
of never marrying but with'each other.— ——The Cool* 
nefs that was between my Father and Palcmon^ not per« 
mittmg as to fee each other often, we appointed pri« 
vate Interviews in the moft unfrequented Parts of our 
Hamlet, and we employ 'd the Hours of Abfence in per- 
feding thofe things we were learning. The great De* 
fire I had of becoming worthy of Hortenpa, made me 
advance with incredible Expedition ; and fiie has had 
the Goodnefs to own, that the Ambition of growing 
more amiable in my Eyes, occafioned her making the 
Application (he did in her Improvements. We liv*d 
five Years in this Manner; (he the moft beautiful Shep* 
herdefs in the Worlds I the moft &ithful Shepherd.—

*Twa5 thought, that as wc had improv'd in ReafiHi, 
we had chang'd our Opinions, and no longer thought of 
each other: We ftill concealed our innocent Intelligence, 
till about eight Months ago my Father died, and left 
me the richeft Shepherd in the Neighbourhood.

before of my Heart; our Happinefs was compleat, and 
it had all the Appearance of continuing .fo^, when about' 
fifteen Days ago, the fame Lord that had entrufted Pa- 
hnum with the Cai'c of Hortenjuty came to his Hottfe» 
Twenty Years Abfence did not hinder him from know- 
ing him, and he was feiz'd. with an extreme Dread; My 
Lord, faid he, throwing fatmfelf at his Feet,, your long 
Abfence made me look on Hortenfia as a Blefling Hea« 
ven had beilowM on me; I havedi^s*d of her, iheis. 
married, ihe i$ rich and contented, can you make her more 
happy ? The Man of Quality feem'd furpriz'd at this 
News^ but the Simplicity of the Shepherd, and hiskum- 
ble Pofture, having touched him ; I am forry, faid he» 
that you have pretended to difpofe of Hvrtenfia*-^"^ 
what you ought not to have done tiU you. 1^ heard 
from me ; — ^but perhaps \ may remedy it, and Power be- 
ing on our Side, it may not be impoiTtble to take Hvrten^ 
fia out of the Arms of a Man, whom (he can no longer 
think deferves her, when (he fiiali know who (he is. 
PJLEMON uking Courage, told him of our Paf- 
^ fion, fpoke advantageouily of my Periba and Fortune^ 
afiur'd him, he had inviolably obferv'd Hvitenfia} Se*- 
tret, arid concluded with owning,, that he foreiaw there 
would be great Difficulty in feparatiog us. The Lord 
order 'd him to fend iot Horteufia^ flie went and ap- 
peared 
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ftfs^d to hiih, as file h, the moil beautiful Pei-foii m th^ 
World. The Unknown told her, before PaUmon^ in what 
Manner ihe had been placed in his Hands, and acqaaintr 
cd Yktr^ that (he was of an illufbioas Birth, that (he muil 
renoance a Country Life to aflume amore exalted Rank, 
and quit a Huiband who could not pretend to her; that 

.he would find out a Method to diflblve fuch an ill-fort« 
ed Matbh^ and that the Intereft of her Family, her Pa- 
rents not daring to own their Marriage till that Day, 

' had.not allowM of her being inform^ of her Fate fooa« 
er: After which he exaggerated to her the Advantages 
of a fpkndid Fortune; and an exalted Condition; be* 
ing charm'd that the Education Paiemon had given her, 
fupported with the Graces of her Perfon, had rendered 
her fo very worthy of the Fortune that waited for her. 
You may eafily judge of Hartenfia*^ Surprize at being 
informed of fo furprizingaThing: She received the 
Carefies and Praifes of that Lord with Refpedt ; but 
immediately taking her Refolution, I can^t but be fen- 
fible, my Lord^ faid fhe^ with a charming Graceful- 
nefs, of the Goodneis you fay you have fliewn me and 
that which yon now«xprefs for me, and fhall ever ac- 
icnoiwledge it; but I moft ingenuoufly confefs, that if» 
Co enjoy the Advantages you promife me, I mufl be 
feparated from a Huiband I pmonately love, and who 
is a thottfand times dearer to me than Life, I renounce 
them witli all my Heart, and prefer to the moft exalt- 
ed Rank the Title oiPalemon's Niece; fince that gives 
me the Liberty of (pending my Days with the only Man 
that pleafes me. 

This Difcourfe, ipoke with an humble and modefl 
Boldnefs, aftonifh'd the Lord as much as the News of 
her Marriage had done; he hoped, neverthelefs, to 
fucceed, by demonibating to her what ihe would loie 
by continuing as (he then was. He omitted nothing that 
might engage her to abandon me; but all the Promifes 
he could make, had not the Power to dagger her Re- 
folution. This Refidance making him apprehend more 
Danger than he had at firfl imagined, he ordered PaU" 
m9n^% Wife to feeure HQrtmfia^ and bk} that Sheplierd. 
H 9 him* 
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ittmCdf lead him to my Hode. FaUmoh obeyed, and : 
I was extremely aftoniih'd to fee my fclfafk'd for, by a 
Man entirely unknown to me : I thought he I'eem^d ^^ 
furpriz'd in accofling me, but recovering himfelf. Me* 
imtasy faid he, knowing you to be a Man of Senfe/ I 
make no doubt bat you will, with Pleafurc, come into 
a Propofal I have to make to you, and fee mto the ill • 
Coniequence that will attend the Kefa^sd of it; and, as 
> you would never have pretended to afpke to a Woman 
of exalted Condition; ynu will with lels DifHculty part 
with Hortenfiay who is not FalemofCs Niece, but a Perr 
fon of Diftindion, and who confequently can't remain 
yours. This Difcoorfe had fo very much ihock'd me, 
that Palemofty by hh order, told jne the whgle Adven- 
ture, and 1 heard it without fpeaking a Syllable; at laK, 
recovering my fell; I am vtry much concerned. Sir, 
iaid I, at my having made Hortenfia defcend from an 
exalted Rank to mine, but Love makes every one equal, 
and mine will not permit 'me to give up a Blefling in 
which the Happinefs of my Days confifts ; and what- 
ever Dangers may follow the Denial, I will foonerpart 
with my Life than Hortenjia, I pronounc'd thefe 
Words with a Refolution that amaz'd him; but the 
Greatnefs of his Mind making him think it would be 
vmjuft to ufe Violence, he ani'wer'd me with Mildnefs, 
That to atone for that Lofs, he would load me with 
Wealth, and make me of a Fortune to be envied. Could 
you make me a King, Sir^ faid f , I would refufe the 
Crown to poffefs Hortenjta, Greatnefs, Riches, Tor- 
ments, nor Death itfelf, fhall make me ever alter my 
Kefolution. 

As I fpokc thefe Words, I faw H^rtenfia come in, 
followed by Palemon\ Wife, and the moil confiderable 
among our Shepherds: My dear Hjrtenfia^ faid I, 
taking her by the Hand, they want to part us, will you ' 
s^ree to it ? and does M lintas the Shepherd appear lefs 
amiable to you now, than when Love and Hytn^n made 
you prefer him to all Mankind? No, no, Miiintos^ 
faid (he, you are ftill the fame to me, 1 come to aiTure 
you of it; I have fnatch'd myfelf out ofui^tnas 
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Cuftoclyi faTd (he, fhewing Pnlemon's Wife,, and Kave 
-caird tiieie Shq)herds to our Affiftance; and I will firft 
arm the whole Country^ and AifFer Death, before TU 
be leparaced from you. You fee. Sir, fald I, a Coun- 
try Life does not corrupt generous Minds ; Truth go- 
verns ojr Ad^.ions,let Jultice diredl yours j (he is as much 
for Shepherds as other Men : Force ought not to over- 
come Kight, neither can I think it poiBble for Men ta 
fever the Knot that Heaven has in a lawful Manner 
ty'd. ^ , 

Could it be done, reply'd he, 'twould be a Cruelty 
to feparaie two iuch faithful Lovers ; (no longer de- 
fire fuch a Difunion; only come along with me to O- 
limeiu.*^y wliere you fhall both flay, till I can prevail 
on Hort(7ji:i\ Parents to confent to your Happinefs ; 
and 1 promiie you, before all thefeWitneiles, to employ 
my utniDil Er.deavours towards it, being thoroughly af- 
fefted with the Sentiments I find in you both: Perfons 
, of the greateft Condition might glory in having the 
fame. I no longer wonder that Pa lemon gave Horten- 
Jta to Melintas^ his Merit was fufficient Recommenda- 
tion i fince, the' I've been brought up my whole 
Life-time at Court, I don't remember ev^cr to have 
feen his Superior in good Mien, Scnfc, and Greaiihefe 
of Soul. Thefe Words, fpoke with infinite Gcodnefs, 
removed Hortcnftas and my Fears. I would have 
thrown myldf at tlie Feet of our generous Proteftor, 
but he would not fuflTer it $ and embracing us both 
tenderly, made us get into his Coach^ and order'd Pa^ 
lemon and the other Shepherds to come to Celime^ 
no's ; where we were receiv*d with fo much Honour^ 
that I cannot find Expreiliona ftrong enough tpfhew my 
. Gratitude. 

She was informed of oar Adventure by the Gentle- 
man that brought us to her, and was fo mov'd with 
our Love and Conftancy, that ihe refolv'd to join with 
him, in preventing the Laws hpth of God and Man be- 
ing infringed, by parting us. We ftaid at her Houfe, 
waiting for her's, or the generous Nobleman's Return. 

They both fet ©ut at that Inftant, and we were not lone 
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in Sufpence; for Ceiimena return'd three Days ago with 
Letters from //or/z-^/Ka's Parents, in which they faid. 
That not being willing to oppofe Heaven's Decrees, 
they confented to our Majcriage, and ratify \d it, on 
condition we fhould near them fliare the Splendor of 
their Fortdne ,• and, for their Glory, quit a Life, la 
efFed, more quiet, but not fo honourable as that which 
• they would prepare for us. This News fill'd us with 
Joy, and the Fortune we had fcorn'd when to be fepa- 
rated for it, appear 'd to us with all its Charms the In- 
ftant we were to enjoy it together. The Shepherds and 
the ShepherdtiTes of this Country, pleas'd at our Hap- 
pinefs, and knowing we were going to leave 'em, would 
give us a Mark of their Friendfhip, and celebrate the 
Viftory our Conftancy had gain'd, and have therefore 
fcegg'd CiUmena\ Permifiion to give us a Feaft at her 
Houfe, in return for our having eHeem'd the Innocence 
of their Life enough to ' prefer it to the Grandeur of 
a fplendid Fortune : 'Tis upon dial Account they are 
affcmbled: Moft of C/rW/ri^'s Friends, and the Per- 
fons of the bed Condition hereabouts, have given us 
the Honour of their Company, and dreft themfelves 
like us, XQ make the Feafl the more compleat. This, 
Madam, continu'd Melintas^ is what I have been * 
commanded to inform you of) and fhall think my- 
felf happy, if my Narration has not tir'd you, and if 
Horttnjia and I may obtain a Place in your Efleem. 

I ASSURE you, kiidi Urania y that your Story has 
very fenfibly aife^ed me^ and you haveihewMfomuch 
Underiknding in your graceful Manner of telling it^ 
that I fhall think myfelf happy in being admitted into 
the Number of your Friends ; and beg that yon and 
Hortenfia will accept of my Houfe, whenever you have 
a mind, for a few Days, to tafte thePleafureof a Coun* 
try Life. Hortenfia and Meiintas received Urama^t 
Marks of Efteem with great Tendernefs, and the whole 
Company gave them the Praifes they deferv'd. Cr/i- 
fnena rcceiv'd Notice that every thing was readyt and 
that they only waited for her, to begin i upon which 
i]ie led Urania and the reft of the Company to a ftately 
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Gallery, at the one End of which was rais'd a Stage, 
on each, fide were Benches rifmg by degrees one above 
' another, for the better Convenience of feeing. At the 
Front of the Stage there was a convenient Space raiPd 
in,' where, eafy Chairs were placed for the moll confi- 
derable of the Company, Behind the Rails, which were 
breaft-high, there was left a large Space, which v/as 
£11*4 with Spedators. The Place was illuminated with 
large Looking-glafs Sconces fix'd round the Room, and 
in the Middle a vaft Number of Cryflal Branches load* 
cd with Wax Flambeaux. 

The AiTembly w^s numerous, and afforded a delight- 
ful Profped, by the Mixture of Shepherds and Shep- 
herdciies, of which it was composed. Hortenjia and 
Mdintas were plac'd between Celimena and Urania, 
fronting the Middle of the Stage ; ^nd every body be- 
ing plac'd according to their Rank, the Entertainment 
began with a beautiful rural Symphony finely performed* 
which was followed by the nobleft and tenderell Scenes 
m Pofior- Fido^ represented with Succefc by the Shep- 
herds and ShcpherdeiTes. When this Diverfion was 
over, it being Supper-time, the Company pafs*d intd 
the Gardens, which were now become ten thoiifand 
times more furprizingly beautiful, by an infinite Num- 
ber of Lights with which the Trees were fiird ; whofe 
Blaze refleding-among the verdant Leaves, dazzled the 
raptur'd Gazer's Eye, with the charming Novelty of aa 
artificial Day. The feather'd Chorifters of -the Woods, 
again deceived with this more than Zeuxian Art, weU 
irom'd thequick-rcturn'd imaginary Morn, with the foft 
W^arblings of their enchanting Notes. Every thing 
confpirMto heighten the agreeable Magnificence of C/- 
iimtna^^ Gallantry. At tlie.End of the principal Walk 
were pitched three large Pavilions, opening to as manj 
different Vifta's, In the Middle-one was the Table de- 
iign*d for Celi7nena\ particular Friends, among whom 
were Hortiftfia and Mdintas \ in the two others wcr# 
the moil confider^k Shepherdefles and Shepherds of 
tke Comttry ; the xt^ of the Gardens wer« filPd with 
H 4 Rcfrelh- 
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Sefreihments for thofe, whofe Cariofity alone had 
brought 'em thither. The Repail was famptuous } 
every Adion and Word of MJintas or Hartenfiay be- 
fpoke them worthy of the Regard was paid them. Af- 
ter Sapper they return'd to the Gallery, were the Ball 
began. Here the Bride and Bridegroom again diftin- 
guifh'd therafelvcs by their Addrcfs in Dancing; Love, 
and all the Graces Ihone in their every Step. The Ball 
having continued long enough to divert the AfTembly, 
there was let off a fire- work, the Beauty of which pcr- 
fedlly correfponded with the reft of the Feaft. Whilfl 
this was doing, the Shepherds and ShepherdelTes in Ca- 
dence pais'd by MJintas and Hortetifia^ faluting them, 
and wilhing them eternal Happinefs. This little Cere- 
mony over, Cclimena and all the Company led the Bride 
and Bridegroom to the Apartment that was defign*d for 
them, leaving the Shepherds and Shepherdeiles to con- 
tinue the Ball. UorUr.fia and Mdintas having caus'd 
Pc lemon and hi« Wife to follow them, prefented them 
-with the Cafket of Jewels, which they had returned to 
Hortenjiay and through their Hands diftributed to the 
reft of the Shepherds and Shepherdeffes Prefents conii- 
derablc enough to prefcrve their Generoiity in their 
Memories for feme rime. 

This gallant FciU\ al having inrpir*d the whole Com- 
pany with Joy, they refolv'd not to feparate till 'twaa 
•^cTy late ; they fonn'd therefore a fort of Circle in Hor^ 
tcnjui^s Apartment, where the Converfation at ^^ raa 
on the happy State they were going to quit. This 
Company w as tompOsM of a great many PerfonsofWit, 
one of whom, a Man of Quality, Friend and Relation to 
Celiwcrtt^y afk'd Me lint as ^ if in the new fort of Life he 
was going to lead, he fliould have no Inclination for War, 
If there were nothing requifitebut Courage, reply 'd he, 
I might flatter mylelf with being able to fervc my King; 
but lo many Accomplishments are requifite towards 
compleating a Soldier^ that my little Experience makes 
me apprehend I (hould not fucceed according to my 
Wiihesin ehatSu(e^ 'Tis true, MdUr^ma, in all 
i Coa* 
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Conditions Experience is requir'4 ; it is notonly neceffkry 
in War, but in lefs perilous Occafions. It is not till aftef 
9. great many Years paft in a Concourfe of dilferent Af- 
fairs in many Places, and with different Perfons, and at 
Conjundlures quite oppofite to each other, out of all 
which we have with Prudence difentangled ourfelves, 
that we can be properly faid to have acquired Experi- 
ence: But as all this cannot happen, but in a very large 
Space of Time, I believe the Life of Man is too fhort 
to obtain it in Perfeftion. Study, faid Cdimena^ fup- 
plies the Place of Experience, fmce that lays before us 
adl the famous Aftions of the paft Ages. Doubtlefs, re- 
plied he that had fpoke firft, no Man ever made him- 
felf compleatly knowing by his own proper Experience; 
and without the AiTiilance of the Precepts and Inftruc- 
tions of others, he would go about what he undertakes 
but in a blind Manner. This may eafily be conceived, 
by examining the Rife and Progrefs of al] Sciences* 
The iirft that laid the Foundation, and end^avourM to 
give us a Notion of their Ideas, may be faid only to 
have iketch'd them out, their Succefl&rs have work'd 
upon the fame rough Draught, and by continual Im* 
provements, have at length formed thofe beautiful ' 
Maxims, which at prefent are the greateft Ornament of 
Mankind. Certainly, faid Felicia^ the Learning we 
acquire by Books, is more univerfal and more certain, 
than when we go by Experience only. 

Good Hiftorians relate to' us what has paft that i» 
xnoft remarkable, the EfFedls and Caufes of them, and. 
adorn their Writings with Conclufions and Judgments, 
^ the Confequences of which are abfolutelyufeful through 
the whole Courfe of a Man's Life. I am convinced oi 
that, replied Melintas^ and that the Man who is guid^- 
ed by his own Experience alone, will be obliged ali- 
ways to have the Balance and Rule in his Hands to .exa- 
mine the Reafon necefTary for a great Affair, which 
. lyill in its Circumftances very much differ fcom what he 
has before fo well weighed and meafured; which will ' 
oiake him be vejry often out in his Calculations. 

H s T» 
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The wifeil do not always diftinguifli jafUy, it is on 
th'i': Uccaiions human Weakhefs moft appears; for thofe 
whoiC Experience is not grounded on Learning, judging 
by the outfide of Things, without being able to pene- 
trate deeper, make falfe Steps by interpreting Thing* 
quite wrong ; fo that I believe I may conclude, that no* 
body can be truly faid to have great Abilities without 
Learning, which is the only Compafs we ought to fleer 
by . I am charm 'd with hearing Me lint as difco urfe thtts; 
faid the Gendeman who had begun the Converfation, for 
Art implies along Experience, being indeed a Golle£lion 
of tried Maxims: So the Art of reigning, and making 
War, is found in Writings where every thing is aver'd to 
Us to be true; the moft part of thofe great Writers hav- 
ing been employ'd in what they relate to us, as Hero- 
dofus^ Xetuphon^ Thstcydides, yofephus^ yuHus Carfar^ 
and many others. No Science can be acquirM but hy 
Study; Hiftoryis calPd the true Guide, and criticd 
Comment bn great Afiairs ; human Experience is be- 
got by Memory, and Books are the Regifters of the 
Times: In them we may fee, that the Experience of 
Numbers are liable to Errors, much more aiingle Man^t* 
How dangerous therefore muft it be for a Man to ftakft 
ids Fortune, Honour, and Life, on his Notion, that the 
Counfel wMch has once fucceeded, will always, let the 
AiTaiis be ever fo different? WhatOccafions Perfedion 
ought to be look*d on as moft perfed ; Experience b 
never fo without Learning, but when with it, then 
forms the great Man, and enables him to give Laws to 
Nations, as have done Solon^ Lyeurgus^ Flato, Cba* 
rondasj and Pittaeus, ' LucuUus became a great Gene- 
ral by reading. But, {^I'iTlorinday Time makes daily 
Alterations in our CuftoQis, the Interefts of Princes 
differ. War b waged in a different Manner than it ufed 
to be. Things are on another Footing, Circumftancet 
are changed, and ib v^ly, that as it was impoflible for 
Hiftorians to forefee it, fo they could not leave any In» 
llm6lion about it. Ancient Authors are therefore be« 
conie uielefs, we muft apply ouriel ves to modem Expe- 
fience^. Givemcleav^, Madam, replied the Relation 
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Jbt CeUmma, tofayyoaare deceived; the &me Acci- 
dents that arriv'd heretofore, iliil happen ; they are of 
the fame Nature, tho* under different Forms. . It is 
our Underftanding that muft unravel them ; in which 
Cafe, he that has Learning and Experience join'd toge- 
ther, has very much the Advantage. Reafpn ntver fails, 
ihe always preferves herfelf entire : Time ha» no Power 
Over her, (he is Queen of Gods «nd Men.* We know 
that Profperity is alwap attended by Envy, that too 
much Confidence is dangerous, that the Glory of k Con- 
queror excites Jealoufy, that the Advice or Requeft of 
him who may command abfolutely, is in efFedt a politive 
Order; that it is prejudicial to a State to diilurb its 
Neighbours, when it might remain in Peace ; and an in- 
finite Number of fuch general Rules, that have been al* 
iKPays certain and true, that are now, and ever will be fou 
All the Reafons you alledge againft Experiencft 
without Study, fatd Camil/a^ fmiling, very much pleafe 
the tollable tUtienfia^ in tlie fear fiie*s in of MeliHtas*% 
embracing the Profeffion of War, if his Study was fup- 
ported by Experience.^ She that would have arm'd the • 
Country, faid Cr AVn^^y, to preferve her Hulband, does 
not feem to n^e wtxy much to fear War. The Occa* 
lions are Very different, Madtoi, rtpiicdHcrten/ia: 1 
ftar*d nothing! to. prevent my parting vrbk Melintasi 
but I own my Courage abandons me, when I think of 
his being in Dangers without my participating with him. 
As for me, faid a Lady in Company, I would not on 
any Account be married to a Soldier; befides the con- 
tinual Uneafinefs I ihould be under for his Life, I can*C 
help thinking it takes from their Humanity; the 
Slaughter, Blood, and Horror of Combats, accuftomt 
them infenfibly to Cruelty, and I (hould be apprehen*^ 
fiye of my Conqueror's treating me as an Enemy* 
The Qompany could ^ not help laughing at tkat Lady*t 
Opinion ; they opposed it with good Reafons, and ac 
length perfuaded her, that a Soldier might poiTels aU 
the Qualiti«(,s neceflary to pleafe; and that Humanicjr 
and Mercy were always the Attributes of a Hero. 
There have been Nations, faid Celim4na\% Kinfman^ 
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intolent in Profperlty, and who have treated thofe thejr 
have fubdaed with Cruelty . The Roman Politics were 
very different from thofe ; they treated the Vanquifh*d 
with Gemlenefs ; they rendered them Inhabitants of 
their City, and gave thentall the Privileges as Romans, 
and at length, even admitted them into Places of TruH. 
The Authu/lif the Ccninij and the others that were firfl 
fubdaed by ^em, were ufed in this Mannex;; and by 
this foft engaging Method, which they all along ^d- 

< hered to, they at length arrived at {b powerful a State^ 
that hitherto none ever was fo folid, nor ever carried 
its Arms in Triumph into fo many different Countries. 

The Lacademoniansy l^idUrama, znd'thc jitbeni'^ 
ans did not ad fo; they mortally hated thofe they had 
fubdued, not thinking them any ways upon a Footing 
with themielves; which was a very great Prejudicey as 

I well to them as their Imitators; for their Power was 
always kept within a narrow Compafs, and they wero 
tt length a Prey, to the Macedmiam and the Romans* 
The Clemency thefe laft-mention d People ihew'd in 
their Regard, had the fame ESe€t en them as on others. 
PhiJip of Macedfn, added felida, gain'd the Hearts of 
all Greece, when on the firft Vinery he pan'd over the 
Atheniam^^ fet at Liberty all thePrifoners he hadmadei 
Alexander covered with hia OWA Royal Robe, the Body . 
of Darius his greateft Enemy. It was of great Ufe to 
C^rus, faid Celimenay his having, treated Creefas mer- 
cifully and honourably, when he had vanquifh'd hims 
that Prince wae lovM by all Greece^ and had he been 
ufed rudely, feveral would have endeavoured to have 
rereng'd him. The Senate of Rome, refum^d Celt* 
menat Relation,, condemned the Cmeky of Pofilius 
the Conful, in regard to the Alkhrogi, and redrefs*d 
their Complaints as foon as madew The Honour of 
the Vi£koty does not cenfift in exercifing Cruelty over 
the Conquered : Glory confifts chiefly in Clemency 
and Mildnefs. Kiiig Aniiocbus kt &ee all the People 
he took about harijfa, which Humanity made thofe 
People fiihmit themfelyes to his Dominion. Pafirius 
ihe Didtator was^ without doubt^ \ g^a^Cbief in Wan 
. .-. tttt 
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but his Severity and Pride made him lofc the Love of 
his Army to fuch a degree, that they on Purpofe made 
him loie the moil important Occadonsy to mortify his 
Vanity, even to the Prejudice of the Public Good. I 
have ready faid Melintasy that under Appius^ the Con- 
ful, the Army carried their Hatred yet further; for to 
iatisfy the Averfion his too great Severity had rais'd iii 
the Hearts of his Soldiers, that, far from endeavouring 
to conquer, they defir^d ardently to> be vanquiih'd, if 
\z conamanded them to march fwiftly, they went the 
flower; and with the utmoft Encouragement,, every 
thing they did was with Langour and Unwillingnefs. 
Happy is the General, faid Celimena^ who by his. 
' Courage, Humanity, and good Condud, juftly deferves 
the Title of Father of his Army, as we had a General 
once that did. But, continued Hie, it is Time to give 
Melintas and Hortenfia the Pleafure of bdng together^ 
and I believe Night is fo far advanc*d as to make us all 
defirous of Reft. Upon this, Uranioy Teliciay Tlo* , 
rinda^ and Camilla^ returned a thoufand Thanks to Q* 
limena for the Pleafure they had enjoyed with hert 
They tmhmc^d^ Hortfnfia, carefs*d Mtlintas, and 
took Coach. 

As the Caftle was not far diftant from Celimenc^t 
they foon arrived there, diicouriing on the Adventures 
of thefe amiable Shepherds. I aift not furprizM, faid 
Camilla^ that Hortenfia is fo witty and genteel, Hie i& 
bom beautiful, and of an exalted Rank, this is enough to 
give her goodlmgreflions; but I own, Melintas afto* 
niihes me« and I cannot comprehend how being born a 
fimple Shepherd he can have fo much Merit.

wife as the PhUofopher. Melintas is born a Shepherc^ 
but with the neceflary Difpoiitions for being an amiable - 
Man; his Father was able to cultivate his natural Ge- 
xuns^ and Heaven^ who defigu'd him for the Fortune he 
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Is ntw going to enjoy, has made him worthy of it. Yet 

Crhaps, faid Florinda^ all his good Qualities would 
ve been buried for ever, had he not fallen in love 
with Hortenfia. This fhews u§, faid felhia^ that there 
arc a thoufand People of Merit, who only want Op- 
portunity to difplay it. . 

Discoursing thus, they got home; and tho^ the 
piverfion of the pay had nexv much pleas'd them, yet 
they were fatigu*d : Th^ therefore immediately re- 
tired, to enjoy a Repofe, that their fecret Vneaiine€e& 
prevented from being perfeft.

Vf\axMeUntas fays, T€]ply^dl/rania, isvcryjuft, and 
beeaufe the Generality of Hufbands do not ad in the 
fame manner, is not a Reafon for walking in the Path 
they do ■ .the Irregularity of their Lives in behaving 
in that way, which is now become a Faibion, is much 
more fcandalous than even the E^ctvemity of Dotage for 
a Wife; and I advife him not to be carried away by 
the Croud, but to liden to the Bi£lates of his own 
Heart only. I am infinitely obliged to you, charming 
Urania I isld Hortujfia blufhing, for the Cooniel you 
give Melintasi 'tis very much for my Intereft, that 

- he ihould religioufly obferve it. As you will be always 
dear to me, anfwer'd he, I ihall never ceafe from giv- 
ing you Marks of your being fo> in whatever State or 
Condition I am.

You ought 
to be perfuaded of it, anfwerM Felicia^ by the PleaCuce 
we enjoy here. lam a Proof of it, laid Camilla^ 
fince havii^ lefs a Guft for Retirement than any body, 
amd far from* an Inclination to bury myfelf alive, I 
have never fo much as once wi{h*d to be in Town. This 
as not farprizing, beautiful Camilla^ laid Ipbis^ you are 
always in good Company j you have every Moment 
People coming here, who inform you of all public Af- 
fairs; and tho' in the Comer of a Country Village, 
are perfe^Iy acquainted with all that pafes, either in 
the Court or City. 

Ah \ fald Urania^ as for News we know none, it is 
not a thing agreeable to our Taftes j what one hears at a 
Didance, and from People either no way concerned, or 
too much, is always enlarged, orleflen^ and fometimes 
altogether fabulous : And I think no Society fo ridi- 
culous as that of News-mongers,* whofe only Bufinefs is 

^to difcourfe on Affairs of State,, and who very often 
^ make Princes ^eak in a Manner which private Men 

. would- be afham*d of: I always'avoid fuch Companies 
with great Diligence j contented to be able to fubmit to 
aiy lov'd Sovereign's Commands, I obey without en- 
deavouring to penetrate into his Secrets. I think in- . 
deed, added Fhrinda^ it (hews a want of Refpeft, to 

.^>eak of thofe fort of Affairs ; and Princes very often fee 
their moft important Defigns mifcarry, through the In- 
difcretion oiT their People: If they are at War, they? 
talk of it as if it were a Game at Chefs ; the General * 
fay they, ought to make his Attack on that Side; he 
will be infallibly repuls*d on the other :—^If he com- 
mits fuch a Fault, he is undone ; but if he makes ufe 
of fuch or fuch an Advantage, he cannot fail of con- 
quering.-^In ihort, all thefe Difpofitions, Rumours and 
Inquiries, make fo much the Entertainment of the 
People, that the Enemy is as well informed of all that 
paffes, even in the Heart of his Adverlary*s Dominions, 

' u if he were his Confidant. If Peace is made, then t^ie 

Motives 
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l\iSbtlves oFit are enquired into ; and pretending to pe- 
netrate eve. inio the cloicis of their Prince, they vent 
tkeir o.vn Notions as Certainties. — -—Peace, fay they, 
was only concluded on, out of fuch a Defign.^ — Ihe 
Alliance that is in queftion, is only on fuch an Account. 

— The King iaid thus. The Prince fecni'd dif- 

contented. Strange Thingiare talked of. But I 

guefs the Event : In ftiort, they feem fome of them to 
make ufe of Micro/copes^ to pry into their Sovereign's 
Heart; aiid the reft of Trumpets to publiih the Dif- 
covery their Fellows fancy they have gain'd. 

I very much diiapprove of fuch fort of Difcourfe, 
faid A-antes^ and I would have the common People 
know how to dillemble their Joy or Fear, as well as 
Kings, Princes, Generals, or Miniiters of State ought 
to do : This is ^0 difagreeabie'to the Tafte of all Mo- 
aarchs, who know the Art of Roling, that Julius Cr- 
Jar faid, he could never too much admire the Policy of 
the Republic of the Gauls^ in having forbid, upon 
Fain of Death, any News to be fpoken of; and when 
ttny thing was to be told, they were obliged to addrefs 
themfelves to the Magiftrates : Which Law appeared 
ib wife, that it is continued to this Day in one Govern- 
ment, which is allowed to be a very prudent one. 
. If fuch a Reflxaint, faid Iphis^ could be laid on the 
People, it is certain, the Secrets of Princes might be pre- 
ferv'd ; and if their Defigns faiPd, it would at leafl 
afford them this Confolation, of knowing it happened 
not thro' Indifcretion. The leafl Reading, added IJra*- 
may will convince any one how neceilary, in AiFairt 
of State, Difilmulation is ; — tho* Scipio was informed 
that Siphax Ead violated his Faith given to th^Ronuinsy 
and had gone over to the CartbaginianSf even whil<^ his 
Ambailadors were in his Camp, he very much careis'd 
them, and fulFer'd them to depiCrt, loaded with Marks 
cf Honour and Friendihip, immediately giving out 
among his People this ^fe Piece of News, that they 
were gone to meet, and haften the March of Sipbax^s 
^Army, who were coming to join them, that he might 
deceive thofe who fought to penetrate into the Secrets 

of 
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^f Seate.-^The I&dtfcredon of the Commonalltyt fai<l 
Acantes^ is fo much to be dreaded^ that Alexander for- ^ 
bade, ou pain of Death, the making any mention of hit 
having loft in an A^on two thoufand Foot, and three 
hundred Horfe; being perfuaded, that tho* the Num« 
ber was inconfiderable, yet by paffing tlu-o' feveral Peo- 
ple's Mouths, it might be^nlargedfofar, as to plfs for 

a general Defeat. It is equally dangerous t^ 

exaggerate either our LofTes or Conquefts, the evil Con- 
iequence being always to be apprehended; witnefs the 
Imprudence of Tenntius Varrof who, after the Battle 
of Cemfufy at a Gonferoice with the Embacfiadors of 
Capua, who were come to comfort him, and ofier him 
their Afliftance, he fo much aggravated the Lofs of die 
Romans, that after having heard him, they withdrew 
their Forces to Haunihaii and feveral of their Allies 
did the fame. Neither is the Folly oi Furius Pbilus 
to be forgot, faid Iphis, who at the fame time the 
Roman Senate were affemblcd to confnlt on what means 
to remedy that Misfortune, cryM out before all the Peo« 
pie, that all being loft Councils were in vain. I alw;iya 
thought, rejoined Camilla, that Diffimolation was^ne- 
' ttSaxy to tho(e who rule over others j but I £nd by- 
what you iay, that it is equally fo to thofe who obey. . 
It ii abiblut^y ib for Generals^ laid Acantts ; iince a 
great Captain ought to conceal the Perplesdties he is m^ 
becaufe the Eyes of the whole Army are<»Q him, to 
£nd out the good or bad Condition of his Affairs ; for 
when, by Misfortunes, the Soldiers perceive their Leader 
in Fear or Defpair, they all abandon the common Caufe, 
and endeavour to fhift for themfelves; which makes* 
th* Mifchief they CHily apprehend, adually happen. -^ 
Thofe great Men who have had fo much Conmiand 
over themfelves as to conceal their Doubts, can only be 
term'd Heroes, — ^^-— How often har an unihaken Coa<» 
rage re-eftabliih'd the moft defperate Affain ! When 
the Chief maintains his Refolution, every body is prood^ 
tho* with the Hazard of their Lives, to concur witk 
him in his Defigns.— * — "—-Whether in a Battle, or a 
Siege, adave or paffive DifimttlatioA ftiU is scquifite.-«i'

F^fyhius hyfi ^ General ought to kt a good Face M 
alJ Matters, and with Chearfuinefs dirguife hisAdverfity. 
Aiexander never appeared To gay as before the Battle 
of Arbela ; hifi Army therefore inarched to the Combat 
as to an aiTured Vidioryy as indeed it provM. I have 
ready added Milintas modeftly, th^t VirdngmtoriM 
comforted the GW/ for the Lofe oS Avaruum^ tho* 
it was very confiderable, by appearing not touched at it« 
and by reminding thc^ that it had been his Advice to 
bum it, and abandon it. This ihews, faid CelimenM^ 
that it is. not for ourfelves we are obliged to* di(Iemble> 
but in regard to the Prejudice that the Indifcretion of 
others may dqus. For if the People could keep a Se« 
cret, the Sovereign Would never conceal hi^ Defign» 
from them;: but it being fo, they ought never to en« 
deavoor to dive into them, and when any one has Pe- 
netration jcnongh to do it, he ought alfo to have Pru- 
dence enough to be filent. But that's impoilible, faid 
2j>his, of which, what happenM to Monfieur Turenne, 
is a Proof.' This great Man making good hit 

Hetreat from the Imperial Army, which confiited of 
£xty thottfand Men, • and his at moil but of fourteei^ 
thouiknd, coming to the Foot of the Mountains 
oi Alfatiay and finding that he could not enter into the 
Streights of them without being exposed, he began to- 
entrench himfelf onihe Banks of a Kiver, and whilft 
they were working, he riding along the Banks of the 
River, furvey*d them, crying. Here's a Work that> 
as good as ten thoufand Men j that th^'re is Worth a» 
much, thofe in the Centre are impradicable; thofe oa 
the Aight are not to be infulted ; concluding from 
thence, that he was Wronger than the Intpa-ialifis, A 
private Centinel, who faw into this way of Keafoiiingir 
that it was only to encourage his Army^ and deceive 
the* Enemy, had the Hardinefs to fay to him ; You are 
in the r^ght, my Lord, what we are now doing is only 
to amuie the Germami for if they give us Time, we'U 
decamp to that Place; pointing with hk Finger to the 
ftrongcft part of the Meunt^n. Monfieur de. furennt^ 
£Bdiug.hi& Secretdifeovq^edoy a commoA Soldier, con^

tinted i&imielf with replying. This Lad I find has tome < 

Notion, let him have four Piftoles to drink; and im- I 

fiiediate^ rode away. The Man, however, guefs^d I 

right; for the Germans falling into the Trap, Monfieur j 

Je Turetme had Timeto decamp the Night fbllowingp 
and gain the Place the Soldier had pointed to. The 
Confeqaence of this was fo glorious for that great Cap- 
tain, that of Sixty thoufand Germans that had pafs^d the 
Rhina, but eighteen thoufand returnM, the reft being 
either kili'd or taken. You fee, continued Iphis, by 
this Example, of what Confequence is Secrecy and Dif- 
iimulation, and how eager People are to (hew their Pe- 
netration : By the Boldnefs of this Soldier, what would 
Siot have happeh'd, if he had fpoke before any one that 
had been capable of advenifmg the Enemy ? The iam« 
VcrcingentoHx that Meiintas has juft now Biention*d» 
fent fome trufty People to -meet the Soldiers that were* 
living themfelves from A'varicum^ who convey "d them 
to Places diftant from the Army, that they might not 
carry the Alarm thither. Your taking of Diflimalation» 
faid Felicia^ puts me in mind of a PaiTage that very- 
much pleafedme when I read it; 1/cbohais being be* 
iieged^ and feeing the Enemy approaching with a 
Batcering'Ram 4o beat down the Walls, open'd himfelf 
a Breach, as much to animate his own Side, by perfuad* 
ing them that hefear*d nothing, as to terrify the Ene- 
my, who indeed did never dare to venture to attempt an 
Entrance at the Door that he had open'd for them : But 
after having deliberated a long Time, retired from be« 
lore the Place, leaving Jfcbolaiis cover*d wiih Glory. 
JB^ fuch Wiles as thefe, if Kuin is not prevented, at leaft* ^ 
sm immortal Reputation is gain'd.- ■ 'This (hews^* 
iaid Acantes^ that the greateft Affairs depend on the 
Prudence of the General. -—A famous Grecian Captain 
was accuffcomM to fay, that he did not value having ten 
fuch Men as ^ax^ but he wilh'd very milich to have 
fen fuch as the wife tfeftttr ; making no do^t but i 

tiiat • then he foon ihould be Mailer of all Afia^ forai^ I 

aiuch as fuch extenfive l^efigns were not always certain 
to fucceed by Foroe^ but never miicaxned when Pra- 
• • ♦ denct 
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Aeact and good Counfel were made uk of. The ^- 
muMSf ^iddcdlfhu, held Fa^ius Maximusm much great- , 
er Efteem than Marallus^ calUng Marcellvs the Sword ' 
of the Commonwealtlip «nd Fahius the Shield ; one 
being fie to acquire^ the other to pre/er^e: but the 
PrefervatioQ of the^tate being ofmoftConfeqaence, 
they had much more Veneiation for HtytWifdom and 
Frudtnce of the one, than the Valour and Courage of 
the other. From hence, faid Ceitmena^ we may draw 
this juft Conclufion, That it is more glorious to know 
Jiow lofrefemfe a Kingdom, than to conquer new ones; 
£nce often the Weaknefs of the PoiTeiTor contributqa 
snore to the Conqueft, than the Courage of the Vidor. 
*-^A5 War is a Trade, rcply'd Acantes, where Fortune 
very much iaterefts herfelf, and where the Fruit of ft* 
vera] Campaigns may be loft in one Day, a I'rince can- 
not make better ufe of his good Fortune, that in ]pro- 
curing Peace, which is a thoufand times more glorious 
than all theConquefts his Courage or his Ambition cam 
gain him. Doubtlefs, faid Jpbisy a Prince ought never 
to attempt any thing of Difficulty, when the D^gcr is 
evident; nor, tho' he be even aflurcd of Vidlory, will 
it be prudent in him to refufe a goodPeace; thelncon- 
^veniences of a long War ought to make him rcfleft om 
the unavoidable Misfortunes thf^t befall an innocent 
People; the Land uncultivated, the Cities defencelefs, 
the Villages plundered and burnt, the poor Peafants 
murdered, or drove from their Hofnes, ^p ip-eparable 
LoiTes. 

But, £u4 Urania^ fuppofe the Peace that vt offered 
is on fnchh^d Conditions, that they touch the Honour 
of the King ^d Kmgdom > In that cafe, reply M Jean- 
/r/| Waris preferable to a bad Peace, under wWdi 
are pfc^ hid the Motives of a War (UIl mpre terrible. 
What they qdi clapping up a Peace, is only to get 
Breath, and gain time till a jnore favourable Oppor- 
tunity offers itfelf. Miqiftrrt that value themfelves on 
being refined-Poli^cians, always leave fome Flaw in 
their Tjpeaties .of Pegc^^sbat they may ^ot want an Op- 
portunity tg dechue the War, on which tl^ meditate.

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even whflfl they are figning; but when thefe Fxneflcs 
arc feen into, it is much better to continue the War ; 
for a Peace that is made under the Aufpices of Iniquity 
and Deceit, muft be the Ruin of the People and Prince 
that figns it. The Romans aflced the Prhjernates^ of 
what Continuance the Peace they were then making 
with them would be? They reply 'd, that if theygrant- 

' ed them a good one, it fhould be inviolable and laft> 
ing; if not, it would be foon broke. Hef-ej/nius, (aid 
Ifhisy a Captain of the Sammtes^ being cpnfuked with 
on what fliould be done with the Romans t}c^X. they had 
fliut up in the Caudan Straights, where they ha4 them 
at their Mercy, advis'd that they fhould be courteoufly 

• fuffer'dto depart, to 'oblige them to a perpetual Friend- 
fiiip, or clfe that they fhould be every Man cut off, to 
give {q great a fhock to their Eflate, 'that they mi^at 
never recover it; but that one Or the other mufl be 
done : For, faid he, to let them go on certain Condi- 
tions, or by impofing certain Penalties on them, will 
not be the Way to make Friends of them, nor deliver 
' otirfelves from them as Enemies ; becaufe that in the 
State Fortune had thrown the Romans^ they would cer- 
tainly agree to every thing that was propofed to tjiem ; ' 
but when they fhould be at Liberty, they would obferve 
none of them, becaufe they would not think themfelves 
any ways obliged to do what Force and Neceffity had 
made them promife. 

.CM^AR was in the right, added ^f««/<?j, »wheii . 
he faid that the true time for making a jailing Peace, 
was when the two Parties were of equal Strength; for 
then different Interefls being weigh 'd and confider'd 
with Juflice, the Agreement became better and firmer. 

> It is a pity, faid Camilla^ that Acantes and Iphis are 
xw)t Generals or Minillers of State ; th^y reafon in a 
Manner that mufl make us believe they would fucceed 
in either State. I afTure you. Madam, reply 'd Acan- 
tes^ it is much eafier to talk than to execute \ and for 
all our Theory^ we fhould be at a great Lofs in thepraC' 
tie, Befides, added fyhu^ we arc too much united, to 
poflefs great Poib together, and at the fame time. How,

£ud Celimetta^ would not your Union be of ufis to die 
State? It feems to me that the Friendfhip between the . 
two Generals or Minifters, would make them join in. 
every .thing ; and confequently AiFairs fucceed better* 
No, Madam, reply 'd IfJbis^ too ftridl an Intelligence 
between two great Men, whether in a Monarchy or 
Republic, is always to be fufpedled, and oftentimes 
becomes dangerous, efpecially in Commonwealths that . 
are govern'd by a jDemocracy or Ariftocracy . We have 
feveral Examples in paft times, that when a Man raifes 
himfelf to any Pitch of Grandeur or Power, there i$ 
always fome one or other, that is flirred up by Emu- 
lation to follow him dofely, and often to furpafs him ; 
and when there has been a Union between t^efe two, 
it has generally occaiionM the public Ruin ; for Am« c 
bition, robed with Authority, feldom contents itfelf . 
with living as a , private Citizen. *Twas this Reafon 
that made Gc£ro, ^refeeing the DilTention which would ^ 
hjippen between Cap/ar and Fotnfey by the Death of 
Craffui and Jutiay cry out in open Senate, with a Spi-.^ 
rit of Prophecy, thofe two great Men being prefent, 
I wifh to the Gods there had never been any intimacx x 
or Friendfhip between Car/^zr and P^^^/y^ or that itj 
had been never interrupted! Time made. good thi» ^ 
Predidlion j for Ccefar^ who owed his eictreme Grf at- • 
nefs only to that Friendfhip, faw the Bands of it broke \ 
by the Death of Julia his Daughter, Fompey\ Wife, 
ai^d by that, of Cri?^/, their common Mediator ; and « 
the Refult of this flrid Friendfhip was. a dreadful War r 
occafion'd by their Ambition; for C^r could iipt,^ 
fuffer]Pdfflr/fy to be his Superior, nor Pmpfy allq^v of^r 
C^r/ar'z being his.Equal, Cato ofUtka, added ^ca^vr v 
tes, never approved of that Correipondence> ^.an^n 
often faid, in full Senate, that the CeounonweaJth/ 
would be f uin'd by thofe two Men, This Underftand- ^ 
. ing between two great Minifters, in a Monarchy,. « 
ought to be as fufpicious to the Prince. A &^ K)n^^ ( 
w}io£b Memory will for jever by all the World be. fff-^ 
fpedb^^ knew fo well this Truth, that, dprin^ the I^iJGir 
oitwg iUuftriotts ]^ii#erSj.on^oCth^ ATP/ji^^ltW/: 
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efe&e Finances, he had the Art of raifing a Jealouiy 
betweeu each other; which animated them with fo 
much Emulation, that 'twas who could beft ferve their 
Mafter j and to their very Death he drew fuch Services 
from them, as greatly contributed to his Triumphs. 
'Tts true, iaid Urania^ when thofe DiiTentions do not 
poceed fo far as Hatred, the Prince is always well 
ierved : But it is very dangerous when thofe Enmities 
are fomented by AnU>ition, as were thofe oi Pericles 
and Tbueydides^ of Marius and Sylla^ Auguftus and 
Mark Anthowf, Yet, faid FeUciay Cato was charmed 
when he (aw thofe Contentions between the leading 
Men of the State ; he fomented and kept them ap, 
thereby preferving the Authority of the Commonwealth. 
Poubtlcfs, anfwer*d Iphis, thefe Oppoikions infpire 
good Men with Emulation, and excite them to Virtue, 
aAd retard the ill Defigns of the Wicked* Gmcinnatus 
wiAtidi Aeantest remonftrated to Appius^ who would 
nojt confent that the Number of the Tribunes of the 
People (hould be augmented,* that it was for the IntereH 
of the Republic that there fhould be a great many, 
far ftom leflening them *, for, &id he, the more there 
are, the lefs PoWer and Authority will they have, by 
their differeiit Inferefts and Oppo£tions ; for one alone 
will befufficient to prevent the Refolutions of the reftj 
J think this an admirable Piece of Policy, faldCf/i* 
mena^ for there cannot be too much Conftoiint laid on 
themi that govern the People, nor indeed, onthePeo- 
j^ethemfehres, who are without Difcemtnent, diffident, 
fi^n^ulou^; Friends only to Fortune, always worfhip- 
ping Uie rUitij^SoA, following them wli6m they are in 
wixA^% yet do they no fooner obtain what they de- 
niu^, ^han th^ forget the Benefit and the Bene^or, 
' To pn>ve the Truth of what Celimena (ays, added U- 
raitia^ yott need only look on the People of Athens 
sunning to meet ^cihiades vidoriotts, and fin^g 
HjfWns in his Fralfe ; and observe them another tmie, 
wh<<n'liisAffoirs wereoioc fo fortunate, calling him 
Tnk&i(M>to^i6 Coahtry, aeeafihghiin, feeking his5eath, 
aAdiihpiitiBg to him as Crimes, alltlmthe had dbne-

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tbf the Glory of the Commonwealth. Look back. Cay 
Fhrinda^ QVkAfpius accafed; cvcry body, gveat and 

finall, declaim againft him: He dies the whole 

World runs to his Hooie, will aflill at his Funeral, ho- 
Bour his Obfequies, and liften to his Praifes. Thofe of 
Syra€ufa^ faid Iphis^ crying out unanimoofly in the 
public Streeu and Places, that the Death of their King 
ought to be revenged, one fingle Harangue changed 
them fo much, that fcarce would they bury him. It 
snuftbe allowed, faid Q/rnvf »«, that the Prefence of 
XJrania has an abfolute Power over our Minds, iicrie it 
has made the Converlation fall on Subjeds that one- 
Would fcarce think (hould amufe Perfons of our Sex.-— 
True, added dW//«, every thing feems to agree 
M^ith the Plan that we propofed to follow here ; but 
what charms me moft, is, that we Jhave not wanted 
the Ai&ftance of Urama*% Library, to form an engaging 
Converfation. When there*s as much Wit in a Com- 
pany as in thb, anfwer*d Urania^ nothing is wanting 
towards diverting themfehres but one another ; yet I be- 
lieve a little Walk will be pleafing to Cttimena. At 
thefe Words, the whole Company rifing» iheledtheixi 
infenfibly to a Summer-houfe, tvtry way opening to 
different Profpeds. There they found a Tdblefetiorih 
with every thling requifite for a ma^iificent Collation. 
Celimena feemM furpriz'd at this Piece of Gallantry. 
But the three Friends oi Urania feem*d the more fo, 
becaufe tkey had not feen her give any Orders, which 
obliged them to admire in feaet the Manner flie made 
herfelf be'waitedoni a Wink being fufficient for her 
to be obey*d.

them both. It mull be allowed, faid ^r^xrfrx, that 
^meti has great Prerogatives. Alliances among private 
Fe0ple,^put an End to the cruelleil Enmities, £niih Law- 
fuits, raife up ruinM Families, or ennoble floiiridiiiig 
ones. Among Sovereigns, Marriages conclude Wars, 
.appeafe dangerous Emotions; States are (bengthen'd 
by thofe fort of Unions, they arc fupported, and often 
^augmented in Hohour and Power.— -'-Tis certain, faid 
Vram/Kt that we have feen Wkrs laft thirty or forty 
^ y pars, de(lroy whole Countries, tKc Inhabitants of them 
min'd, wandring from Province to Province, for the 
Safety of their Lives, dragging their mi(erable Families 
along with them, the Land uncultivated, all Commerce 
no|k. Credit loft; Nations, at. other times dreaded and 
rd^^ted by their Neighbours, become their Scorn, and 
. in all'Pirobability going to become a Prey to their Ene- 
mies; when he, wha in his Hands holds the Hearts of 
** Kings, has often appeafed thefe furious Warriors by the 
' Union of Princes, who were not even bom when the 
. War began. We have famous Examples of this* in 
France^ faid Jphh^ fmce the long Wars that we hare 
had with Spain^ England^ and Savoy ^ have always been 
terminated by Marriages ; the facred Bands of which, 
}iave reftiured to the Provinces their Inhabitants, Sohs 
tto their Fathers; reftored Commerce, by eftablilhing 
Peace among Nations. May fuch Unions, cried Acan- 
tes^ be ever happy, may the aiiguft Objeds of them 
that produce fo much Good, enjoy an everJafting Feli- 
city; l^t Epithalamiams be fung, Bonfires lighted up, 

and 
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and triumphal Arches erefted, that their Names may be 
known and revered throughout the whole Earth. The 
Company could not help laughing at Jcantes^s Rap- 
ture, yet agreed that Alliances fo neccflary for the Good 
of the Peqple, could not be too much celebrated. 
They have always, faid Fiorinda^. been the only Means 
to eftaWiih Peace.

Strangers. Tarquin^ King of the Romans ^ faid Ca- 
ftiillay obliged the Latins^ and gain'd their Fricndihip, 
by marrying his Daughter to USavius Manilius Tuf- 
eulan^ one of the Principal Captains of the Latin Na- 
tion. ' All this proves, faid Iphii^ how. very neceffary 
Marriages are, and that without the Strength of thofe 
Band^, every thing would be in Confuiion and Difordeir. 
Tis thsiZha^mzde Hortenjia and Me/intasfo happy, 
added Celimena ; hut whatever Plcafure we enjoy by 
"being here, I believe it is Time to leave Urania at Li- 
berty, to think of her Departure. On this, all the Com- 
pany got up ; Uranra endeavoured aU ihe could to keep 
them to Supper; but Celimena telling her, fhe was ob- 
liged to be at home betimes, they were forced to part :

•Then Urania alk'd the Valet if he was to go back to 
Belifa's. He anfwcr*d. No; he was to go to the

©f Orfames and Jutia. If fo, faid Urania^ you'll very 
much oblige me, if you will charge yourfelf with a Let-^ 
ter to Thclamont. He having aiTured her, that he would 
punfhially acquit himfelf of fuch a CommiiHon, (he 
wrote Thelamont wor3 of the Alteration that Arimonf% 
Death had occafion*d. The Valet promif<?d her to de« 
liver him the Letter that very Night, and fo to6k hii 
Leave. The fous Friends, forefeeing that they ftiould 
not be any more interrupted, for fomc Time reflcfted 
on what they had heard ; but being defirous to know 
more, Urania begg'd Felicia to begin 0!ymiia\ S?orv. 
She then open'd the Packet, and read as follows.

T HAVE confecrated the lleinain4er of mv Lijfe W

CLIDJNOR and deontes were two Brothers, ex- 
tremely rich J their Names cannot be unknown to you^ 
fince the ftridl Friendihip there is between you and, the 
jprudent Urania^ cannot Jet you be ignorant of amr 
thing that relates to Beli/a ; and cohfequently you muK 
know, that Cieontes was Hufband to the beautiful Ar- 
fe/ney and Father of Orfatius, As for Clidanory hi» 
€lder Brother, his Fate (which none can avoid) mar- 
ried him to Armiray whofe Alliance was ncceflary to- 
wards obtaining a Pod of Importance, which was all 
the Fortune (he brought' him; having but Httle or na 
Eftate, Part of that of Clidauor was fettled on the firft 
jChild he ihould have, whether Male or Female. Ar* 
tnira was alarm'^d to find herfelf, without Childrei), afteir 
laving been married a Year; her Ambition mlade her ap- 
prehenfive of lofing her Hufband, without having an 
Heir to fecure the Succefiion of the Eftate to her. Thiis 
Idea made fuch an Imprefllon in her Mind, that fhe 
could not refrain from trufling her Fears with a Friend 
of hers, a Widow, who vifited her conflantly ; -and for 
whom Ciidaner had a particular Efleem. This Lady, 
whofe Name was Emilia, entered into Armira's Rea- 
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Ions, and olFer'd to ferve her, if flie would follow her 
Advice j which was, to feign being big with Child, and 
at the Time appointed for her lying-in, flic would fupply 
her with a difcreet trufty Midwife, and a counterfeit 
Child.

The extravag^t Grief of Armira, and the 
IiLatred flie conceived for me, are not to be cxprefs'dr 
ihe was a tbeu&nd times tempted to difcover the Stra* 
tagem to ClidanoTf and had done it, had it not beei» 
for Emilia, who. perfuaded her off of it, by (hewing, 
her the ill Coniequences of fucha Confeiion; and by 
making \itt fenfible that CHdanw'z Love wovLd be im* 
mediately changed to askAverfion-^ her; and that at 
lead (he ouff ht to wait for a more favourable Opporto- 
nxty for maKing iiieh a Declaration; 

Tus ambkbus Armira yielded to t£f Cdunfels of 
the cunning Emilia i- ^d difguis'd, as well as flie pof- 
fibly could, both ha Afflidion and her Hatred*. As 
for Clidanor, his A£Fe6lion was equally divided between 
my Brother and me, and oar Xeve fot him completed 
his Happinefs. Arimont lov'd' me Ibndiyy and- 1 him j^ 
and it feem'd as if paternal andftatemal Lovehad con^ 
i^ir'i to add to the Afioniihment of .ifwiVa, who could 
not comprehend, what flie call'd an- odd Effedi of the 
Power of Prepofleffion. 

As Arimont and I were brought up witK the Notion 
«f being Brother and Sifter, our Fondnefe,i guided by 
the Prejudices of Infancy, and Reafoiv did not exceed 
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ikt'toufiis thiat the Heitfiefs of oar filood andf th|r 
Laws of Nature fet us. CiUanor blefs'd Heaven for 
the Union of his Children, at the fame time that Ar^ 
mira accufed k of Injufticr: Emilia was not like her > 
Ihe ihew^d fo tender a Regard for me, that I found my-^ 
ielf a thoufand times more IncMnM to leve her than Ar* 
nura ; whofe Severity made me tremble^ We liv*d thui 
to the Age of fourteen or fifteen, when Armira wa» 
attacked by a very violent and dangerous Diflemper :• 
She was reducM to fuch an Extremity, that believing 
flie had but a few Moments to live, fhe refolv'd to de^ 
dare her Secret to CHdanor, You may guefs, Madamy 
his Aftonifhment at fuck a Piece of News ; he was fen^- 
fible of all the Horror of it^ and tho' his Prudence 
jnade him hide it from Armira^ and comfort her, by 
aiTuring her he .pardoned her,- yet he could not oveiv. 
come the Averfion her Confeifion had given Him forhei^* 
Armira thinking herfelf greatly oUig'd to Emilia, 
would not own the Part (he had aded in the Adventure f 
fo that my Father remained ignoraat of her having ad« 
vifedhertoit. 

Iw tho mean time Clidanory after having publickly 
dtecktfed, that I was not his Daughter,. I^t a Child> 
from whom'his Friend&ip fhould never leiTen,' ordered 
ufr/jBiMr/ and me to be brought to him. My Son, faid 
he to Arimonti Olympia is neither my Daughter, nor 
your Sifter » the mutual AJTedion you have for each 
other, makes me hope that you will, without Difficulty 
conform yourfelves to my Intentions; you, Ariment^ 
out of the Obedience you owe me > and you Olympia^ 
out of Gr^itudc to me, which the Education* I have 
given you, and the Frieadfhip I have (hewn you, demands 
of you : i am not your Father, but defire to be fo, and 
to repair the Unhappinefs of your Deftiny, by giving 
you Arimomt for a Hufband $ kt your Brotherly Affec- 
lion become conjugal, 'tis my Defire > and let the 
richeft, and the moft powerful Maoches be offered for 
my Sob, I will not alter my Refolution. Tho' we 
were very young, yet we were perfcSly fenfible of the 
Alteration of our Conditioa ; As for me» whcrwas a

Tear oMer than Anmnt, I was Co touch'd tvith Qiiia^ 
fior^a Gpodnefsy that I threw myfelf at his Feet to 
thank him; the Shame the being born of unknown 
Parents gave me, feem'd to be fufficiently repair'd to- 
xne, by becoming Wife to Arimonf, fo that I took 
all the Pains I coald to render my felf beloved. Alas f 
I fucceeded but too well f our Reafbn hot oppofmg it*- 
felf to the Sentiments which they endeavoured to in- 
fyixe us with : We conceived a PalHon for each other> 
£o much the more violent, inafmuch as the Force of 
Slood created a Sympathy between us ; but that is a 
My fiery which the following Narration will foon enough 
difcover. 

ARMIRA recovered,, and was very well pleased 
with having difcover'd her Secret. Emi/ia, who was 
one of the it&, that knew what fhe had done, trembled 
iot herfelf ; but was ftill more furpriz'd at the Reibla^ 
tion that Clidanor had taken, of msirrying Ariment 
and me; fhe reprefented to him, with aU the Freedom 
of a faithful and intimate Friend, the Difproportioii of 
fach a Match, and the Diihonour he woald do his Fa- 
inily* But he continued firm in his Defign, andvow*d 
to put it in Execution as fboh as Arsmont fhould attain 
to the Age of twenty. But there being five Years yet 
to come, befcfre that Time, it leifened the fecret Uneafi- 
nefs that tormented Emilia ; fhe hoping that in that 
Time fome Accidents might happen to break off the 
Marriage which fhe had juft Reafons to aj^rehend.

late Love, even till Death ; and our Paflion grew fb 
Violent, that C/rV^wr thought himfelf Obliged to marrr 
us a Year fooner than he had intended What tranr^ 
porting News was this for paffionate Lovers I We were

waiting for the happy Day \ ith an ItApitlentt propo?- 
tionable to our Love, when Emilia fent to defire Cli' 
dattor to come to. her, on an Affair of the utmofl Ini« 
portance. He went, and did not return till late, with 
the utxnofl Melancholy painted in his Countenance. A 
Fore- knowledge of our Misfortune made us tremble at 
feeing Clidanor in that Condition f I did not dare to ap- 
iproach him, but Arimont^ niore hardy than I, follow'4 
him into his Apartment : He continu'd for fome time 
In a melancholy Silence; but at length, looking upon , 
his Son, Arimont^ faid he to him, arm y ourfelf with all 
the Virtue I have endeavourM to infpire you with fincC 
your Birth, fubdue your eagereft Wifties, and let Ho- 
nour be your only Guide in all your Adlions^ I have a 
Setret to difcover to you, which makes thefe Perfeftions 
requifite : If it were poffible for y6u to remain ignorant 
of it, I would fpare giving you the dreadful Stroke ;. 
but, my dear Son, you muft know it, to preferve ypa 
from committing a Crime; Olymfia cannot be your 
Wife, (he is your Sifter, and my Daughter. I read in 
your Eyes the Excefs of your Grief, faid he to him, fee- 
ing Arimont turn pale ; but liften to me, my Son, and 
let my Example help you, to avoid the Misfortunes I 
have drawn upon myfcif ; I did not efpoufc your Mo- 
ther out of Love, Intereft was the only Motive of my 
Marriage, I was paflionately m love, and equally be- 
loved ; we have carried on our Affairs ever lince I waj 
married, without your Mother's ever perceiving it: lu 
the mean time the Pcrfon I lov'd grew big with Chil^ 
and perfuaded your Mother that ihe would never have 
any Children, and therefore, to make fure to herfelf my 
Eftatc, Ihe ought to produce a pretended Child. Your 
Mother, whole Ambition is boundlefs, apprpvMofhev 
Counfel ; fo that the Time for that Lady's Labour be- 
ing come, Ihe contriv'd to give her the Child ihe was 
}uft brought to Bed of, which is this fame Olymfia my 
Ignorance had like to have made you marry. You may 
eafily judge, my dear Son, that they with Care hid 
from me fo crin^inal a Contrivance : So that I, for fome 
time, brought up Olympia as my cfwn Daughter : Yoa 
know, that your Mother^ thinkiiigfaerfelf at the f oint 
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ef Death, declared to me ^art ofwliatlnow telljoa^ 
bat hot knowing who Olympian Mother was, fhe could 
not inform me of that^ ' It not being poiUble for Na-' 
tui-e to be deceived, I could not look on Olympia with 
any other Eyeis than thofe of a F'ather : I at chat Timtf 
thought myfelf infpired with thofe Sentiments by the . 
Pity which het Beauty^ her Vouth^ and the Misfoituiii 
6{ her Birthi raised in my Brt^^ ; (6 that t6 fatisfy, in 
fome Meafure, the Tendernefs I had foi' her, I refolv'd 
to iharry her to you : 'Twas I that gave Birth to your 
Paifion^ I alone am guilty, and I beg Heaven, that the 
Punifhinent may fall on me only. But now t am in-^ 
form*d of the Truth, 'tis your Part, my dear Arimont, 
to afnft me to expiate the Crimes any other Perfons^ as 
well as you and I, might have committed on the fame 
Occailon. This is what I had to 'm£orm you o^ and 
what Honour andTrobity forces nie to confe6 to you : 
Your Silence and Aftoniihment is a Proof to me of youv 
Affli£Uoni but I cannot help Olympian being your Sif-^ 
ter now. CUdanor kit offfpeaking; but Arimont was 
fo flruck, that he fell down in a Swoon at his Father's 
Feet, without being able to fpeak one Word. Clidanw, 
with the utm<ift Grief and Surprize, call'd for Help; 
As I was uneafy at the Lciigth of their Convtrfation, I 
was one of the iirll that ran: As foon as Clidanor 
faw me, Child, faid he> your Brother will be the- 
Death of me. Thefe Words ftruck me with Horror %- 
but the Condition in which I faw Arimont ^ prevented' 
me from afking an Explanation of them. He was,. 
"With a great deal of Difficulty brought to himfelf, and 
pat to Bed in a bu rning. Fever ^ I was a^ his "^t^s head,, 
and my extreme Ten&rnefs fax hvok having made me 
forget Clidanor's Words, I took Wf^ unhappy Bro** 
ther hy the Hand : My dear Arimont y faid I to him^ 
whaf can be the Misfortunes that have put you into> 
this Condition F Can any thing be one to you, fince £ 
love you» and will never love wt other ? This Diicourfe 
cover 'd him with Bluihcs. Qlymfia^ faid he, yoi> 
ihall not from nie know the Thundcr-cIap that ha« 
overwhelm'd me, I wlih you may have more Strength 
to bear it than Ij but be not furpriz'd, if I cannof 
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Utatte adoring yoa^ Jrimmt pronottncc4 thdie Words 
with fo much Earoeftnefi^ tlut I ittributed them to his 
Fever ; and thought that had made him light-headed i 
for I could not perceive why he fliould excufe himielf 
to me for being faithful^ when he knew I placed all 
my Happinefs in his Love. I was preparing to anfwer 
him^ when i was fent for by ifrM/ra : The cruel Wo- 
man had hid herfelf in a CJofe^ where (he had heard 
all Gidanor*% DiTcourfe to her Son, and took a mali- 
cious Pleafure in telling me my Misfortune, without 
extenuating it. I was no fooner near her, but (he painted 
it to me, with all the Colours that could add to the 
Horror of it, accompanied with the moft opprobrious 
Names; and concluded her Difcourfe, with ordering 
me to to get out of her Houfe, the Purity of which was 
defird hy my Birth and Paflion. No Expreffions, Ma- 
dam, are drong enough to defcribe the Emotion of my 
Heart at that Inilan^ > I flill tremble when I recsdl 
it to Mind. Neverthelefs the ungenerous Behaviour of 
jirmirag inipir^d^me with a Rage,i *till then unknow^ 
to me. Madam, (aid I to her, fince I neither am, nor 
can be, atuch*d to you, by any .Ties which might ob- 
lige me to refpe^l you, don't be furprlz'd if I tell you» . 
that you are a thoufand times more to blame than I; 
that *tis you, who, by your unjuft Defigns, have dif- 
KonourM your Houfe; and that fince C/idaner is my 
Father, let it be which way it will, *tis he that (hall 
difpofe of my Fate; and therefore from him will I go 
and feck the Cbnfolation and Counfels I can no ways 
expeft from you; At thefe Words I left her, and^ 
pierced with the moft cruel Defpair, I went to C/rV4- 
nor^s Apartment : I found him in a deep Mufe, from 
which I waked him, by throwing myfelf at his Feet; 
Alas! Sir, faid I to him, melting into Tears, what 
have I been hearing of, and into what a dreaidful Pre- 
cipice am I fallen ? And what, faid he, embraci;ig me^ 
and mingling his Tears with mine, has yo.Qr Brother 

had Courage enough to inform you of N.o„ Sir* 

interrupted I, Arimont has told me nothing, but Armi- 
ra has let me know all. Armira \ faid he : And from 
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whence had flie learn'd the Secre't? then I tcrfd hixrt 
everything that had paft: You fee Sir, continued I, . 
theEfFedb of J/mrasllaXred; I could eaifily juftifv- 
myfelf for the fatal Paffion which confumes my Souf^v 
fince 'twas you that rdfed it* But I neither can, nor 
will.reproach you with anything; the only Favour I 
dare beg, is to fhew me you are my Father, by taking 
inc hence and ihutting me in a.Cloifter, for the reft of 
of my Life; thatAbfenCe, Time, my Tears, and my 
Reafon may aifift me in extrafting the Height of Vir- 
tue out of thcvtry Source of my Crime/ Ah! cry'd 
Clidanor^ again embracing me, tliis P^inand is already" 
a Mark of the Virtue to which you afpiie? Yes, my 
dear Daughter,. I will grint your Requeft, and you 
fhall i5nd, that never Father lovM more tenderly than I 
(do. Then I begged him not to oblige me to fee Emilia, 
apprehending the lofmg my Refolution at the Sight of 
iter. He granted me every tiling, and that very Day 
liad me conduced to a Nunnery, the Lady Abbefs of 
yhich was a Relation of his. All thfs was done with 
fo much Precipitation, that I had not time to know my- 
felf; but when I found myfelf without fo much as the 
•Hopes of ever feeing Arimont again, altmy Love blaz'd 
up afreffi, I forgot what I ow'd to the Place I was in, 
and whdt I ow'd to myfelf; I thought all that had 
paisM, had only been an Artifice to lepasate me from 
what I lov'dj, the Condition that I had left him in, re- 
doubled my Defpair. I accufed myfelf of the utmoft 
•Cruelty, and there never fure was Afflidlion like mine. 
* Mr Father*s Relation enter'd with Concern into all 
my Sorrows, and was fo far from encreafing them by aii 
'ill-tim*d Severity^ that fhe only endeavoured to foften. 
them by an extreme Tendemefs, and endlefs Civilities. 
This Goodnefs calmed my Tranfports, but did not free 
me from my unhappy P^on ; I, without eeafing, de- 
tnanded News kA Arimont: The Silence they obfervM,. 
in relation to his Health, making me conclude him to 
"be in fextreme Danger, threw me into Defpair. Such 
continual Affliftion at length. obliged my Father's Rela? 
tiou to inform me of th^Trath. -She cold me that An- 
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mont was well, that Emilia was dead, and in return for 
Services, (he faid (he had receiv'd from Clidanoty flie 
had left a confiderable Sum of Money to my Brother : 
That her Death had been fo fuddcn, that CUdanor im- 
puted it to Hatred and Artifice, and that the Thoughts 
of it had made him fall ixck, himfelf, and that there were 
but little Hopes of his Life. I then was thoroughly fen*- 
fible of all my Misfortunes ; I did not doubt but EmiHa 
had been poifon'd, and I was convinced that the Death 
Cf Clidanor would deprive me of the only Friend I 
= wanted: But admire. Madam, the Weakiiefs of Man- 
kind ! In the midft of my Troubles onfuch juil AccountJs* 
I foand my felf a.thoufand times more fenfible of An- 
tnt>nt^% feeming to have forgot me; and* what otight to 
have cured my Paffion, only inCrcafed it, You wrH, 
without doubt. Madam, be furpriz'd to find me perfxft 
in my TendernefSj When I knew it muf!; be criminal, 
jfrimont being my Brother ; but when you reflect with 
' Coolnefs on the principal Caufes of Thmgs, you'll find 
'that 'tis much cafier to pafs from fraternal Friendihip 
to Love, than to change Love into a Tendernefs ^f 
•Blood : Nature by ftirfing up our Inclinations, feems 
' to prepare a Way for fomething greater ; the Prejudice 
of Infancy alone puts Bounds to it. That Prejudice, 
once overcome, the remaining Fund of Tendernefs^has 
*but a Step to take to become Love; Defires and 
-Hopes add to it, andnouriftiit; and this Paffion, joined 
'to the Strength of Blood, becomes fo ftrong, that Rea- ' 
^ fbn cannot Overcome it but with the utmoft Difiiculty j 
neither have I the Vanity to think that mine has arriv'd 
tothat. ^ I attribute the prefent Stite of my Heart only 
to Heaven, which finding in my Will what I wanted in 
Power, has been pleas'd to fupply it with a fupcrior . 
Strength to redore me to toy Innocence : But I ftiould 
not fo foon inform you of what I am "at prefent, having 
. ftill'to tell you what I was for a long tim.e. 

I pass'd ^\t Months in Sorrow and Affli8:iori, and 
if I dared to fay it, in Jealoufy ; always believing that 
fomc other Obje6l had banifh'd me out the Heart of 
Jirimont : At the End of that time^ they thought them- 
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ibives obliged to infonn we that CliJanor was iesui^ 
and that both Armra and Arimont were ignorant ol" 
the Place of my Retreat, and equally made Enquiries 
after it, doubdefs with different Intentions. Thta 
News waked my fleeping Virtue, convinced that Ari- 
mont 9^\fx^t^ me, fince he endeavoured to find me but. 
My Jealouiy vaniihed, and my Reafon made me, with 
Terror, fee theDanger of failing either into his Handt^ 
•r thofe of Armra. I afk'd Advice of the Lady Abbeis» 
to whofe Care I was committed : She afTured me, ihe 
would never deliver me up either to one or the others 
that my Father, juft before his Death, had begg'd her 
to take as great Care of me as of herfelf, and had fent 
her by a fecret Conveyance, more than enough to make 
me eafy in the State I was in i but that fhe did not think 
proper to keep me with her, becaufe that Houfe waa 
too near Amdra^ and that fooner or later (he would dif- 
cover me. Therefore to avoid the ill £iFe6b of her 
Hatred, ihe had refoly'd to fend me to a Sifter Krf'hen* 
who governed fiich another Houfe as hers : That ihehad 
writ to her to ix^orm her of all the Confequences of the 
Truft ihe was going to rq>ofe in her, and that ihe oi^y 
waited ^ her Anfwer hdott Xhe fent me. What ihe -told 
jne was a great Comfort to me, and having tenderly 
thanked her for her Goodnefs to me, I begg*dher to con- 
tinue it, aJTuring her that my moft earneil Endeavours 
ihould be to deferve it. As ihe had always found me of a 
gentle Difpofition, which had made her treat me in my 
melancholy Condition without Rigour, ib (he made no 
Scruple to believe the Sincerity of my Promifes. 

I WAITED with Impatience for the Moment wht<^ 
was to carry me from a Place inhabited by Armira and 
Arimont. When one Day walking in the Gardens be- 
longing to the Houfe, and amufing myfelf in feeing a 
Wall rebuilt, which join'd to a Door, that opened upon 
a great Road, I perceived feveral Men on horfeback 
going along. As the Door was taken off* the Hii^es, and 
the Breach in the Wall \ery large, they as eaiily faw me 
as I them; upon which one of them ordered the reft to 
ttop.^-^Xhcfc Words made me refolve to ily, but I 
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cbuldnotdoitfoon enough to prevent two of theai 
from being fo near as tofeize me; one of them took 
me in his Arms, and, notwithilanding my Cries» regained 
the high Road; I heard feVeral Piftols go ofF behind mcj 
and had given over any Hopes . of AlTiflancey when I 
found him that held me and his Company attacked by an 
equal Number of Men. He that was at the Head of 
them, with PiUol in Hand, commanded my Ravifher 
to releafe me ; who anfwer^d him by firing his : But 
having mifs'd his Blow, my valiant Deliverer ieiz'd on 
the Bridle of his Horfe, and clapping his Piflol clofe ttt 
' his Head, difpatched him. He no fooner faw him dag- 
ger, than fnatching me from him, he placed me before 
him, making a Sign to his Attendants to follow him : 
They had engaged the reft of them, but feeing their 
Leader with his Prey, making off with fall Speed, 
they join*d him, and did the fame. As for me, their 
Combat hadfo terrified me, that I was in a Swoon when 
my Deliverer took me in his Arms : He did not endea- 
vour to bring me to myfelf, but made the beft of hit 
way to a Houfe, which in all Probability he wasaiTured 
of. My Raviihers jmrfued him for fome time, but 
having loft Sight of him, and their Leader beis;g dead, 
thty md not thififc proper to venture another Combat, 
fer Interefts entirely indifferent to them; fo^ that the 
Unknown, who had freed me, got thith^er witHont Dan* 
ger. I had forgot to tell yon. Madam, that the Leader 
of my Raviihers was hare-faced, but entirely unknown 
to me; and that my Deliverer being maik'd, I could 
not difeover who he was. As foon as he was in Safety, 
he employed all his Cares to fetch me to myfelf; m which 
he fucceeded, and I recovered my Senfes : ^s he cry^d 
Ofymfiay my dear Otjmpid^ am I then 4>nce more per- 
initted to fee you ! the Sound of his Voice made me open 
niy Eyes, and I knew the unfortunate Arimont. Joy, 
Fear and Shame, had like to have made me relapfe, but 
making zt Effort on myielf, and difentangling myfelf 
from the Arms of'JHmont ; Add not to the Horror of 
our Fate, Sir, faid i to him, by Tranfportsequally of- 
fenfive to Honour and Nature ; if yon would have me 
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take as an Obligation, tlie' Service you have juft done 
me, convince me that I rather owe it to theTendemcfs 
of a Brother, than to the blind Paffion of a Lover ; for 
I cannot think you would take the Title of a Ravifher 
.with regard to me J your Virtue and mine convinces 
jije of the contrary. You do me Juflice, anfwer'd he, 
aiid tho' I cannot drive from my Heart Sentiments that 
make mefhudder, yet my fafTion does not deprive me 
of my Reafon fo far, as to make me deiirous of ren- 
dering you an Accomplice of my Crime ; I don't feek to 
o^end you, but to guard you from an Enemy, which 
the Laws of Nature prevent my freeing you frcun. 
\7ould to Heaven, I could in every thing obfefve them. 
IMve negle£led nothing thefe three Months to And out 
^liere you were, not with a Defign of entertaining you 
with a Pa/lion which we ought for ever to fubdu^, but 
tq reflore you what I can't but know Emilia defign'd 
for you iince fhe left it to me, convinced that my Father 
had it not in his Power to do as much for you as he 
would have done. I was willing to contribute to your 
Eafe in that point, by adding my Eftatc to vfh.dX,Emtlia , 
had left you ; and had made all poiTible Enquiries after 
you, biit to ho eiFeft ; when the Day before Yefterday 
aMan belonging to me,whofeFideIityI have experienced, 
came and gave me notice that Armira had prevailed on 
her Steward, with the Promife of a great Reward, to 
run away with you ; and that he being pretty well ac- 
qviainced with my Informer, had proposed to him to 
be one of thofe who were to fupport him in that Enter- . 
prize; to which he had confented on purpofe that h« 
m'ight have it in his Power to ferve me: That he had 
ei^deavour'd tp have got out of him at what place yoa 
was, but that was what the Steward would not difcover, 
afluripg him he had not told it to any that was to kccom- 
panyhim, and that he had taken that Precaution, that 
it might not be in tKc Power of any one's Indifcretion to. 
prejudice his Defign, and that the Execution of it was . 
fix'd for this Day. I gave Hpayen Thanks foy this Dif- 
covery; encouraging the M^ to be iaithful to me ; and \ 
having tol^ him that I would follow, hW nev enough \

tiDtto xnifs of him, he returned to Armira'% Steward. 
As for me, I provided myfclf with as many Friendis as 
iie had Men; and this Morning having notice that he 
«(ras fetting oat, I went out alone, and rep^irM to a 
neighbouring Houfe where my People waited for me, 
ahd from whence I could fee the Road your Raviihers 
were to take : Every thing happened as I intended it 
ihould, I faw my Man with the Steward at the Headof 
his Troop ; I followed with mine, and obferv'd his 
Motions fo well, that by By-roads I purfued him to the 
Cloifter, where I faw them ftop. As they halted, fo 
did we, but far enough off to prevent their difcovering 
us : I had not waited a quarter of an Hour, when I faw 
^ the SteA^^ard making off full Speed, and my Man by his 
fide; I made no doubt but that he had got you in his 
Power, fo without lofing time, wemaik'd ourfelves, and 
purfued them fo diligently, your Cries ftill guiding us, 
that at length we overtook you: You know the reft, dear 
Olymfla^ and I have notliing more to add, than to af- 
Aire you, that I will attempt nothing contrary to your 
Glory, which is a thduiand times dearer to me than my 
own Life, and that my Virtue is as great as xKflxrft. 

I COULD not hear the latter End o£ Jri/noNt^s Dir' 
courfe without fhedding Tears : His Virtue weakch'd 
mine, which I belic^ve would have been Wronger, had 
his been lefs: I would have ceas'd Joving him, but ap- 
prehended, with Dread, his loving me no more ; never- 
thelefs I had Command enbugh over myfelf, to hide 
from him fuch extraordinary Sentiments. I thank'd him 
for the Succour he had given me, and for his Goodnefs 
in being willing fo provide for me with regard to my 
Fortune : I begg'd him not to ftrip himfelf of his own 
Eftate ; that what Emi/ia had left him, would be fuf- 
ficient to enable me to fpend my Days in a CloiHer, and 
that the laft Favour I had to beg of him, was to carry 
me back again to that from whence I had been taken. 

The Houfe in which we were, belonging to a 

Friend of his, one of my Deliverers, he order'd a Coach 

to be got ready, and putting me into it, himfelf and his 

Friends attending on horfeback, I rcturn'd fafe, with- 
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m any AccUent to the Numieiy. All this Adventure 
had happtii*d in five Hours, fo that I found the Hott(c 
fttllalarmM withtheLofsofme: Jrimomtled me to 
the Lady Abbefs, who was extremely rejoiced to fee me. 
r infbrm*d her of what had|>ars'd9 and found fo muck 
Satiifadion ip fndSing^Arimont, that I extoPd hu Vir- 
tue to her in fuch a Manner, that ihe eafily perceiv^d^ 
he was not fo indifferent to me as he ought to have been s 
neverthelefs ihe thankM him, andprais'dhisGenerofity. 
They then concerted Meafures proper to fecure to me 
the Wealth he was defirous of reftoring; and the Con« 
veriation tum'd upon Interefb entirely, without any 
Mention of the Sentiments of our Hearts ; but when we 
were to part, they then waked with fo much Impetuofity^ 
that there was no Mark left of the Virtue I had fo much 
boaftedt>f. ^r/)9f0«/^s Deipair was fo great, that it 
occafion'd mine ; and never was any one fo much em* 
barrafs^d as the Lady Abbefs, at feeing the Excefsof our 
Sorrow ; but yet (he did not fall from herCharadcr, but 
by Difcourfesy full of true Wifdom, calmed our Tranf- 
ports. Jrimont begg'd her to tell him, where I was 
to go when I left her Houfe ; but file refused him, pro- 
miiing him, that hefliould hear News of me, through 
her: Thus we parted, between Hope and Fear of never 
meetmg more. The nejtt Day I fet out for the Place, 
where the Sifter to Gsdan9r*$ Relation was Govemefs, 
and it was there I contrafted a Friendfliip with the 
amiable Julia, your Niece; the Afredjdon I had for her 
made me, without DifEculty, confent to be feen by you, 
tho* I knew you came from a Town inhere you might 
have heard mention of me. I was in that Houfe treated 
with the fame Gentlenefs, and had the fame Regard 
Ihewnme, as at the other: The Lady Abbefs alone 
kiM^w my Adventures and Birth. But whatever Ou« ' 
was taken to conceal me, Arimont, once more, diico- 
ver'd my Place of Reftige; and I was forced to feek a 
Retreat abfolutely unknown, left, being exposed to the 
Sight of hint, Imightlofe the Fruit 1 expelled, from 
, the Efforts my Reafon every Day made on myTendernefr • 
1 left therefore this Nunnery, and jhutmyfelf up in a 
a Sohtud^ 
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SoUtudfi, where I wsis weil affured I fhouU not be iou^ 
for; it was a FsLxm, belonging to a Lad/ that was re« 
tir'd into the Houfe from whence,! came; it was inha* 
bited only by the Farmer and his Wife, who rented ic 
of her. This Place feem'd to have been made on pur- 
pofe to be unknown to the reft of the World : The Houfe 
wds in the middle of a thick Foreft, more like an Her* 
mitage than a Farm, furrounded with Rocks and Moun- 
tains. I repaired to this Place with two young Women 
Attendants that the Lady Abbefs had allotted me; and 
pretended to be a Relatk)n of hers. I fpent four Years 
in this Retreat, with a great deal more Tranquility 
than I could have expeded. h often heard from bo^ 
the Houfes where 1 had been; they informed me of the 
Peath of Jrmira^ and the ConfeiEon fhe had made at 
her Death, t(£ the carrying away of Or/amesS I ad- 
mired her boundlefs Ambition, and Arim^nt^ Probity; 
but what was moil furprizing to me, was my own Sen- 
timents : For, Madam, Arim9nt*s Proceeding with Be*' 
Ufa charmed me; not as an interefted Lover, but as a 
Sifter attentive to his Glory. I read his Nt.me in the 
Letters I received, and could even pronounce it with- 
. out blufliing, as I ufed to do. This Alteration ftrength- 
en*d my ReJUedions, and I at length repented my hav- 
ing had fo long time contrary Sentiments: I gave 
Thanks to Heaven, and finding myfelf ftrong enough 
to perfift in my Refolutions, and having nothing more 
tgjFear from Atmiroy I defired to return to the Nun- 
nery where Celia was; but they would not as yet ad- 
mit me, that I might be ftill better fortified. 

I CONTINUED ^ Months longer in my Retreat; 
when, as a laft piece of News to crown aU, they fent 
me word that Orfames was returned, and of the Friend- 
ihip between him ^sAArimont: And as this took up the 
Time of the latter very much, I might embrace thisOp- 
portunity of returning. I readily complied, and re-en- 
ter'd into my Nunnery with extreme Joy, and I was 
received with the fame : And as Arimmt and Gidanor\ 
Relation had fecured to me what Emilia had left, and 
that I could difpofe of it where I pleafed> I refolv^d to 
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bcflow Tt on the Nunnery where I was, and to enter 
into their Way of Living, by taking Vows, which might 
for ever hide me from the reft of the World : 1 had 
now p^fs'd my Year of Probation, during which cime, 
myRefolutionandReafon improved, and I got Strength 
enough even to fee the unhappy Arimont^ who defir'd 
it fo eameftly, that it was not thought proper to refufe 
him fuch a Satisfadtion, efpecially as there was nothing 
to be fearM on my fide. I received him as a Brother^ 
who was entirely dear to me, and to whom I was infi- 
nitely obliged; but I did not dare to exprefs too much 
Tendernefs, left I ihould have given him an Opportu- 
nity to have (hewn his. He faw the Conftraint I put 
upon myfelf, and regulating his Behaviour accordingly, 
he hid from me as much as poflible the Affliction of 
his Soul : He told me the Hiftory of Orfames and Jw^ 
ha, and I entertain'd him with the Satisfaftion I en- 
joy 'd in my Retreat. Thus our Interview pafs'd in a 
mutual Confidence in each other, notwithftanding the 
Conftraint we both put upon ourfelves. Arimont de- 
fired me to let tim know the Day I was to make my 
Vows on; which I promisM him, and fo we parted. 

As the Part I adted was very proper for me as well 
in regard to the Misfortune of my Birth, as to the Er- 
ror I had been guilty of; fo I fhould have been very 
well pleas'd if my Brother would have entered into fome 
Engagement, which might have taken from him, as 
~ well as me, ail paft Remembrance of our unhappy Ad- 
ventures; but it was not decent for me to propofe fuch 
a thing to him ; it might have drawn upon me an An- 
fwer perhaps offenfive to my Intentions, and I was not 
fo well affured of myfelf, but that I apprehended his 
Refufal might either give me Satisfaction, or elfe his 
Confent be an Affliction to me : So I got his Relation 
to propofe it to him, and (he even ofFer'd him a very 
advantageous Match. But he begg'd her not to pref^ 
him on that Head; Content yourfelf Madam, faid he 
. to her, with what Reafbn has made me do, in relation 
to Ofympiai my Heart cannot admit of any other Ob- 
^edt; I admire her Virtue^ and efteeiQi her a thoufand 

times 
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times the more for it : I praife her Change, and her 
Reiblution; but it is impoffible for me to imitate her; 
a^i that I can do, is not to lot her difcovet any Tokens 
of my Defpair. This is all thai could be got from him. 
I was extremely touch'd at the Situation his Mind was 
in; but as the State of mine was a VVor.L of five Years,' 
my Concern did not retard my Refolution. it is i»ow 
eight Days fince I put my happy Defign in Exccn i«> ., 
by dedicatmg my felf forever to him, on v.hoir j.io' • 
depends the Felicity of Mankind. I gave /^\ .-m /'/ lu 
ticeof it, according to myPromife; but hef.nng no 
News of him, I apprehend fomething that is dreaafVl: 
I pray inceffantly to Heaven for him, arjd pour for h 
my mofl ardent Vows for the Return of his Reaibn and 
Tranquility. 

You fee. Madam, the State of my Heart at pjefent f 
you have known it fo full of Grief and Uneafiheis, that 
I thought myfelf obliged to acquaint you with the Al- 
teration; at the fame time afiuring you, that there is 
not theleaft in the £fleem and Friendihip with which 
you have infpired 

OlTMPIA. 

■ I DO n't believe, faid Vrania^ feeing Felicia had done 
reading,' there was ever any Adventure more furprizing 
than this of Olympia. It is the more fo, added Flo- 
rinda^ betaufe it infpires us with compailionate Admi- 
ration. True, faid Camilla^ fo much Virtue fhines 
throughout it, notwithflanding the mofl paifionate and 
kaft pardonable Paflion, that we cannot but pity Olympia 
and Arimont as two unfortunate Lovers'. I am fo af- 
fected with it, faid Felicia^ that I almoft accufe Fate 
with Injuftice; I would have given any. thing, that 
they had at laft prov'd not Brother and Sifter. I was 
in hopes that it might have ended fo, reply*d t/<r«»//7; 
but as Olympia does not relate a Fiction, we muft be 
contented with the Truth of it as it is. What troubles 
me moil, iaid dw///^, \% AriminfiT)t•^^^\\ it is plain 
Olympia does not know it, becaufe fhe takes no notice 
of it; and I am pierc'd with Grief when I think of the 
K z - Heart- 
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Heart-breaking News rfiat it will be to her; but I can- 
not comprehend why ihe defired Urania (hould be in- 
form'd of her Adventures. Her Reafon is very eafy to 
be guefsM, reply *d (he: Olympia knows of my Intimacy 
with Belifa^ that. Arimont being at her Houfe, I might 
with Eafe find an Opportunity to .tell him of what I 
knew concerning her; the Fearof expreffing too muck 
Senfibility, prevented her mentioning it in her Narra- 
tion. As for informing her of his Death, It mufl he 
done by fome body elCe, for I (hall not charge myfelf 
with fo melancholy a Commiflion. . 

Perhaps, (Bxd Felicia, Olympia had that in View, 
but I rather believe flie had fome Wronger Motive; for 
knowing Urania to be an Acquaintance of Belifa, fhe 
thought it very probable that fhe might know Artmont"*^ 
Hiftbry, and confequently her pretended Crime; which 
made her be willing to inform her of the Truth of the 
Matter, that fhe might recover the Efteem fo extraor- 
dinary a Pai&on might have made her forfeit. The 
Circamftances, xt^Xy'dUraniay uke off from the Hor- 
rpr of it; and I think Olympia as worthy of Admira- 
tion in hef Change, as (he Avas of Pity, where (he was 
'- blinded- with her Love. There have been fuch PafCons 
heretofore, added Tlarinda, but they could onlyraife 
up Indignation, as they ow'd their Birth to Vice. 
There is fomething in this natural, and yet uncommon* 
that We hear it without Horor, and can't help being 
touched at it. Here you feet the Strength of Virtue, 
{aid Felicia. Yet, faid Camillit^y what now appears to 
be a raonflrous Crime, was in forme>Times the Cuftom. 
The Egyptians thought no Alliances fo agreable, as 
what were in their own Families; and great Numben 
of their Kings were married to their Sifters. 

What you fay is very true, faid Felicia i but as 
there is no Law, or Religion, but what Time refines, 
under the Reigff of Ftclemy the Great, the fame People 
deicHed what their Predeceffors allow'd of: That Prince 
having a long time winked at the wicked Inclinations 
ofCeraunust his eldeft Son, co uld not ftifle the Horror, 
his raviihing the Princefs his Sifler, filled him with ; 
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tiid this laft Crime determined him in the Refolution 
of crowning FtQlerr^ Fhiladelfbusy his fecond Son, 
during his Life-time. It is certain, faid Qamiila^ that 
moft of thofe who have made Laws, have rather fol- 
lowed their Paffions than Juftice. Ambition, Hatred, 
and Love, have -been the Law-givers among Men. I 
don^t condemn your Idea, reply 'd Uram4t\ but as 
there have been Mea truly wife, whofe Condudl has 
been intirely regulated by Juftice and Equity, we muft 
Jiften to what they have prefcribed, and not hearken 
to thofe who have ilrayed from the Paths they had 
fhewn them. This is what ought to be, faid Tlorinda^ 
but when the Laws in force are found repugnant to 
our Inclinations, we then look up to paft Ages, for 
favourable Examples that may authorize our PaiHons 
and WeaknefTes.— — Have not the Heathens great 
Reafon to believe that very Thing wae allowable in 
them, in reading the Works of Oi»/^, and may not they 
with Juftice imagine, that the Diforderlinefs of the Gods 
excufes that of Men 7 This might have been, anfwer'd 
Felidny if the Heathens had been Mailers of that 
Underfhuiding they have boafted fmce; but they had 
cnoogh, efpecially in the time of that illuflrious Romany 
to know that his Metamorphofes contained divine Mo- 
rals, and that in playing upon their Gods, he ridiculed 
much more the Credulity of Men. Now you have . 
mentioned Oo^fV, interrupted C^xri/V/^, I muit read a 
Lettei'dire^ed tohim: I donH know whether it is a 
Tranflation or an Invention, but I .think it worthy of 
your Attention. I h^d it from a Perfon of Learnings 
who very m«cheileemM it. This is (t^ added fhe. 

Cii^AJtissA to Ovid. 

IAm furfrixedy Ovid, thutfi fine anVnderftanding^ 
anifublmt a Qenius as yours ^fi^ld make Gads more 
n;iciosif than Men. If it is defigned as a Satire on the 
Worflnf that is faid them at Kt»ne and in Greece, / 
do not think it becomes a Roman Knight to cenfure his 
RsligtOHy cnfy tojhfw us the Extent and Depth of his 
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Wit, Cannot you gi*vg us more <venerahle Di'uimtus 
than thofe of your Metamorfhofes ? But effecially ought 
you not to be fa<vourahle to your o*wn Sentiments in the 
Fable of Venus? Is it fojftble that fo great a Man as 
Ovid, ^whofoijoell underftands the Art of Pleafng, and 
has fo perfeHly wjell treated on that of Loving^ fbould 
make the Mother of Lo'ue^ the Divinity of his imagi- 
nary Hea<ven^ the moft abandoned of her Sex? Wtnsld 
not your Fen ha*ue acquired as much Glory y in ff taking 
the Truthy or at leaft Probabilities f Were the Charms 
of the Fable requifitt tonjuards enchanting us ? Why did 
not you rather pretend that Venus 'was Daughter to one 
of the firft Kings of the Earth ; that the Men of that 
Agey halving nothing but the Dilates qf Naturey 'were 
ignorant of wohat Choice or a Tafe nxjas ; but that gra- 
tifying their Necejpties ixjithout Delicacy y like the Brutes 
tbeywere at nvarivithy mixing ivithout DifiinBion^ and 
multiplying blindly y the Fathers did not knonu their Chil- 
Hreny nor the Women their- Hnjbands, This Venus, 'whom 
Hea*ven had endo^wed fwith a mcfi di'vine Beauty y finding 
in herfelf Afferent Notions than fwere in her Cotempo- 
raricSy bad forntd the Defign of teaching them a Union 
much more perfeS than 'what they had, That this PrjU' 
ctfsy infpired by the Suprenu Beings, had a Jpembled to- 
gether the Women that poffeffed the moft CharmSy and 
that knonving her onjon Sex more eafy to be perfuaded 
than the Men, had began publift^ing her Precepts to them^ 
con*vinced that Men Jhould foon learn if they fwouldbut 
giwe themfel'ues the Trouble of inftruBing them,. That 
Princefs fet forth the Horror of gifving themfel'ues up to 
the Lanvs of Nature^ fwithout the Htarfs being any 
'ways concerned} 'which being the nobleft Part of Men 
cught to go'vem all tJ^e Anions of their Li*ves : That 
Jtnce that infpired them 'with CouragCy Generofityy and 
.aThirftforPamty it might alfo gi've them a fifter Paf- 
Jiony fwhich 'would compleat their Felicity, In order to 
'which y they muft each of them make a Choice^ but *with 
Cautfon andTaftcy governed by the natural Sympathy 
that /' uld make them incline to one ObjeS foouer than 
another I that ibis Sympathy WQuUfoon/orm Sentiments 
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nuhich/hould he called Lo'vey luhicb Love nuou Id produce 
Delicacy, ixihUh nxjas alone the Source of all Plea/ures, 
Thatjht imagined Wit^ and Beauty y fufficient to capti- * 
•vate thojc they Jhould pitch on; luith nxhich Affj/tance 
they fwould gi^ve more certain and li'vely Wounds to the 
Meny than their Arrows did to tht Brutes. That if 
the Men Jhould not approve of this Union y they Jhould 
immediately refufe thim thtir Company ^ perfuaded that 
Jince the World could not fuhjtjf ^without them, they 
fWould heforcid to obey <what Laios they Jhould plcafe 
to lay on thcm^ rather than not pojfffs them. That thcfe 
Lejjonsy being often repeatedy had been attended ixjith 
nsfudden an EffiSl as Venus had promifed herfelfi and 
in concert with her beautiful DifcifleSy they attacked 
the Men with Charms that f red their Souls, who found 
themfel*vcs animated with an Ardcur, not for Glory or 
Ambition, but with fomething that comprehended both 
thofe PaJ/ions: That the fame Sympathy governing their 
Hearts, as ijuell as they that attacked them, each made 
their Choice according as they had been ivounded; from 
fjohich Moment, Mortals began to kno^w no greater Fe- 
iicity than Lo*ving, and being belo^ved. That this Prin* 
cefs Venus, being Jn*ventrefs of this delicate Notion, 
which Jhe had named Loije, was looked upon as the Mo- 
ther of it, and of the ^Graces, hecaufe Jhe lAjas aj/ifed by 
the moji beautiful Wcmen of her Time: 7 hat this mu-' 
tual Engagimint had been found fo beautiful, that they 
who embraced it made a God of it, luith a Bandage be- 
fere it's Eyes, tojhtnv that it is a Sentimmt, the Force 
af which is in*z/incib/e; and made a Goddefs of her, that 
badyfirfi dra<wn the Heart out of the Chaos it *was 
wrapped in. By this probable Story, O gallant Ovid» 
you *would ha*ue made the Deity you ha'vefo often facri' 
fced^ to be. refpeHed; and^ perhaps the Delicacy would 
hanje bad fucb an EJfeS upon yo^t, as to prevent your 
being the mojl inconjiant of Men, If you could have 
been a Lover, ^without being a Debauchee, you luouid 
have formed a Venus, and Mother of Lowe, without 
painting her /vicious. Forgive, i llujlr ious KoVRiiii, the 
Criticifm of a Woman, whom you have notf corned to 
K4 teackl 
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ieacbi ^^ *tuho has, hy reading ywr di'ume Works ^ 
iecomi more /earned and nice, than hy ' all the Cart 
that Augullus and Livia took of her Educatiom 

Tkis Work^ faid Urania, is of a very finguTar 
Gouft; the Idea of it appears to me to be entirely new i 
She that compofed it feexns to accufe Owd for follow* 
ing his own Temper more than Reafon, and would per* 
iuade us, that in all Writings there enters a vaft deal of 
the Humours and Inclinations of the Author. It is Im* 
pofTible it ihould be otherwife, SLnfwer'd Felicia: Yet, 
when a Writer dcfcribes Ambition, Cruelty, or Love j 
it dpes not follow of certain Confequence, that he him* 
felf is ambitious, cruel, or in love. No certainly, faid 
Camiila fmiling, for I have very often wrote Verfes ex- 
treamJy tender, yet love nothing. This Proof, rcply'd 
Florinda^ isnotfufficientj your Verfes (hew the J>ifpo* 
£tion of your Mind, tho* it has met with no worthy 
Objc^ ; which we may reafonably imagine is the Rea- 
fon you do not employ the Stock of Tendernefs that is 
in your Soul. It is true, faid Urania, that we do fome* 
times difcover ourfelvesin our Writings ; but it is not a 
general Rule: There are Men who know perfeiUy 
well how to defcribe beautiful Adlion% without being 
capable of performing thera. An Author often attri- 
butes to his Hero Virtues he knows nothing of; yet if 
I had the Talent of Writing, I ftiould fooner lay open 

Kd defcribe my own Sentiments, than' to owe to my 
vention what my Heart is ignorant of. ^ There are. 
few People of that Character, reply 'd Camilla i we 
every Day meet with Numbers, who pretend to be ex- 
ccffively modcft, in regard to their Wit, Beanty, or Ta- 
lents ; yet with a great deal of Boldnefs malce Elogxums 
€n their Hearts : If one were to liften to them, they arc 
all generous, good-r*itur'd, fmcere« faithful ; in Ihort, 
endow*d with all the Qualities that we know they ougbt 
to have ; when nobody allows them but themielves. I 
find, iaid Urania ^ we hare pot Camilla into a HtN 
mour to moralize, and that we infenfibly forget it is 
time to go to Supper. Sayiftg this, ihe led her f needs 
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into tke Hall, wbo^aced tketiiielves at Table. Siipp«r 
being over, they rermned their Walk, and ufoal C<m- 
verlacion. 

I THiMK, faid Camilia, a ftne A7g>i&^ is preferable to 
the fineft Duy, So do I, replied Urania^ but I am 
furprized to find you of that Opinion ; your Heart and 
Mind being 6ree from all Engagements. — '■ — I thought 
the Moon and Stars had been adtnir'd only by thofe in 
love. That Stock of Tendemefs, refumed Camilia^ 
iinilingy with which you j aft now reproached me, may 
be, perhaps^ the Occafion of it. I am perfuaded in* 
A<^ti^ cried Fhrinda^ that when the Heart is in that 8i«> 
tuation Uyania fpeaks pf. Night has Charms which are 
not to be found in Day ; the Soul recolle6ls its Vi- 
gour, without being taken off, or diftraded. ■ 
When one loves tenderly, that is certainly the beft Time 
to think of the beloved Objedl. Ah [ rejoin'd Urama, 
my dear Florinda^ there is no Time fixed for that. 
T he dazzling Glories of the 5j/», or the foft 
gentle Shades o£ Night, are equally employ 'd by thofe 
truly touched "with that engrofi&g Pafiion. Nothing can 
be more certain than this, added Felicia ; when we are 
aiFeded with a piercing Grief, or great Tendernefs, the 
Imagination is taken up with it both Night and Day, 
and fometimes too we are fo loft in Contemplation, we 

know not the Difference between them ; fo little is 

any thing elfe capable of interrupting. This is as much 
as to tell us, faid CamiJ/d, embracing Urania and Fe- 
iicia^ the Situation of both your Minds; but I hope a 
happy Return of Orof banes and Thelamont will foon 
permit you to tafte the Pleafures of both Night and 
Day : In the mean time I advife you to take the Re* 
pofe I wiih you. I find, (aid Vraniay fmiling, the 
indifferent Camilla is inclined to go to Bed, and only 
I invites, us to take the Repofe ftie wants herfelf. You 

are in the right, added Fhrinda, how great an Admirer 
foever flie may pretend to be of the >Iight, I believe 
(he had much rather enjoy the Beauties of it afleep, than 
irftlring. However that be, replied that agreeable 
iadyi we will not carry our Refte^os any farther ;; 
Ks for 
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for I. am fure Urania is tired with talkijig and hear- 
ing it ; it is Time to leave her at Liberty to enjoy her 
own Thoughts. I never am happier than when with 
xny Friends, faid Urania ; but I think, at prefent, we 
will come into your Propofal. At thefe Words, they 
all waljk'd back to the Houfe; Urania and Felicia 
waited on Camilla and Florinda to their Apartment ; 
and afterwards, retiring to their own, paIsM the Night 
with the pleafing Hopes, that Tbeliimont and Oro- 
f banes would foon, by their Prefence, rellore that Jojr 
to their Hearts, which their Abfence had deprived 
them of.

L £ £ P did not take fo entire a Domi- 
nion over the four beautiful Friends, as to 
make them rife later than ufual. Urania 
and Felicia were fcarce out of their 
Apartments, before they perceived Flo- 
rinda and Camilla coming to enjoy the 
finieft Morning in the World ; they repaired to the Banks 
of the River, and followed the Courfe of it a long Time, 
difcourfing of common Things, which occafionally pre* 
fented themfelves to their View. — But when the Soul 
is naturally inclined to great Things, it never wants Op- 
portunities to exert itfelf. Florinda obfcrving the 

beautiful Meads, that bordered the other Side of the Ri- 
ver, covered with Sheep, thofemeek and innocent Crea- 
tures, feeding in Tranquillity, under the Eye of a Shep- 
herd, and the Guard of his Dog ; cried out ia. a fort of 
Rapture, How happy would Mankind be, if they had 
Leaders as watchful of their Neceflitiea ami Safety ! and 
how great would be the Felicity of Princes, if their 
SubjeSs lived in the dune Union,. Peace and Concord, 
K 6 that 
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that thefe Animals dof— — This Refle£lion, anfwer^d 
Urania^ is wife and judiciotts, and pats me in mind of 
a PaiTage I read lift Night, in Dennis of Haliciimi\ffus: 
He ivp that a Deputy from the Dalmatians^ namecl 
BattOy being fent ta Rome^ to treat with the Emperor 
Tiberius y on the Reyolt of Dalfnatia, was aflced by that 
Prince, Why thofe Nations fo much endeavour'd to 
ihake offthe Roman Yoke? Ge/ar, aniwer'd Batt9, I 
will fatisfy your Curioitty with all the Frankne^ of a 
Dalmatian Soldier, who knows not how to dirgfufe 
the Truth. The Romans are alone the Caufe of the 
frequent Revolts of our Provinces ; for, inftead of fend- 
ing us a wife, prudent, and couragious Shepherd to lead 
our Flock, and Dogs to defend them, they only fend us 
ravaging Wolves, to murder and tear us to Pieces : 
This has made our Defpair often change as from Lambs 
to roaring Lions, who have fometimes devoured the Ro- 
man Eagle. It is totural, faidFJ/a^r, to deiire to 
fhake off Chains that are too heavy : Slavery is of it- 

. felf grievous enough, the Impofers of it need^ot add 
to the Weight of it. In my Opinion, a Prince cannot 
ihew Humanity enough to People, over whom he reigns 
only by Right of Conqueft. Thus a6led Juliutdefar^ 
added Camilla \ he made fuch modeft Ufe of his Vic- 
tory, that the Conquered were often as well contented 

. as the Conquerors: This Gentlenefs gain'd him fuch 
Numbers of Friends, and fo confideraJi>ly augmented 
his Party, that he overcame every thing that oppofed 
him; and nothing but Treafon could have made thit 
great Man fall ; a Treafon fo fetal to the Aflors in it^ 
that they aU died (oon after, of a violent Death. It 
is certain, faid Fkrisnh^ that C^/ar was one of the 
greateft Men among the Ajitients; and I can*t conceive, 
how anv one can place MtxamJkr before him. AUx^ 
andir^ mtcrxvi'pttd Felicia, under ths Eyes of Leonidas^ 
his Governor, and Arifiotle, his Preceptor, was jufi, 
mild, temperate, generous, and fo liberal, that he gave 
aiway every thine in his Powo*: I have read, that 
Le^nidas telling him, one Day» that if he went on in 
hisLibcralitiei, ke wooMleavehimieif nethiDg: JFear 

I it 
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It not, reptyvd that Monarch ; I have an inexhaoflible 
TreafaiCy that will always (apply me with fufficient to 
-acqok myfelf of the PromHcs I have made to Ariftotle. 
Yet, faid Urania, after his Conquefts, from being 
wife and virtuous, he became debaach'd, and cruel 
enough to IglJ, with his own Hands, his deareft Friends, 
abandoning himfelf tothemoft deteilable Vices, expo- 
^Qg fome to wild Bealb, and putting others to Death 
on the kaft Sufpicion, without having any Regard to 
thofe to whom he was the moft obligoi. 'Phe Mourn* 
ing that he enjoin'd for the Death of Hepbeftiw, which^ 
li# made extend to the vildl Animals, fhew'd his Vice" 
^nd Folly^ in their uhnoft Extent. On^the contrary Ju- 
iius Citfiir always poffe&*d the Virtues that AUxander 
was onide adom'd with. Thiskft refum'd h^ Virtue 
(H)Iy at his Death, C^far never laid it afide: He had 
ib few human Infirmities, or, at leaft, fo well concealed 
them, that his greateft Enemies could not find enough 
to tamiih his Glory. The greateft Fleafure he coiSd 
have, was in rendring otlters happy; and in Propor- 
tion, as Fortune declar*d itfelf on his Behalf, he made 
his Friends parudce with him, and even fought them 
out in their moft hidden Retirements, Alexamler 
vaunted, that he held Fortune in Chains, Cafar knew 
*lier, and miftrniled her, aiming at the Accompliihment 
of his Defigns with Deliberatton, not being willing to 
-cxpofe himfetfto the Caprices of fo uncertain a God« 
defs. i find, faid Urania, that our Converiation is 
not like to end here, and therefore let us take our Places^ 
till the Sun and Dinner-tisnCte interrupt us. 

Eteey body being therefore (eated, Fhrinia, who, 
by her Refle^on, had given Birth to thisDifconrfe^ 
torniRg herlelf to Urama ; You fee, 6id fhe, the Ef- 
f(B£kofyourPsefen€e; afTociating with you makes tfs 
'endeavour, even to think. as you do: Since v«f being 
here, my Miod aims at nothing but what may improve 
k. WlMrt you fay, reply'd Urama, js very much to 
my Advantage; but I ihouki be very much Concem'd^ 
if you tkoughtl intended fo nmch to confine your Ima- 
ginationsy as not to let you fay, or think of any thing» 

but 
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but what favours of Learning j you knoW me weM 
, enough, to be feniible, that there is nothing I fo much 
endeavour to avoid, as to be thought to aim at the Cha- 
nSter of being Learned: I am not fo, but I endeavour 
to inform myfelf; and if I had not found you in a Hu- 
mour to amufe yourfelves with exalted Matters, I 
ihould have endeavoured to have diverted your Minds 
from any thing that might have fatigu'd them. There 
is no Need, anfwer*d Felicia^ for your juftifying your- 
felf thus; we take a great Pleafure in fhewing, that our 
Ideas are conformable to yours : FlorinJa is, I am 
fure, of my .Opinion; fince, by her Refiedtion, (he 
drew you into repeating fo curious a PaiTage; and Ca- 
milla has ihew'd the Brightnefs of her Genius, in the 
Difference fhe has remarked between Cafar and Jlex- 
ander. As for me,' faid Camilla, I know '^^rj well 
that I am not learned, neither have I the Ambition of 
appearing fo; but I give up myfelf with Attention to 
. what I read, that I may remember it again on Occafion, 
and make RefledUons on it, according to my Capacity : 
As for Example, I think I can never make enough oa 
the Ruin of fo many great Empires, the Names of 
which are fo much celebrated in Hiftory ; and yet there 
are now no other Remains of them ; their Change of 
Maft<!rs has been their Ruin: The Ambition of fome» 
and the Weaknefs of others, have occafioned thofe Re- 
volutions, which have'at length reduced them to no- 
thing. ArbaSus having exterminated Sardanapalus^* 
King of the Affyrians, transfer'd the Empire to the 
Hides: Cyrus traniported it from ihcMides to the 
Firfiaus ; and Altxaudir, from the PerJUms to the 
Macedomans. Thus in federal Ages happened thefe 
diSerenj^Changes, which being attended with that of 
dieir Cuftoms, Manners, and Religions, have quite ex- 
tingaifh*d even the Names of thofe that were once fo 
renowned. The Romans, fakl Florindd, had a much 
•more refined Piece of Policy ; they always deprived of 
their Dignities all the States and Kingdoms they could 
join to their own Dominions, leaving the Name of Kmg 
tonone„ but their moft intimate AlUes^ whickwasnot 
. I a very' 



very gloriousTitle for them ; for the leafl Roman vsilued 
'himfelf far above the greateft Monarch. Whathappen^d 
to Ptvleffty, famamed the Piper, added Urania, is a 
Proof of what Florinda fays : This Ptoltmy was Father 
of the famous Cleopatra, and was driven from his Do- 
sninions, by a general Revolt of his Subjedls ; this Prince 
having the good Fortuneto efcape, took theRefolution 
ef going to Rome, to beg their Aififtance. In going thi- 
ther he touched at Rhodes, where he learn'd that Cat9 
was lately arriv'd; he fent a Compliment to him, and 
beggM the Favour of an Interview. Cato fent him 
back Word^ that he might come to him, for his Houfe 
was always open to thofe who were m Alliance, or had 
any Affairs to tranfkd, with the Roman Jlepublic. The 
King was furpriz'd at fo rough an Anfwer, arid was, 
for fome time, in doubt what he fhould do ; but'his In- 
tereft, at length, determining him, hei went to Cato : 
But his Aftoniihment was very much increasM, when 
lie heard that Roman, without fo much as f i£ng, aik 
him, if he came to Cato, or to a Roman Senator. The 
Greatnefs of P/0/^/f!ry*s Surprife, made him, for fome 
time, fUent. This Prince, accuftom'd to fee everybody 
on their Knees who fpoke to him, thought it very ex- 
traordinary, that a Man plain drefs'd, and who ihew^d 
no Marks of that Grandeur, which the Romans fo well 
« knew how to dazzle the Eyes of Strangers with, ihould 
treat him in that Manner. Neverthelefs he replied, that 
ht came as an Ally of the Romans, to fee a great Maa^ 
whofe Reputation was fpread all over the Earth, Let 
that alone, interrupted the fierce Senator, and come to 
the Alliance. Ptolemy was almofl difconcerted at this 
Anfwer; but at length told him, he was an Ally of the 
Romans, and that that Alliance had been fworn to on 
Ae Altsa of Jupiter Capitolinus, which hadrendred it 
inviolable ; that he was going to Rome to demand Af- 
fiftance from the Senate, againft his Subjeds that had 
depofed him, and placed his eldeft Son in his Throne. 
Believe me, Ptolemy, cried Cato, turn back again to 
£iypf» ril embark with you, and will, myfelf akmc, 
ft-efiablifliyou; fiucif jrou go to Rome, to Pompef% 

Hovdi^ 
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Hoafe, ' where I know year Locking is xppohitei, yam 
will be the Prey of the different Parties that will be 
formed on your Affair. *Ti8 known, that yoa are 
powerful in ready Money, and the CoiTi^»tion of matt 
of the Senators, have made them already look on your 
Treafures as their own: Yoa muft, in Perfon, iolkk 
from Door to Door, and debafe the Royai Majefty; and 
after thefe Submiilions, andExpence, yott will be at lafl 
obliged to return, without effeding any thing. Pta* 
/emy could not but admire that great Man ; his Coun£d 
was prudent, and he inclined to follow it : B««t the Per- 
fons that Pomp^y had placed about him, determined to 
go on to Rome^ which he had Realba to repent, for 
tytxy thing that Cai$ foretold, happened. Judge bj 
this Pafiage, continued Urantaf^ in what Manner the 
Romani were wont to treat Kings* There aie great 
Numbers of the like Examples*. &id FeUa'a; but to 
return to what Camiiia fitkl, on the Revolutions of 
Empires : I believe their Ruin is always occafion'd hf 
the Want of a lawful Heir. The Dcxmiaiops that a 
Prince poili^es in right of Conqueft or Eledion cannot 
be fo well fupported, ai thofe that are hereditary. If 
an Empire be invaded by Force of Arms, another C<m- 
queror feeks to deiboy the itrft ; thus facceffivdy the 
People become a Prey to the moft fortunate Conqueror. 
.If it is by Eledioii, the different Parties of the Pretend- 
ers caufe a Trouble difficult to be calm'd; he that *k 
excluded, never defifts from endeavouring to fupplant 
him that is choien : Which tumultuons Difiientiotts mnft 
infallibly defhroy the moSt Hourifliii^ Empires. Inftead 
of which, heredity Kingdoms fupport diemfelves by 
the Number of their Princes, who are by Birtk alone 
called up to t;he Throne. Then yon are of Plmii% 
Opinion, bififl^rinda^ who&ys, that every O^age 
in aState is to be fear'd, whether it is by Conqoeft or 
Eledion. We may therefore boldly coivchide, that he- 
reditary States are themoft permanent; fince when a 
lawful Heir fucceeds, the whole Kingdom fttfaoks^ aiil 
ackqp^ided^ him without any Diijpote. 



iT-is true, added Camiila^ that cl^^vt Kingdoms 
arc fubjeft to great Revolutions, witncfs what has hap- 
pened in our time to Poland, We have fince theDeath 
c^Jahn Sohhjki, fcen that Kingdom become a Prey to 
Strangers ; the Germans^ StveJes, and Mu/co^fes, have 
ravaged thofe beautifal Provinces, and have, in their 
turns, look'd upon them as an Enemv's. Country. In- 
fomuch, diat Poland mxy be now look'd for even in To* 
iatidhtkt^. Whereas, had-they had an aiTured Suecef- 
for, there would havebeenno Door left open to all thofe 
Pretenders, nor no Room for their Cabals and Intrigues. 
Alexander^ MdVraniaj being on his Death-bed, an- 
fwered his Courtiers, when they a&ed him who fhould 
fuceced him. The mojinvortliy. Then Self-Love fliewed 
itfelf, each thought themfelvcs the dcfign'd Perfonj 
fome endeavoured to gain the Soldiers, others the great 
Men and the People; but the Inftant it was known that 
Alexandtr had given the Royal Ring to Perdiccas, all 
their caballing ftopt. The^««/rjw, izid Felicia, made 
Demi-gods of thofe Emperors that left them a lawful 
Succeifor; andlfiiid, the Imperial Conftitutions have 
wifely eftablifh'd the Elcftion of a King of die Romam, 
who is the appointed Sncceffor to the Empire. An- 
tifntly, added Florinda, the Perfians did not firffcr thehr 
King^o go in Pcrfon on any warlike Expedition, with- 
out firft appointing who fhould fucceed him. Lima, 
faid Urania^ had the Addrefs to conceal the Death of 
Augitftus fo well, that Tiberius was in PofTeffion of the 
Empire before that Lofs was known.* The Roman Se- 
nate concealed that of the Emperor Clavdivs, and af- 
fembled every Day on pretence of praying to the Gods 
for the Health of that Prince; but in reality, tofecure 
the Empire to his SuccefTor. Queen ^anaquilla, ad- 
ded Camilla, concealed the Death of Tarquin^ till Ser- 
«vius vms inftalled King of the Romans. 

All this proves, {zid Urania, that hereditary Em- 
pires-have, and always willfupport themfelves in pre- 
judice to all others. Saying thus, they walked towards 
the Houfe, and being come into the Hall, and every thing 
ready to be ferved up, they placed themfelvcs at Table. 

After 
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AFter the Repaft, Urania afked Camilla jeiling1y». if 
ihe was of a Humour to gp to the Library. 'I'hat 
beautiful Lady anfwered her, in the fame Tone, that, 
that Day Reading would be agreeable to her, and chat 
(he fhould not want a rural Feail to prevent her being 
melancholy. S9 faying, they entered the Library, 
where they refum'd dieir ufual Entertainment. After 
fome time fpent in Silence, Florinda breaking it the 
firfl, I cannot enough admire, faid (he, the Confidence 
o{ Charles the Fifth, and the Moderation oi Francis 
the Firft, when the Emperor pafs'd thro' France to fup- 
prefs the Rebellion in Ghent, The Hiftory of our Na- 
tion, which I have met with, has call'd ic to my mind. 
*Tis indeed, {^^Urania^ a very remarkable PaiTage : 
That Emperor afk'd leave of the King to pafs thrpugh 
his Dominions; he obtained it, -and when he was at 
Paris^ it was reprefented to the King, that he ought ta 
lay hold of the Opportunity of revenging himfelf on that 
Prince, who had feveral times broke his Faith, in the 
Treaties that had been made between them ; partico^ 
larly in that relating to the Inveftitore of the. Duchy of 
Milan^ which belonged fo juitty to France, Franctr 
the Firft knew all the Importance of that Affair, but 
he knew better that the Royal Word was {acred; and 
repulfing fuch Counfels, he ordered them to mention it 
no more. Pledged Faith ought always to be regarded, 
faid iV//V/^j thro' that the Romuns poffeffed the 
greateft Empire in the World ; their Friends and Allies 
were fo fatisfy'd with the exadl Regard they had to their 
Treaties, that their Word was fufficient to them ; ail 
forts of Treafon were deteilable to them. The Falif- 
f^2/ri found it fufficiently; for whilft the Romans were 
befieging their City, a School -Mafter contrived to lead , 
«the Children of the principal Men of the City into the 
Roman Cainp. The Novelty of- fuch a Bafenefs fur- 
prized them, and they fo much abhorred it, that im- 
mediately they ordered the Arms of the Traitor to be 
tyM, gave each of the Scholars Rods, and bid them 
whip him back to the City, and return to their Parents. 
They did fo accordingly^ and in fo rigorous a Manner, 

* that 
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that the Wretch died under their Blows» as they entered 
the City. This Generofity of the Romans touchedthe 
Talifcam io feniibly, that the next Day, on honourable 
Terms, they fubmitted themfelves to the Romans. Set- 
fio, added Camilla, having met and taken a Cartha^ 
ginian Veffel richly laden, the Captain of which tell- 
ing him that he was carrying the AmbafTadors, and the 
Prefents which the Common-wealth was fending to 
Greece, he let them go, tho' he thought it was a Pre- 
tence; chuiing rather to lofe his Booty, than run the 
Rifque of violating the Rights of Nations in thePc^- 
fons of Ambafladors, tho' he believed them to be 
feigned ones, defar Auguftus^ faid Florinda, might 
have chaftifed Caracolas; the moft famous. Robber of 
his time, and for whofe Head there was a Reward put 
out; but he having the Temerity to deliver himfelf up 
to Auguftus himfelf, and to aik the promifed Reward, 
that Prince, who found fomething great in what he had 
done, ordered the Money to be paid him, and gave 
him his Life ; thinking he ought to recompenfe the Con- 
fidence he had placed in him. 

The famous ?y rate Callicratus, {aid Felicia, refufed 
a coniiderable Sum of Money, that was offered him to 
kill a Man to whom he had given his Protedion. Since 
there is no body^ faid Urania, who does not endeavour 
to be believ'd m what he fays, much more ought a 
Prince; he who ought to have more Honour iii his 
Soul, and Truth in his Mouth than any of his Subjedls; 
if he were allowed to promife and not obferve, who 
could be iimple enough to give credit to him ? He that 
feligiouily keeps his Word, obliges the Perfon with 
whom he treats to do the fame ; he that breaks it, on 
the contrary, deferves the fame to be done by him. In 
vain would Princes bind their- Subjeds by Oaths of Al- ^ 
legiance, in vain would they conclude Treaties with 
.iheir Allies; all thefe Precautions would be ufelefs, 
if they did not pundually keep their own Words. All 
Contfadsare in JulHce relative, the two Contraftants 
ought reciprocally to execute the Articles agreed on, 
the Engagement is otherwife void. Much more ougjic 

a Prince, 
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ft PHnce, whofe Pf efence fappliea all other Solenmhict, 
whofe Word is Law, and whofe Letters-Parents give 
full Affarance. How much flronger does an OatK bind 
him ? He cannot infringe it, withoat particularly offend- 
ing the Aatbor of his Btmg, who is Troth itfeif, and 
whom Kings ought to imitate, fince they reprefent iiim 
here below. Doubtlefs, iMFeUda^ God has made 
Agreements with Men, which he has exa^y obfenr'd; 
nay, i^c has ofi:en teftify'd how much he was ofFended, 
at tlieir not obferving their Prpmifes. The Children of 
Sani pnt to death the Giheottites^^ contraay to the Faith 
x}i2Xj9flntahkdi giv^n them: God revenged this, in 
afflifting I/rael v/'m\i^ Famine for the Space of three 
Years J andtho', according to Human Laws, thePro- 
imfe tiijojhua ought not to have been binding, beii^ 
extorted by an Aitifiee^ yet having been given under 
the Seal of God, it was become facred, authentic, and 
inviolable. Thefeare great Examples^ faid Gi«i»/Ar, 
and noble Lefibns for fuch as falfify their Promiles. 

I^ Men, in every thing, obierv'd that Golden Rule, 
to do as they would be done unto, added Fhrindu^ 
they ^ouid not need Examples, ner Laws ; in their own 
Bofoms would they find what they ought to do, with- 
out having recourfe to Laws eftabliflied by ofthers: Bat 
fince it is not fo; and there is a Neceifity for Laws, I 
think they who violate them cannot be too feverely 
punr(h'd. ' You are a R&man, in that Point, rqply'd 
Urania; that famous Nation never failing to poniih, 
with the utmoft Rigour, the Viciation of their Laws. 

A Prince is obliged, {:udFeJtda, to chaftizethe 
Wicked, when they are found out; if he forgives, or 
winks at them, he is guilty, towards God and Man, of 
the Crimes they (hall afterwards commit : For this Rea- 
fon/were the Axes knd Rods carry 'd before the RQiHtn 
Emperors and Confuls, that they might, by them, be 
pat in mind of their Duty, and keep the World in awe. 
During the Genforlhip of Cai9, laid Florinda, the Ar^ . 
tjiicers were always employed, without daring to quit 
their Shops, till the Hours for Work were (fveff for 
fesr^ of meeting that rlg^ Cearfor, who. Day and 

Night, 
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NigKt, obfervM both the Little and the Great ones ; and 
wb^n he found them in a Fault, he treated the Patri-. 
dans in the fame Manner as the Meaneft of the Peo- 
ple: A remarkable Example for thofe in Authority ! 
Seneca fays, added Urania^ that he who can prevent a 
Mifchicf, and does not, is as much guilty of it, as he 
that commits it. But yet, faid Camiila, too much Seve- 
rity in a Prince is a Fault. Too great Indulgence, cry'd 
Tlortnday is a much grcat«-. Was not the Ruman Em- 
pire running to Ruin, by the Diforders that theGood- 
nefs, or ratber the Inidolencf , of the femperor Pertinax 
fuffec^d to be introduc'd? And what would have been ♦ 
the Confequence of it, had the fev»e Alexander ^ who 
fucceeded him, remedied them, by refloring the Laws 
to their full Vigour, and putting them in Force? Cicero^ 
maintains, added C/ir/rxtitf, that nothing is fooiTeniive 
to the Good, as to fee the Widcedfupported; and that 
nothing fo much encourages the committing of Crimes, 
as Impunity. What happened at Rotne^ faid Felicia^ 
under the Pontificate of Inmocent XI. may prove what 
we have been iaying; his Predeceflbrs had, for a long 
time, negle^d to clear the Province of ^«c^/a, of an 
infinite Number of thoie fort of Robbers, whom the 
Italians call Sgherrij whofcProfeffion it is, to lend their 
Hands to all forts of Crimes, and particalarly to Murders. 
The Italians arc naturally inclin'd to Vengeance, but, . 
to fatisfy it, feldom care for running any Danger; and 
therdbre make ufe of a third Hand : You may eaftly 
imagine thofe Minifters of Iniquity are moft abandoned 
Villains, fince they lend their Hands to any one, without 
Diftinftion. The Nobility, aiming at being formidable, 
keep in pay great Numbers of thefe Sgherrij which 
makes the Governors of Princes, who are but for a 
certain time, tolerate thefe Broods of Murderers, for 
fear of irritating the Nobles who fupport them. Roma» 
nia fuffered prodigioufly through thefe Wretches, when 
Innocent XL being feiifible of it, thought himJelf ob** 
lig'd, in Duty, to apply a Remedy to thefe Diforders, 
"and pitched upon.Cardinal Ciho for that Legatedup : 
He fent for him, and told him, that knowing him to 
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he a Prince by Birth, and of Confequence incapable of 
Fear, or fordid Intered, which oftentimes ties the Hands 
of thofe in Authority, and blunts the Sword of Juftice, 
he begg*d him to accept of that Government, and to 
fret the Holy Chair from the Scandal that from thence 
relieved pn it ; aiTuring him,' that he would endow him 
with a Power fo unlimited, in the Execution of the 
fevered Juilice, that no Intereft or Recommendation 
ihould fuipend, orinterfere with his Judgments. The 
Cardinal, who was of a mild and gentle Difpofition, 
would rather have excufed himfelf from accepting of 
thisCommifiion: But feeing that the Pope gave it, at- 
. tended with Conditions that had never been granted to 
any of his Predeceflbrs, he accepted of it, and repaired 
to Ra*veftxa, the Capital of the Province. The Magif- 
trates, and Nobility, coming to congratulate him on 
his Arrival, the Cardinal told them, in a weak and 
feeble Tone, that he was forry he was pitched upon to 
£11 a Place, the Authority of which might have b^en 
much better exercised by fome other ; that he was weak, 
both in Body and Mind, that he lov'd Reace and Quiet- 
nefs, that he (hould refer every thin^ to their Manage- 
ment, only begg'd them to have God before their Eyes, 
in the Execution of Juftice. The Inhabitants ofRa- 
^enna were charm'd, at having a Legate fo humble and 
gentle; the Banditti in particular, rejoic'd at the Im- 
punity they promised themfelves, under fo mild a Go- 
vernment. But the artful Legate, had no fooner dif- 
mis'dthe Magifh-ates and Nobility, than fending for 
the Bartgtllo or Captain of the Archers, he told him, 
with a rdfd^ute and bold Voice, that the iirft Perfon 
guilty of Miirder, or any other Crimes, that he fuffer'd 
to efccape, he ihould anfwer it with his Life; and that 
he would infiiUibly hang him, if he was guilty of Ne- 
gled, or Collufion, with any one whatever. The Bart- 
gello reprefented to him, that if it happened, as was 
the Cuftom, that the Perfons accused fhould bepardon'd, 
by the Interceffion oi the Nobility, he fhould certainly, 
by fome or other of them, be aiTailinated; the Cardi- 
nal affur'd him that he would take fuch care, that no 
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Jiurt ftiould happen to him, for doing his Duty : And 
fo difmifsM him without giving him leave to anfwer. 
Three Days afterwards a Man was affaffmated ; the Ba- 
rig;.llo did as he ought, the Murderer not fo much as 
abfconding, in certain Confidence of Impunity. The 
Cardinal was immediately furrounded by the Nobility^ 
who begg'd his Pardon for a Man, who, they all affur'd 
hirn, had not given the Blow, 'till he was forc'd to it 
by the intoleralble Outrages he received from his Ad- 
rerfary . He heard coolly, and with Patience, all that ' 
could be faid in behalf of the Murderer, and anfwcred 
them mildly, that he was as forry as they were for the 
Accident ; but that the Pope having commanded him . 
to execute Juftice, he could not prevent the Law taking 
its courfe ; (o fent the Offender to the Gibbet. 

The Interceflbrs took Patience this firil time, flat- 
tering themfelves, that their new Legate had done this 
by way of Example, on bis firft entring into his Office, 
and that another time he would be more tradable. 
Soon after, a fecond Murder was committed, the guilty 
Perfons taken up and thrown mto Irons : The Intercef- 
ibrs renew'd the Attack, but could, by all their Pray- 
ers, only obtain a Delay for a few Days, during which 
they had recourfe to the Pope, to beg the Pardon of an 
pnly Son, who was, they faid, the Support of an afllidled 
Mother, who beggM her Son's Life ; work'd up by the 
Fire of his Youth, into a Paflion, which had unfortu- 
nately, and contrary to his Intentions, caus'd the Death 
of a Villain, who had deferv'd the greateft Puniihments, 
and had, unprovoked^ attack'd him firft. The Pope 
heard all, but told them, Juftice was neceflary, to pre- 
fer ve Order and Tranquility, and forbad any' body to 
ipeak to him any more on the Behalf of the Criminal, 
or of any lather, in the Legateftiip of Ra'venna, Thefe 
two Executions fo exafperated thofe of Ravenna ^ that 
refolving to try their Strength with the Legate, they 
every Day committed new Diforders: But Cardinal 
Gho^ without being difcompos'd, executed, with Ri- 
gour, the Offenders. Almoft all the Nobility were in- 
volv'd in the Crimes of thefe Wretches ; the Executioner 
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va» fo mueh employed, that fcarce a Day pa(k*d, but 
three or four were feen hanging at a time, to the great 
AftoniAunent of the People, who had never feen {omucit 
Severity: Here it was fo ufefully employ '<}, that not 
one of thofe wicked Race of Men could be feen, either 
Night or Day, m the City. But the Cardinal's Zeal 
did not.fiop here ; for being informM, that great Niun* 
bers of them retired, every Night, to acertainlna in the 
open Country, not daring to appear in Ravenna, he g^vQ 
fecret Orders, that he might be fq)ported in hisDefign» 
and repaired to the Place, difguis'd like a Country Cu- 
rate : He entered it at Midnight, begging a Lodging be- 
caufe it was too late to pafs farther: He was foon en- 
compafs'd by an infinite Number of thofeAiTalfins, wbo 
not knowing him, took him for what he £eem*d to be ; 
they obliged him to wait on them, and the courageous 
Prelate was turning the Spit, thelnflant the Houfe 
was iovefted, by his Orders, by the Archers and City 
Militia: Then the Cardinal, clapping on his redHa^ 
and fpeaking with an Air of Authority, commanded 
them all to be tied and bound together, with the Mafter 
oJFthe Houife, and his Servants, and as foon as it waa 
Day he had them all hangM, and the Houfe rafed. 
This neceiTary Severity has made the Name of Cardinal 
Ci&fi fo terrible in Romania, that to this Day they trem- 
ble, if his Naine be but fb much as mentioned; and 
the Nobility are fo reduced, by Confifcations, thatmoU 
of them are now in the utrno^ Mifery. 

This, faid Urania, is not dilFembling with the 
Wicked: God often permits them thatfpare them to be 
punifhed in their Aead : Does he not tell Acbah, that for 
fttfiering a Man to efcap^, who had deferv'd Death, he 
and his People ibould anfwer for it ? Paufanias, added 
Florinda, kill'd Philip, Jlexander's Father, becaufe 
he would not do him JuHice, tho* he had often de- . 
manded.it; on the contrary, that Prince turn'd him 
into ridicule before all his Court, and raised his Enemy 
to the gre(iteil Honours. The Romans, faid Camilla^ 
ju-e immortal Examples of fevere Juftice : Mora tins 
Tergiminus had like to have paid with his \Mt, for 
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Ae Anger and Indignation of the Senate, tlio* he wu 
crown'd with Glory, by a famous Victory which he 
had jaft gainM, the glorious Marks of which he ftill 
wore. Another Inftance of their Juftice,, faid Urania, 
comesinto my Mind, in the punifhing the Sons, oi Bru- 
tus i fo much the more remarkable, becaufe the exe- 
cuting it fell on their own Father, and the Sentence was 
pronounced out of his Mouth, who, on any other Oc« 
caiion, WQuld have trembled with Horror at the Sight 
of the Execution of it. They never puniflied any body 
{o feverely as Meticus, for Breach of Faith. Julius. 
Cafar^ faid Florinda^ was no great Puniflier of Crimes % 
but for a feditious Soldier, or a Deferter, he had no 
Mercy, and fparMneither Nobles nor Plebeians. All 
this (hews, added Urania^ that a Prince ought not to 
fear being tax'd with Cruelty, in executing Juflice, and 
putting rigoroudy in Force the Laws of the State ; ^tis 
a Father chaflizing his Children. A Surgeon, who, to 
iave his Friend and Patient's Life, puts him to incredi- 
ble Pain, cannot pafs for Cruel : So that, provided a 
Prince does nothing contrary to the public Good, he 
ought always to be praifed for puniihing the Wicked, 
and for cutting off from the Body of his People the 
putrefy'd Members, to preserve thofe that are whole 
and found. But, continued fhe, the Sun will now give 
as leave to walk, and iince we have paidour Tribute 
to the Library, let us now on the Banks of the "River 
feek to diverfify our Reflexions. Accordingly they 
repaured to the Terrafs, where having walked fome 
time, they at length feated themfelves on the graiTy 
Banks with which it was adorned. Indeed, (aid Gz- 
tniilaj I cannot enough admire Urania ; fhe loves us, 
and with Goodnefs lets us into her Secrets ; fhe knows 
too, how much we are concerned at what touches her^ ' 
yet we may fee fhe is afraid of letting us partake in the 
Uneafinefs which doubtlefs ihe's In for the Succeifi of 
7helamontH Voyage. 

I OWN, reply'd Urania^ I flioald reproach myfelf 
if I emertained you with my ThouglUs,when they can- 
not poflibly ,be agreeable or diverting to you : But fmce 
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you dcfire it, I won*t deny but that I very mucli ap- 
prehend all the Cares of Thelamont will be in vain. Wc 
are not in an Age that thinlcs itfelf obliged to regard 
Generofity, and I with Juflice believe, his Xinfoian 
will not admit of any Accommodation with Geront^ 
becaufe theQueftion is about a very confiderable Eftate. 
For me; faid Florinday I conjefture better for you in 
this Affair, not imagining that a Relation o^Theiamoni 
can pofTibly refufe him anything; finccPerfons to whom 
he is no ways related, cannot hinder themfelves from 
granting him every thing he delircs. What you fay is 
very obliging to him, faid Urania ; I can eafily agree 
with you that Thelamont poffeffes everything neceffary 
to Perfuaiion; but fiiould he fucceed with his Relation, 
what can he.expedl from Geront? The livelieft Grati- 
tude, faid Felicia ; and were he a hundred times more 
odd-tempered than he is, I am convinced he would be 
fenfible of a Service of fuch Importance. Queftion it 

* not, faid Camilla ; Geront is in nothing blameable, ex- 
cept his Love for you, but that Pailion does not blind 
his Eyes towards his Friends : What other Fault has 
he, but his defigning to force you to marry him, or not 
to marry at all during his Life ? In every thing elfe he 
is an honeil Man, and his Gratitude will carry him 
further Lengths than perhaps you expedt You flatter 
nie, (aid Urania\ with pleafmg Hopes ; and as I very 
much wifh it, and as it is you that infmuate it into my* 
Heart, I give way to it fo much the eafier. As for me, 
laid Camilla^ I believe the Profverhy A good turn is 
nenfer loft : If he to whom we do it is ungrateful, 

" Heaven rewards us j fooner or later we meet with our 
Recompence. 

I TH IN K, to divert your Ideas and amufe you, I muft 
tell you a Story to this purpofe, which will lead us to 
the Moral this Proverb containsl I tell it you only as 

• a Fable, but I think thefe fort i>f Amufements are not* 
entirely unworthy of great Mind«, efpecially when by 
that we gain Lights that lead us to Truth. What you 
lay is very juft, reply'd Urania: A Fable often includes 
a fevere Moral ; and it has the greater EffeA on us, be- 
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caufe it is introduced to us under the Difguife of Plea- 
fure. I'm of your Opinion, faid Felicia : Fhadrus^ 
Hygin^ and the famous JEfof^ fufficiently warrant what 
you fay. When from a Tale or Fable, added Camilla^ 

food Reflexions may be taken, it becomes as ufeful aj 
liftory. I may venture then to tell you what I men- 
tioned, without fear of fatiguing you ; for tho' it is a 
Romance and a Fable, it leads us to, that Solidity yoa 
mention; and tho' it were only to divert you for an 
Hour, and to put me • upon a- footing with F/^riW^?, 
who has fo much recomlnended to . u6 the Frincefs of 
Ponthieu^ I ihould think my Time very well employed. 
I fee, faid Urania fmiling, that the Inclination you 
have of telling a Story, has fome little EiFedt upon 
you ; but no matter, we will with Pleafure embrace 
all Opportunities of liltcning to you. Upon this, Ca- 
M;7/a began thus:

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' H A T I am going to tell you, is taken out of 
a Book called The fabulous Hiftory of the Houfe 
f of the Kings o/* Portugal. I (ball make no Alteration 

in it, nor pretend to ^mbellifli it. On the Nor^h of 
Franccy bordering on the Sea, is a City called Calais. 
. One of the chiefeft Men, andgreatcft Merchants of this 
City, had an only Son, on whom he had beftowed all 
the Education neccflary for forming his Mind and Body: 
i Nature had endowed him with the Charms of the one, 

^ and the Graces of the other j infomuch that he foon 

outwent his M^er^s Hopes. He applied himfelf in 
particular to the Art of Navigation ; and when he had 
join'd the FraStic Part to Theoryy he was the moft va- 
liant and excellait Sajlor of his Tiihe : His youthful 
I Courage not letting him languifh in flothful Eafe, he 

\ perfuaded his Father to equip him a VeiTel of Strength 

^ Li fufficient 
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iufficient to dear the Coaft of an infinite Namber if 
Pirates, drawn thither by the great Trade of the In- 
habitants of Calais, and who committed a thoufand 
Outrages on thofe Seas. His Father praifed his Cou- 
rage, and fomifhcfd him with every thing in Abundance, 
that could be neceilary for fo noble a Defign. All 
Things being ready, he fet fail ; and his Valour, fup- 
ported by his Prudence, fucceeded fo well, that having 
overcome thofe Sea-Robbers in feveral Engagements, . 
Iiefo entirely deftroy'd them, that there was not one to 
be feen. This News filled the Inhabitants of the City 
of Ca/aii with fo much Gratitude, that they prepared 
for him triumphal Arches, adding to his Name that of, 
their City, as owing to him its Tranquility, and the 
Security of its Commerce : This it is that has mad^ 
the Hiftorian diftinguiili him by no other Name but that 
of yohn of Calais, This young Hero was ready by his 
Ketum to have enjoyed the Honours that waited for 
him, when his Ship was attacked by a violent Storm^ 
that carried him mto Seas out of his Knowledge.

He diredled 
his Steps to the Place where he heard the Voice, and 
faw three Men richly drefs'd, who came up to him in 
a polite Manner. John of Calais begged them to lell 
him in what Country he was, and whether he aaid his 
Company might find Safety* Whoever you are, reply *d 
one who feem'd to be the Chief amoi^ them, I am. 
iurpriz'd that you (hottld not know you arei&0//4fMr- 
f»iu^ a floariihing $t4tc^ where reigns the jofieft King 
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in the World, whofc Wifdom has conftitated the La^t 
to which he himfelf fubmits/ and in the religious Ob- 
fervation of which the Happineis of this Empire oon- 
Ms ; Regret not that you are arrived, y6a will be la 
Safety. Get upon that Height, added he, which hides 
from you the great and ilately City oi Palmama^ Ca- 
pital to thefe rich Dominions, youUl fee a noble River, 
which forms the fineft Port in the Univerfe, where Ships 
of all Nations are now riding in Security. John of 
Calais thank'd him ; and clu^'d with his good For* 
tune, he advanced to the Top of the Hill, from whence 
he diicovered a moft delicious Country, and defcend- 

*' ing, entered into that Capital ; but being come to m 

large iqnare, he faw the Body of a Man tearing in 
Pieces by Dogs* This Objed ftmck him with Horror^ 
and he repented that he had engaged himfelf fo for. 
Neverthdds he afked,^why in fo great a City, the Laws 
of which had been reprefented to him as moil wife,^ 
there was no one to be fonnd that had Charity enough 
to beftow Burial on that uifortanate Corps. He waa 
anfwer'd, that it underwent the Law, which ordered 
that the Bodies of all who died without paying their 
Debts, (hoidd be thrown ojBt to the Dogs, and their 
Souls remain wandering,withoat being fuSier'd to enjoy 
the Repofe referv'd for the Juft.

Trumpet throughout the City, ^tif thei^xditorsof 
that Man would come to him and make out th'fcir Debts^ 
he would pay them. The next Day having caufed his 
Ship to enter the Port, he took Money fufficient to per- 

^ form his Promife, and having paid them all exa^y, ho 

buried the Ddb^or's Cbrps in an fconourabie Manner. 
AwTtK having received ^the Praifes foch an A£li#n 

i , merited from the fupreme Magiftiate and People, he 

, fet himfelf about taking the Longitude and Latitude of 

this delightful Region, that he might make it knowiV 
L 3. to 
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to lis Cmmtrjr, and lopen a Way to a Commerce that 
might be afefal to both Nations. One Evening that he 
was retiring prettjr early to his Ship, he faw another 
^/ Veflel coiAe and caft Anchor dofe to his,* on the Deck 
of which he ikw two Ladies drown'd in Tears ; they 
were magnificently drefs'd, and their Air made John of 
Calais judge them to be of diilingnifh*d Birth. Upon 
Enqairy he foand the Ship belonged to a Cor/air, jnft 
arrived^ and that thofe two Perfons were Slaves, whom 
he would fell the next Day. The tender lAtdft of John 
of Calais was touch*d with their Misfortune, he imme- 
diately refolved to free them from their Diftreis.

yOHNo£ Calais was too much in love to prefs the 
charming Confiance 3^y further, after fuch a Confef- 
iion ; he promised he would never more mention it ; 
and without farther Confultation they were immedi- 
ately married. 

JSJBELLJ, who had been Witnefs of their Love 
and Union, took the Opportunity, whiljft Jcln of Ca- 
lais was bufied in giving DlredUons about the Ship, to 
teHify to Confiance the Surprize fhe was in at what fhe 
had done : What ! Madam, faid (he, can Love have 
fo far blinded you, as to make you forget who you 
are ? Do you expeft always to be concealed ; and will 
rot the Bands you liave juft tied be diffolv'd, the Mo- 
ment 'tis difcover'd where you are ? I fpeak not on my 
own Account ; in whatever Obfcurity you caufe me to 
live, attached to you, I fliall be pleas'd ; your Glory, 
alone, touches me, and I cannot, without Grief, fee you 
abandon the mod fplendid Expedlations to follow your 
Paflion. I am not angry, dear I/aiella, reply 'd Con-^ 
L^ ^ance. 
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fianct^ at your Difcourfe, I have a thoufimd tunes laij 
the fame Thing to myfelf; but Love governs: The 
glorious Fate you mention is dreadful to me, fince I 
cannot (hare it with the Man I love ; and I think the 
Obfcurity you complain of preferable to the moft ex- 
alted State, fince it enables me to follow my Indina* 
tions. My Marriage cannot be broken whilft I conceal 
myfelf, and I will always do fo, till I find it cannot be 
xnade null, without a far greater Refledtion on my Ho- 
nour, than my marrying the moft amiable Man living ; 
and fince ydu love me well enough not to quit me, 
carry your Tendernefs fo far as to cherifh my Eafe, 
and never to difcover the Secret on which It depends. 
Thus fhe enjoinM Silence on her Companion ; who fee* 
ingno Remedy for what ihe termed a Misfortune, fhe

Vet it did not alter her» ftUi tender and faithful, 
flie endeavoured to comfort Jo^n oi Calais i fcarce had 
file been married a Year, when ihe was brought to bed 
of a Sdn» who engaged all the Attention of that dear 
HnA)and for feverai Yearsi that were fpent without hfs* 
being able to-foften his Father. But at length, prefTed 
by their common Friends, he confented to equip Johtf 
JE Calais with a fecond Ship, to eftablifh a Commerce 
with the Nations he had difcoverM, hoping that Ab" 
fence would make him forget Canfiance and her Son. 
The VeiFel was foon ready, and tho* it flattered John of 
Calais with the Hopes of acquiring new Fame, he could 
not fee the Day of his Departure draw near without the 
ntmoft Afflidion, for being obliged to part from a Wife 
and Child he lov'd tenderly. Confiance^ on her Side,. 
was not more eafy ; the Dangers John of Calais was 
going to expofe himfelf to, and the Fear of being forgot 
by hun, equally afllided her ; ihe fhed Tears on the- 
Bofom of her dear Ifahella^ who ftiar^d her Grief with 
a Zeal worthy of them both. But at length. Love in- 
fyired Confiance with the Means of retaining her Huf- 
band^s Affedions, and of obliging her Father to bluih 
at his cruel Ufage of her. She hid her Deiign fronv 
the faithful Ifabellay apprehending that fhe would not 
approve of it ; but finding that the. Time for John of 
Ctf/tfij's Departure was arrived, (he threw herfelf at 
his Feet, and begg'dhim not to refufe her two Favours 
(he had to a(k pf him. Her fond Hufband raifed her 
up, and embracing her with all the livelieft Marks of 
an extreme Paffion, afTured her that there was nothing 
he would not grant her. I beg you then, replied flie^ 
to let there be drawn a Pidlurc of me, my Son, and 
Jfahella^ and let it be hung in your Cabin i x\m done,, 
and the Day for your fetting Sail come, I will tell you 
the fi^nd Favour I demand of your Tende^neis. JahM 
* L 5 of 
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of Calah finding hothing in this Requeil btit what 
flattcr'd his l^affion by giving hrn\ an Opportunity to 
have always before his Eyes what* was deareft to him, 
confented to it with Pleafure; he employ 'd the ableft 
Painters he could meet with, who worked with fo much 
Expedition, that they did not delay John of Calais*^ 
Voyage, who feeing the M'^ind favourable, was willing 
to make ufe of it. Then the gi^ntroMf Conftancey ac* 
companying him to his very Ship, This is thfc Day, 
laid fhe, her Eyes bath*d in Tears, whereon you are to 
grant me my fecond Requefl ; refufe it not therefore, 
tonce you hav6 promifed fne: Steer yourCourfe to Lif- 
bon \ and anchor as near as pofTible to the'Caftle ; yoa 
will there fee how I love you; and what Sacrifices my 
Pafllon has made to you. Tho' John of Calais could 
not comprehend the Meaning of her Difcourfe, yet he 
promifed to obey htt punAually : TYity embraced each 
o^her, and with the greateft Diificulty parted. He at 
length fet f^il, his Soul filled with Love, Hope, and 
Grief. He kept his Word with Confiance^ and his Voy- 
age being happy, he call anchor diredlly under the 
Caftle of Lijhon, The Arrival and Beauty of his Vcf- 
fel attraded almoft all the City on board of him* 
Even the King of PortugaPs Curiofity was raifed, and 
being willing to gratify it, he defcended from his 
Caftle, attended by a numerous Court. 

JO HN of Calais received him with all the Honours 
due to his Royal Majefty. That Prince was charm'd 
with his good Mien, his Wit, and the Air of Grandeur 
which appeared in all his Adions. He carefuHy ex- 
amined the Conftrudion of his Ship, but when he had 
cafl his Eyes on the Pi&ure that adorned the Cabin, he 
could not help (hewing his Aftonifhment by a Cry that 
drew the Eyes of all the Court on the fame Objed : 
They all feem'd as much concerned as the King ; but 
he keeping Silen(:e, they did not dare to do otherwife, 
but kept their Thoughts concealed. John of Calais fur* 
prized at the Alteration he faw in the Kiiig^s Coun- 
tenance, with the greateft Refped, aik'd him the Oc- 
caiiou of it» and begg'd to know if any jthing in his'Ship 

had 
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liAd been To unfortunate as to difpleafe him.. No, repIyM 
the King, endeavouring to recover himfelf, I'm chafra*d 
. at your coming hither; you lliall bereceiv'd as you de- 
{ervc, but I forbid your Departure without my Leave. 
At thefe Words he retired, and his Court followed him 
without venturing to open their^Mouths at what they 
had fcen ; the King retired to his Clofct, his Soul fluc- 
tuating with fo many different Emotions, that he could 
fcaice himfelf dif- intricate them : He faw plainly, that 
. they who were^with him had the fame Ideas ; he there- 
fore refolv'd to inform himfelf of the Truth as foon as 
poflible, that his Courtiers might not divulge what he 
was willing no body ftiould know but himfelf. He there- 
fore fent for Johji of Calais, This young Warriour was 
not eafier than the King, he could not im.agine what had 
occaiion'd the Concern he fhew'd at the Sight of the 
Pidlure. The laft Words of that dear Wife came into 
his Mind, and comparing them with the King's Beha- 
viour^ he was endeavouring to penetrate into the Myf- 
tery, when he received the King's Commands : He 
obcy'd, leaving to Heaven*the clearing up of an Af- 
fair, which at prefent feem'd fo myfterious. 

The King took him with him into his Clofet ; and 
after having commanded his Attendants to withdraw, 
looking gracioufly on him ; I amperfuaded, faid he, that 
what paft juft now, has given you fome Uneafinefs ; it 
has me, I confefs : But it is in your Power to free me 
from it without Difficulty. — I find in myfelf an Inclina- 
tion to favour you, and will fpare nothing to convince 
you of it, if you deal with me with that Sincerity I defire. 

An Ambition for Glory, reply'' d yo^n of CJais^ 
bowing with profound Refpeft, never entred into a Mind 
lefs capable of DifTimulation ; — Honour and Probity 
have ever been the -Guide of all my Words and Adlions 
I would not fail in them to my worft Enemies. 
Judge then, great Prince, if I can be bafe to a Monarchy 
whofe Virtues are my Admiration. Well then, faid 
the King, you may with Eafe refolvc me who thefe two 
Women and Child arc, whom I faw painted in your 
Cabin.' Oneofthem^ Sir, reply'd JoJlm of CaLls, h 
L 6 my 
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fny Wife, the Child is hers and mine ; —the other is A 
Friend of hers, who, -with her, I redeemed from. Sla- 
very. — The King of Portugal fetched a deep Sigh at 
thefe Words, and ftiedding fome Tears, which he coald 
not reftrain. Which of them, cryMhe, is your Wife ? — 
The moft beautiful, reply'd John ofCa/au. What is 
her Name? refumM the impatient Monarch. Confiance, 
anfwer'd he, and that of her Companion is Ifabella* 
Ah! cxy'd the King, it is no longer to be doubted! But« 
added ne, be ((ill £ncere, and tell me at what Time,* 
and by what Means, they came into your Hands, and 
what occafion*d your marrying with Con fane f f John 
of Calais^ without any HefiUtion, told the King of 
Portugal all that had ever happened to him, during hit 
whole Life ; and tho' he fpoke with great ModeHy, 
he faid enough to let him fee of how much Ufe to hit 
Country his Valour had been : He then told of his being 
driven on the Coafts of Otimania^ his Adventure about 
the dead Body, and the Manner in which he had found 
Couftafici and I/abella, I adored Cenjfance, faid he, 
from the firH Moment I faw 'her, but when I had a 
little conversM with her, I admired her Courage and 
Virtue in fapporting her Misfortunes, and I thought 
it my greateft Happineft to be united to her for ever: 
I was happy enough to pleafe her, (he accepted my 
Faith, but has with Care concealed from me who the is| 
'tis true indeed, I never prefs*d her much on that Point. 
My Heart ples^ed with her Virtue, difdained to inform 
itfelf of what leafl pleafes generous Minds; Mine, pre* 
ferring the S/a*ue that merited Crowns, to Queens whofe 
Sentiments correfpond not with the Grandeur of their 
Birth. I have a Son, in whom coniifts mine, and hit

This, moft worthy Prince, i» the exaft. Truth oiP 
what you have deiired to know; and I fliall think m^- 
fclf moft fortunate, if by it I gain the Eftccm I wifli 

for,. 
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for, among thclMations where Chance Or Defign wsf 
carry mc. Yes, reply'd the King, your Virtue ha< 
found the Way to my Heart ; and in return for your 
Sincerity, know, that the Wife fo dear to yOu is the 
Princefs my Daughter, only Heirefs of this Kingdom > 
and that her Companion, Ifahella^ is the Daughter to 
the Duke of Cafca. O Heaven f cry'd John of Calais^ 
what Glory is it for me to have prcferved this Treafur^ . 
for you ! but alas, in what Afflictions will not thi» 
Adventure overwhelm me ! No, no, repIyM the King^ 
apprehend nothing, I am as generous as you are : 
Without knowing my Daughter for any thing but a 
Siipve^ you have not difdained to marry her, and have 
not attacked her Virtue by a criminal Pafllon, tho^ fhe 
was entirely in your Power; but have freed her from a 
Condition in which her Virtue might have been tri* 
4imph'dover. You love her, and are dear to her : Her 
Care, in concealing her Birth from you, convinces me 
of it i for without doubt ihe apprehended, if fhe were 
difcovered, that I might hinder a Match which my Ig- 
norance of your Worth might make me thmk unequal* 
. •—She begg'dyou to come hither with herPidure, fure 
of my knowing it, and that your Merit would touch my 
Soul as It }iad done hers. Beiides, having brought yoii 
a Son, her Glory requires now as much that fhe fhould 
be your Wife, as before it would have forbad fuch aa 
Alliance. I accept of you therefore as my Son-in« 
Law, and, continued that great Prince,. I adopt your 
Son as my own. John of Calais could not here for- 
bear interrupting him. — He threw himfdf at his Feet,. 
and in the moft touching Expreifions acknowledged the 
Senfe he had of his Goodnefs for him, and his Love for 
the Princefs, The King raifed him up with Tender- 
nefs : My Confent is not enough, added that Prince,, 
dear John of Calais^ my Council muft approve of it i 
but 1 fhall let them know that it is my Will and PIea« 
fure it fhould be fo : And the Joy my People will have 
in once more feeing that Princefs, will make them agree 
to every thing. Then that Monarch told him, that

After this the Nobles were called in, who had at- 
tended* him on board the Ship of John of Calais ; and 
having aflc'd them what they thought of the Picture 
they had feen, they all cry'd, that it was that of their 
loH Priiicefs Conftancci and the Duke of C/j/ra's Daugh- 
^ ter. The King told them the whole Matter, and as 
John of Calais had entertained them with the greatefl 
Magnificence, they all agreed that he .was worthy of 
poiTefling what he had preferved. The King aifembled 
his Council, and propofed the thing to them, as what 
was very much at his Heart. They all confented j only 
Don Jobtiy firft Prince of the Blood, oppofed llrongly 
the Succeffion of the Son of John of Calais: But tho* 
his Eloquence was animated by fecret and powerful 
Reafons, yet he was forced to yield to fo great a Ma- 

i*ority. The King thinking he had fpoken oat of his 
Regard to the Glory and Interefl of the Kingdom, was 
not at all angry with him ; but as it was reiblved that 
a Fleet (hould be equipped to go and fetch this Princefs, 
he gave the Command of it to Don John^ and order'd 
John of Calais to accompany him.

happy Rival could poffibly infpire into the Soul of a Man. 
Full of thefe Sentiments did Donychn embark with JoJhn 
of Ca/<7//,whofe Virtue and Joy either prevented him from 
entertaining any Sufpicions^ or made him rejedl them . 

An Advice- Boat was inflantly difpatchM to Conftance, 
to give her Notice of all that had happened at Lijlcnj 
and to prepare her for her Peparture. That beautiful 
Princefs had liv'd in the greateft Retirement ever fince 
th« Abfence of her Hufband; her Soh and Jfabella 
were her only Company ; Ihe ofte^i talk'd with htr of 
th^ Surprize fhe imagined her. Father would be in. I/a^ 
helhy who knew nothing of her Deiign till after John of 
Calais was gone, trembling in her Mind left the King 
ihould treat £lm ill, fhe hinted her Apprehenfions to the 
Princefs, but in a tender Manner, for fear of alarming 
her. The Princefs penetrating into her Meaning, com- 
foFted'her : The King my Father, faid (he, loves ^mc 
fondly; he will be tranfported to fee me again; the Vir- 
tue of John of Calais will touch him ; in ftiort, I'm 
convinced I ftiall be compleatly happy. But, Madam, 
if you think fo, reply 'd Ifahelloy why did you not do 
this fooner ? what has hinder'd you from informing the 
King your Father all this while ? My Love, reply'd the 
Princefs"; I ftay'd till Heaven had heard my Prayers in 
making me a Mother, that the King my Father might 
find, my Reputation concemM in the cementing my 
Marriage; and had not my Hulband defign*d this Voy. 
age, I fhould have engaged him to it, towards efFedb- 
ing what I had projedied. But, Ma^m, added IfabelliCy 
fuppofe the King difapproves of your Love, and will 
not acknowledge John of Calais as your Hu/band ? £ 
ihall have the Satisfaction, reply'd the Princefs, to 
have convinced the Man I love, of my AfFedion for 
him, in giving up the Throne I was bom to ; and of 
letting his Father fee, that ihe he looks on as a vile 
Slave, might have b^en a Queen, ifihel^d had left 
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Sfieem for hu Son. *Twas in fucli Diicourfes they fpeat 
the time of his Abfence. In the mesm time Don !fob9 
auuie fuch hafte, and the Winds were To frnvourable^ 
that the Squadron arrived almoft as foon as the Packet* 
Boat. On the News it brought, all the Country wa» 
in Motion, every body ftrove to pay their Refpeds to- 
the Princefs, whofe Joy cannot be defcribed, at feeiiu; 
her Deiign fucceed fo weU for her and her dear Hu^ 
band. John ofCa/agYs Father, repenting of the Con- 
tempt he had ufed her with^ was the firft to engage the 
whole City to pay her the Honours that her Birth and 
Quality required ; he begg'd her Pardon, before them 
all, for his former want of Refpeft, and aded with fo 
much Zeal, that thePrincefs embraced him, and cal- 
ling him Father, afiUred him (he would forget what 
was pad, and did with £afe forgive it, for the Sake of 
Jier Hufband, who was much dearer to her than her 
Life.

Johft} neverthclcfe he reftrain'd himfelf, and pretend- 
ing that his Orders, were of too great Importance to be

Two Years had dapfed fince the Lois iXJ^bn of 
Calaii^ ofwhomitisaowtimetofpeak: The Sea had 
notbeenfo£ttaltohimasDon7^^!rhad hoped j that 
vnfoituaate Hofband met with a Piece of a Wreck, on 
which he had preferv*d himfelf, and ftraggling a long 
time wirh the Fury of the Waves^ he was at length call 
on a Defert Ifiaad , where he got on Shore, in the Con- 
dition you ma/ ealiXy judge a Man in, who had efcapM 
fnch a Danger. Refleding on his cruel Adventure, not* 
withftanding the Grief he felt, in being feparated from 
Conjiance^ and his Son, he thank'd Heaven for having 
prefenred his lale; hopmg, through its Mercies, once 

more 
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itiore to meet with thofe dear Objefb. With thefe 
pious Thoughts he fearchM the whole Ifland, from 
one End to the other, without finding any Tokens of 
its being inhabited; he faw none but timid Animals, 
with whom he was forced to declare War, to prefervc . 
the Life the Waves had fpared: He thus fpent the two 
Years of Covftqnce*s Mourning, without meeting with 
the leaf):' thing that might flatter him with the Hopes of 
ever feeing her again: He began to defpair, when one 
Pay, walking on the Shore, he faw a Man, at a Dif- 
tance, coming towards him : His Heart was fillM with 
Joy, and making up to it, with the Hope that his De- 
pendance on Providence had, by fome unthought of 
Means, fenthim a Relief; I thought, faid he, accofling 
hin*., that I had been the only Man on this Ifland ; having 
never been able to difcover the leail Signs of its being 

, inhabited ; I no longer flatter'd myfelf with any Hopes 
of getting off it, but with yoar Affiflance, perhaps, we 
may contrive fome Method I never thought of. 'Tis 
true, reply'd the Unknown, in a grave Voice, this 
Ifland was uninhabited before your Arrival ; as for me. 
Jam but juft now come here. How can that be, anfwerM 
John oi Calais, I cannot fee a Ship that can have brought 
you. The Way I came, faid he, is unknown to Man: I 
find, continued he, feeing that y^i&jf of 6^/01/ was afle- 
nifh'd, that you areikrpriz'd'at what I fay, but will be 
much more fo when I fhall tell you, that I am come 
only on your Account. I know yo\x,Jobnpi Calais^sjA 
your Misfortunes, and the Treachery of Don Johni but 
know, this is not all the AfHidlion he prepares for you, 
he is ready to marry your Wife, who loves you tenderly, 
and tho' file thinks your Death certain, flill continues 
faithful to you : Paternal Authority alone, and Reafons 
of State, force her to give her Hand to that Traitor ; 
To-morrow is appointed for their Marriage, which will 
be the laflofherLife,ifyou do not appear, Good God! 
cryM John oi Calais i How can I, in my Condition, pre- 
vent all thefe Misfortunes? Alas! I with Patience bdre 
the Misfortunes I was plunged into ; I pray 'd to Heavei^ 
and truiled in its delivering me heope. £nce it had pre 

fcrv^ 
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ftrvM my Life: Your Sight had added to my Hopes, 
but what you fay throws me into the utmoft Defpair ; 
my perfidious Rival will be the PoflefTor ofConfiaftce, 

if I do not appear! he will be fo in a Day*s-time. 

Alas! How^an I appear? The fwiftefl-iailing Veflel, 
and the moft favourable Wind, if I had them, would 
do me BO good ; nothing can end my Grief but Death. 
Moderate your Tranfports, reply'd the Unknown, I 
told you I came here purely on your Account; promife 
to give me half of that which is moft dear to you, and 
in return I will fwear to you, to hinder the Marriage 
and Triumph of Don Johfr: You may guefs at my Pow- 
er by what I have told you ; refign yourfelf therefore 
to the Divine Providence, refume your Courage, and 
continue a juft Obferver of the Laws, and you (hall 6ne 
Day know, why Heaven interefts itfelf on your Behalf. 
Ifohn of Calais was fo furpriz'd at what he heard, and 
at the Confidence with which the Man fpoke to him, 
that he queftion'd whether he was awake; but refleft- 
in'g, that nothing could happen to him worfe than what 
he was jufl threatned with, and not being able to dif- 
cover whether it was true or falfc, at that time, he re- 
folved to be guided by the Unknown, and promifed 
him therefore all he a&'d. 

They then fat down under a I'ree, and his extraor- 
dinary Companion told him all that had pa&'d at the 
Court ofPortuga/y iince his fuppofed Death, and Ctf«- 
ftance't Efforts to prcferve her Faith iavtolable. During * 
this Account, John of Ca/ats conld not preferve himfelf 
from a Droufmefs that attackM him ; and, notwith- 
{landing the Concern he had in what he heard, he fell 
aileep : But how was he aftonifh'd, when on waking, 
he found himfelf in one of the Courts of the Caftle of 
Lijhon !

He 
acquitted himfelf exaftly of the Commiffion, ftill con- 
triving fome Method to fee the Princefs ; l^e apprehend- 
ed, that the Preparations he faw making, were for the 
Feaft, fo fatal to his Happinefs; and his Heart was bleed- 
ing with Grief, at his not being able to find any Expe- 
dient to prevent it, when, by Chsxice, I/a M/a crol's'd 
the Court in which he was. John of Calais knew her 
again, and look'd on her fo attentively, that ihe could 
not help taking notice of him ; Ihe could not but rccol- 
ledl Features fo well engrav'd in her Mind i the Rc- 
femblance this Wretch had with John of Calais, flruck_ 
her, and viewing him from Head to Foot, fhe caft her 
' £yes on his Hands, which he endeavoured to fhew her, 
and faw a Diamond Ring on his Finger, which fhe knew 
had been given heretofore by Conftance, to that dear 
Hufband, and which he had preferv'd notwithftanding 
all his Misfortunes. She then no longer doubted, but 
that it was John oi Calais himfelf; but not difcovering 
her Thought, ihe went immediately to the Princefs's 
Apartmeiit, and told her what fhe had feen ; adding^ 
that fhe did not venture to fpeak to him, before fo many 
WitnefTes, 'till fhe had received her Inflrudlions. Con" 
• fiance^ without confulting, immediately begg'd IfaheU 
la to contrive fome way to let her fee him ; fhe ran, 
and finding him loaded with Wood, ordered him to car- 
ry it into the Princefs's Clofet, who waited for them 
with the utmoft Impatience. John of Calais obey'd, 
put the Wood in the Place that Ifahella fhew'd him, 
and feeing no body prefent to reflrain him, and the 
Princefs looking on him attentively, he threw himfelf 
at her Feet. At this A^ion, Conftance eafily difcover'd, 
under this wretched Difguife, the Man in theWorldthc 
dearefl to her ; fhe was ready to die with Joy, and leaping 
into his Arms; their Sighs, Tears and Embraces alone 
exprefs'd the Motion of their Hearts, Ifahella^ wha 
had taken care to (hut the'Clofet-door, came to them 

and* 
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«nd begging them to moderate their Tranfports, €on« 
vinced them, that no time was to be loft in informing the 
King, oSJohnoi Calais'^ Return, t<rBreak off the faul 
• -Marriage, for which every thing was getting ready. 
What fhe faid, was too juft to be negleftcd j they brake 
off their Embraces,* to confult on Meafores that were 
proper to be taken : They agreed, that the Princefs fhould 
(end to the King, and beg him to pafs into her Apartment 
on an Affair that very much concerned l^s Glory and 
Intercft, the Secrecy of which obliged her todefirc him 
to come alone. The Perfon Conftance Tent on this 
Meffage, acquitedhimfelf fo well, that tke King im- 
mediately, and unattended, came to thci Princefs his 
Daughter. He was no fooner enter*^ h/r Clofet, but 
Che Princefs, falling on her Knees, and embracing his 
feet. Sir, faid /he, John of Calais is aljve, and returned; 
will you let him be Witnefs of Nupti^s that will occa- 
fion my Death ? The King of Portugal rais'd her up, 
and notwithflanding his Surprize at the News, he 
affur'd her that iheinightexped every thing from a 
Father, who lov'dier paillonately. At this, John of 
Calais f who was conce^'d, appeared; and putting one 
Knee to the Ground, Does the miferable Condition in 
which I appear before you, fuffer you. Sir, to know me? 
The king retreating a few'Steps,and recollecting him, 
O Heavens, faid he, ftretching.out his Arms to him, 
what do I feel may I believe my Eyes! Misfortunes 
have deprived us of -you! By what Accident arc you 
thus, and what Miracle has brought us together again i 
John of Calais told him the Treachery of Don John, 
his being thrown on the Defert lile, and the flrange 
Adventure that had brought him from thence to Lifion^ 
Thb King, fenfible of all the Villany of Don^^^i^'i 
Crime, yow*d that that Day which he had defignM for 
his Marriage^fhouldbe that of his Death. He comforted 
J^ of Calais, begg'd him to forg^ his Misfortunes, 
and pat hhnielf into a Condition to appear in the Eyes 
^theCourti and embracing the JA^cefsj heretumVi 
to his Apartment, fo greatly irritssi^M agaihift the Trai- 
tor, that finding him, with agre^tmany Lords waiting 
iorbuop he bid him follow him into theBoikijng for 
■M the 
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Ae Fire-work, tliat lie might fliew him Something that 
wais wfinting. "Don jo j^ followed him, ajid they botK 
cntcr'd it j but the King, feeing him bufy in examining 
all the Machines, fuddenljr went out of it, and fhutung 
him in, ordered it to be immediately fired. His Com- 
mands were obey'd with fo much Difpatch, that the 
Viilairi was confumcd before either his Crime or Puhifh- 
mcnt was known. The King inftantly {eni for the 
filiates, who wcreaflembled, and told them Don John's 
Perfidy and Punilhment; they all unanimoufly approved 
of the Juftice he had done, and detefted- Don John'^ 
Anions. Then the King caus'd John of Calais to appear, 
who was again acknowledged and proclaimed Heir to 
the Empire on the King% Demife, as Husband of the 
Princefs ; and the Eftates declared that their Son (hould 
fucceed them. This odd Accident reftorcd Joy to the 
Kmg of PgrtugaPs Court, who invited all the Nobles 
of his Kingdom to come and be Witneffes of the Hap- 
pSnefs oiF John of Calais and rfje Princefs, whofe Love 
and Transports were beyond ExpreiTion. 

On the Day of this famous Feaft, when nought but 
Pl^afure was thought on, there wa^ feen to enter the 
Hail, which contained this auguftAiTembly, a Man whofe 
Size and Appearance were furprizing. They looked on 
hkn for fome time without fpeakihg, but he advancing 
towards John ofCa/aiSf faidy See and acknowledge.him 
w4io freed you from the defart Ifland, and conduced 
yoa to this Palace ; remember you promisM me, as a 
Reward for that Piece of Service, half of what was moll 
dear to yoa. Have you Virtue enough to keep your 
Word ? Ye8» faid he, rifing up. Gratitude and Honour 
oblige me to it : make your Demand, and yoa (hall be 
faiisfyM. WjU then, laid he, I muft have half your 
Son.— y^^K of CaJais fhudder*d with Horror'at thcle 
Words, C^nftance turned pale, the King was afflidted, 
and the whole Aflembly by their Murmurs fhewM thdr 
Indignatk>a.-^But the Man continuing, his Speech to 
j§bn of Calath You know my Power, faid he, it is as 
cafy lor me to reduce this Palace to Alhes, and to de* 
jftroy you ail| a» it was to deUver ]^u from the uninha-

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bitecl Iflc. Then the King offered him his Crown, biie 
neither that, nor the Tears of Conjiance, nor the Re* 
monftrances of the Company, could prevail on iiim. 
John o£ Calais^ who had hitherto been filent, at lengtk 
Cry'd; It is not your Threats that make mc keep the 
indifcreet Promife my Love and Dread of lofing the 
Princefs extorted from me : If your Power is of flich 
. Extent, you know the Bottom of my Heart, and that 
'tis Probity alone that makes me a£): thus : Then taking 
his Son by the Hand, and turning away his Eyes, trem* 
biing with Horror ; Here, faid he, do you divide him.. 
The SpiBre took him by one Foot, and ordering his 
Father to take him by the other, he drew his S(;yme« 
tar, boking fledfaflly on John of Cy/u/V, whom he- 
found firm, notwithftanding the Horror he was ip-^ 
Here, faid he, foftening his Voice, I return you your 
Son, receive the Reward of your Virtue and Generoiity. 
^Twas my Body that was tearing bjr the Dogs whea. 
you enterM the City of Pa/mania ; it was my Debts yoa • 
paid, aind whofe Body you buried. I have never quit- 
ted vou fmce, w^itchful of your Fate, and knowing your 
Soul. It wa$ I thftt induced the Cor/air who hs^ car-'' 
ried away the Princefs, to catt Anchor by your Ship, 
where you l>ought her, without knowing, or fo much 
as feeing her, and only with the Ddlgn to redore her . 
to Liberty : Learn by tliis Example how dear to Hea- * 
ven are the Virtuous. I was willing to try you, yoa .• 
have aded like yourielf, enjoy in P^ace your Happi* 
nefs, contihue wife, ^loderate and conilant, Heavea 
will not abandon you. You will truly be a Prince, hc- 
caufe you owe that Title rather to your Virtue than the 
Laws of Birth, which does not depend on us, and which » 
does not make us illufhious, if Wifdom does not accom- 
pany it. Saying thefe Words, the $pe£ire difappear'd, 
and left the Affembly fill'd with Joy and Aflonimment, 
at the happy Conclufion of the Adventure. The Union- 
of Confiance zxA John o{' Culah, were celebrated with '. 
the greateft Magnificence, and aathentickly ratify*d j 
and this Prince, being \yilling to be no wfiys wanting ia . 
^iety, caufed s^ diMy Mau/o/eum to be bpilt to the. 

genfifout 
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fcoerous Pbantom^ who had reftorM Kim to fo mircli 
lappinefs. 

This' Hiflofy, faid Urania, finding Camilla had 
done, is very moving. It is eafy, faid Fe/ida, to Bud 
out the Moral of it : We are taught, that Wifdom is 
preferable to every thing. That Generofity, added 
Fiorinda, is a Virtue necelTary for a generous Mind. 
That Gratitude, faid Urania^ ought to have the firft 
]Place in the Heart of a Man of Honour, and that a 
good AiSlion fooner or later meets with its Reward; 
and to prove it more authentickly, I'll tell you a true 
Pafiage, which will, I believe, pleafe you. 

The Viftories that Charles o£ Anjou had gained in 
the Kingdom of Nap/ej/ovcT Malnfroy, natural Son 
to the Enjperor Frederick the Second; nor the Dtafh 
of that Ufurper, his Courage, nor prudent Conducl,' 
could fecure to him the peaceabi* PofiefTvon of the 
Crown ; yet one generous Action gained him cntiidy 
the Hearts of all his Subjefts ; the Army, the Ecckli- 
aftical State, tiie Nobles, and the People all took hie 
Part. Biltramo de Balfe having brought to that Prince 
the Tfcafures I^e had taken from the Enemy, the King 
ordered Kim to divide it into four Parts ; one for hinj, 
one for the Queen, the third for the Army whp had 
Shaved themfelves fo gallantly, and the lait as a Re- 
ward for his Zeal and Services. Beltramo caufed it to 
be laidf on a Hea^ on the Ground, and getting on ir, 
with his Feet divided it into three Parts ;- telling the 
King, that he did not defervc to be jplaced in fuch illu- 
flrious /Company : contriving at the fame Time to make 
the 'Army's Share the largeftj the King and Qiicen 
augmented it wifh their Shares, and the Dillribution of 
it was done with their own Hands, and in fo gencrot s 
a Manner, that they who partook of it were not more 
pleafed than the Lookers on, who had nO other Intcreft 
m what they faw, than the Hopes they conceiv'd of the 
Good fuch generous Souls would do the whole King- 
dom. This Piece of Generofity was foon known all 
over the State, and Char let w^% lov'd and revered t:> 
^c laft Moment of his Life.* And notwithftanding ti.e 
Ma Advaii- 
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Advantage the .Spaniards gained over the Honie of 
jifijoM^ and their long PofTeflion, there is even to this 
Bay preferv'd aBrai)chof that illuilrious. Family, which 
the Italians call Enjo, I am charm*d at this Piece of 
Hiftory, faid Camifhy but I think BeltramoJe Balj€ 
merits the utmoft Pmtire.for his ownDifintereftcdnefs. 
I lo.v^ fuch Denials, faid FeMa, they fill my Soul with 
Extafy. True, faid Fiorinda^ rifing, nothing touches 
one fo much as the Afiions of a faithful Subjedl ; Kings 
who arebleft with fuch, cannot too much cherKhthem. 
' 1'his made Darius King of Perfia hy, upon opening a 
Pomegranaiet the Seeds of which,* in that Language, 
are called Sopire^ that he wifli'd he had as many Sopiro 
as were in the Potnegrauafe^ alluding to the Name of 
SopirttSf Satrapis of Perfia^ who. had, at the Expence 
of his Life, (hew'd his Zeal and Fidelity for him, by 
Actions that Hiilory has made immortal. Upon thn- 
they aU arofe to walk, and had fcarce taken one Turn, 
before they faw Tbilamom and Or^pbanes coming up 
to them. 7 ho* I am always infinitely pleasM with your 
Corrpany, faid Urania^ advancing to meet them, aad 
blufbm^, yet I own your fudden Return make$ me ap- 
preheniive of fome unlucky Accident. Or/anus^s Valet 
de Chambre, anfwer*d ^belamont^ has acgcritted him« 
felf. Madam, of your Commands: Tho* I fhould in- 
deed have come, if I had not received them ; my Heart 
out-ilript them With the Impatience of a Kian wh6 
apprehended he &ou!d not arrive fottn enough ,to. be 
the firft to inform you, that all his Happioefs dfependi 
now on yoQ alone. You very much erobarraf^ mte, rt- 

fy'd (he, for God*f feke explain ^ourfelfj :y(^u khoi^ 
have no Secrets to this Company ; eafe me of my 
Uneafinefs, and be aflured that Vrania will not hefitate 
on any thing that may contribute to your Felicity. For 
ray Part, faid Orophams^ I don't, comprehend TbeU- 
fnoni% Timidity; During our Journey he entertained 
me with nothing but the Excefs of his Joy, and what 
he would fay in telling ybu the Oceaf7on df it ; but he 
Is no fooner with you,, but fpeethlefs, confufed aj)4 
cmbarraisM, he has not Power to tell you that Qtroia^ 



fall of GnLtitttde for the good Offices he has jaft dpW 
him, has allowed his Pretcnfions to you in Marriage, 
if you approve of them. Indeed, continued he, ^yith- 
Ottt giving him time to anfwer, I fhall.not imitate him 
in this, but fhall let the beautiful Felicia know the ex- 
treme Satis6£Hon I feel at my Father*s Confent, which ' 
he has jttft given, ^at I may unite taiyfelf mth yotf 
eternally* 

You telt tts fo many thin^ it once^ interrupted 
Camilla^ laughing, that We fcarce know where we are '} 
pray let Tbelamont ijpeak, fince Urania is wilting, dmt 
we ma^ hear what he has to fay. I affiife you, re« 
]^\y^d nelamonf, what Orcphanes fvLys is true^ I lojft 
all QnHrage 'i» entering this Place, and Fear has drtveh 
away the Hope with which I flatter'd myfelf in my 

ioumev: But yet. Madam, continued he, addre£^ng 
imielf to C/r<7ir/W, as my Happinefs depends on what 
I have to tell you, I mufb.let you know, that my Carei 
have fo well fuceeeded, that I have brought my Re- 
lation to the Agreement Geroni wifh'd for; but my 
Kinfman being tied to hie, more by the Bands of a long 
continued Friendfhip thian Blood, and knowing the 
Temerity'of my Wiflies for you,* went beyond .what! 
de&red of him. I carried him to G<rrw/, who, at 
firft, receivM him but coolly ; but when my Friend 
told him, he came On Purpofe to put an amicable find 
to the Law-fuit ^hat was depending between them, he 
crew more gentle > they each of them alledgcd, with 
Warmth, their P/etenfipns : but to proceed in Order, 
tiiev both fent for their Council, and all Animofity 
feid afide, Gtront was forced to own, that if my 
Friend proceeded to the Rigour of the Law, he fhould 
be ruin'd.

confented to thefe two Articles^ and would willingly 
add another, if Urania pleafes^ which is to many 
you ;. this Hymen would ^ve me the Satbfa£tion of 
thinking, that it was to her I yield my Preten£ons to 
the Efbte in Queftion. Geront left oft fpeaking, and 
I was fo much aftoniihM at my Friend*s GencK^fity, 
and the Alteration in your Guaidian, that it was fome. 
Time before I could fpeak ; but. Madam, my Joy 
foon open*d my Mouth ; I returned a thoufand Thanka 
to Girtnty I embraced my Relation, and fuffidently
